NITRATE OF SODA. 

The market for nitrate of soda is in 
a peculiar position. For months past 
ithas been declining, everything ap- 
parently being against it. The low 
prices attracted outsiders, but the re- 
sulting speculation so far from putting 
the market again on its feet, tended 
to increase the demoralization. These 
speculative purchases the holders were 
anxious to dispose of as soon as they 
arrived, but as the market was over- 
stocked, their efforts to get out only 
had the effect of precipitating a de- 
cline in prices. A good deal of this 
surplus stock was disposed of to con- 
sumers at prices a little, if anything, 
above the first cost, but much of it 
has been hanging over the market 
until very recently,. preventing any 
improvement in prices. In addition 
to these natural causes of depression, 
it is asserted that a systematic effort 
has been made to bear the market, and 
but for this there might have been a 
chance for recovery. 

Within the past week there seems to 
have been a change in the complexion 
of affairs. It has been reported that 
the various outside lots that have been 
pressing on the market “have been 
cleaned up,” the impression gained 
from this statement being that the 
stock has gone into consumption and 
ceased to be a factor in the situation. 
The facts appear to be that these lots 
have been withdrawn from the market 
and placed in store for the present, 
with the exeeption of, probably, two 
or three thousand bags which have 
been sold close to cost, either to con- 
sumers or dealers. Since this event the 
market has stiffened up somewhat and 
prices have nomiually advanced, 
though, on good authority it is stated 
that no difficulty would be experienced 
in getting a geod sized order filled at 
the prices current at this time last 
week. 

But for the large and low priced 
stocks here, in the hands of consum- 
ers and outside holders, it is 
possible that a natural improvement 
inthe tone of the market would take 
place. Recent cables from Valparaiso 
make the price there equivalent to one 
dollar and eighty-six cents per hundred 
pounds, while at the same time there 
isa large buying movement on Euro- 
pean account to the exclusion of 
American offers of a shade below the 
above quotation. There is nothing to 
arrive here for several weeks and after 
the vessels, due then and during the 
next two or three weeks, comein, there 
will be nofurther important additions 
to the stock forsometime. The future 
of the spot market will depend largely 
upon the ability of the outsiders to 
hold their stock until the necessities of 
consumption require its release. As 
that is a condition of things which 
may not be realized fur months to 
come, the chances of a permanent im- 


provement in the market seem rather 


remote.

SUPPLY AND PRICE OF PE. 
TROLEUM. 

There has lately been considerable 
discussion of the prospects of the ex- 
haustion of the older oil fields and the 
general failure of the supply of crude 
oil. It is a favorite argument of the 
advocates of higher prices in times of 
low market quotations to present facts 
tending to prove that some of the older 
fields show a largely diminished pro- 
duction and the exhaustion of certain 
pools, deducing from this that it is 
merely a question of time when the 
supply of oil will become entirely ex- 
hausted and recourse will have to be 
made to other substances for a cheap 
illuminating material. The object of 
these would-be alarmists is, of course, 
to enhance the present value of petro- 
leum, but the operators and the gene- 
ral public appear to place little reliance 
upon these statements and are content 
to await developments. On the other 
hand, it ig shown that the production 
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does not warrant the conclusion that 
we are threatened with an early failure 
of the supply. Thus far this year the 
production has been about equal to 
that during the first seven months of 
1886, and considerably in excess of that 
for the same period in 1885, while in the 
meantime new discoveries of oil have 
been made in fields far remote from 
the oil producing territory of the States 
of Pennsylvania and New York. Nor 
is it at all certain that the producing 
territory in these States is clearly de- 
fined. Leaving the Vhio oil entirely 
out of the question, there are still the 
as yet undeveloped fields in Colorado, 
Wyoming and Calif rnoia, not to men- 
tion the favorable indications discov- 
ered in half a dozen other States, west 
and south. It will be time enough to 
seriously consider the possibility of 
exhaustion of the supply when the 
older fields have been drained and 
supplies have to be drawn from fields 
as yet barely touched. But the indi 
cations at present warrant the belief 
that the production of the old fields, 
added to the supply above ground, will 
be ample to satisfy the demand for 
many years to come, and the present 
generation will probably not witness 
the total exhaustion of these prolific 
fields. Indeed, some of the older fields 
in the Pennsylvania oil regions, which 
we have repeatedly been told are de- 
clining, show wonderful vitality, and 
some of the latest developments are in 
territory that was supposed to have 
been thoroughly explored, the newer 
wells showing a production which 
should convince skeptics that there are 
yet enormous reservoirs of oil underly- 
ing the older fields which have not been 
reached by the drill. There is as good 
reason to believe the supply of oil to 
be practically inexhaustible as is the 
supply of anthracite coal. 


Should the price of petroleum de- 
pend upon the supply below ground, 
it would be folly to speculate on its 
possible exhaustion. The limit of 
daily or monthly production has never 
been determined, except, perhaps, in 
the Pennsylvania aud New York fields. 
What the producing capacity of other 
States may be is, and will for along 
time remain, unknown, as these fields 
will not be developed until the older 
fields fail to supply the oil required. 
The fact that the consumption is 
steadily increasing and that the sur- 
plus above ground is about a million— 
or at most a million anu half—barrels 
smaller than it was a year ago, is not 
sufficient to offset or overbalance all 
other influences affecting the market 
value of oils. At present there is 
practically no competitor in the home 
market, but should the price be ad- 
vanced, say to one dollar per barrel 
for crude, there would be an impetus 
given to the development of the re- 
moter fields which would quickly bring 
the production of those fields into 
competition with Pennsylvania oil. 
And this price would also shut off a 
large part of the foreign demand we 
now enjoy. We have kept our readers 
accurately informed of the progress 
made by the Russian refiners in intro- 
ducing the Russian oil into markets 
where the American oil had until with- 
in a comparatively short time held 
undisputed control. Dollar oil, there- 
fore, would not only tend to hasten 
the development of the newer fields in 
this country but would also shut some 
of the European markets to American 
oil and give the Russian refiner the op- 
portunity he is anxiously seeking to sup- 
plant the American product. Should 
this unfortunate condition of affairs 
be realized the stocks of crude oil in 
custody of the several pipe lines would 
increase rapidly, and then would come 
a reaction, too late to benefit either 
producer or refiner, as then thecom- 
petition of producers in different sec- 
tions would prevent concerted action 
to curtail production, and our foreign 
outlet would be cireumscribed, if not 
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entirely cut off, as it is an undisputed 
fact that the Russian production is 
awple to supply the world, and the re- 
fining and transportation facilities are 
being perfected with the view of 
crowding the American oil out of the 
markets of the old world. Sixty cents 
is indeed « low price for crude petro- 
leum, but it is all that present circum- 
stances warrant. 


THE SITUATION IN THE WINDOW 
GLASS TRADE, 

There is a general impression in the 
window glass trade trade that the fail- 
ure of the manufacturers’ and workers’ 
committees to come to an understand- 
ing on the question of wages for the 
next fire will result in a strike. Both 
sides are apparently firm in their deter- 
mination to make no concegsions, the 
mabufacturers because they have been 
making no money for many past sea- 
sons and cannot therefore afford to 
grant the increase in wages demanded 
by the men. The workers’ views, as 
has been stated in a previous article, 
are that as trade was particularly good 
last season, while the prospects for the 
coming fall are bright, the manufac- 
turers, who are getting better prices 
for the goods than they did a year ago, 
ean afford to pay higher wages. The 
opinions of each side being thus dia- 
metrically opposed, it is difficult to see 
when or how the deadlock will be 
broken. In the meantime the market 
is suffering from a scarcity of stocks, 
which is growing more and wore pro- 
nounced as the season of yreatest con 
sumption approaches. The supplies 
in manufacturers’ hands are said to 
be very small and composed princi- 
pally of undesirable sizes. The manu- 
facturers have been compelled, there- 
fore, to come into the market for sup- 
plies of French glass to carry them 
along until their factories are again 
running. In the event of a strike, the 
factories would not start up before the 
middle of November and in the mean- 
time the stock of domestic will in all 
probability be exhausted. 

The extraordinary demand upon 
French stocks has had the effect of 
stiffening up that market materially 
and, in connection with other causes, 
has iuduced an advacce in prices which 
some believe to ke only the beginning 
of an important upward movement. 
‘There exists in France and Belgium a 
comtin+tion of un anufacturers ia which, 
it is s»id, every factory in the two 
countries is represented. It is con- 
trolled by rules, the exact nature of 
which are not known here; but the 
manner in which the market there 
is controlled, and the firmness with 
which the prices they have fixed are 
maintained, indicate that the agree- 
ment under which they are working is 
a very strong one. Recent advices 
from these primary markets are tu the 
effect that prices are rapidly advancing 
and are to be much higher. Naturally, 
with a good understanding among the 
importers and prospects of a large 
trade ahead, our prices will follow 
those on the other side, and unléss 
there is a decided .change in the tend- 
eacy of the market much higher prices 
may be expected here before the season 
has far advanced. 

Since the advance in prices referred 
to above, the demand has improved 
materially. Jobbers have evidently 
reached the conclusion that by defer- 
ring their purc! a es they will be com- 
pelled to pay higher prices, and, there- 
fore, the: importers find no difficulty 


in obtaining full rates. There is no 
cutting of prices among the jobbers 
now, and in this respect the market is 
in better shape than for many past 
seasons. Since the importers reached 
an agreement under which uniform 
rates of discounts have been fixed, the 
j boers have been given to upnder-

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ANNUAL MEETING OF WHOLESALE 
DRUGGISTS. 

The thirteenth annual meeting of 
the National Wholesale Druggists’ As- 
sociation, which came to a close last 
Friday, was noted for the promptness 
which marked the business course of 
the convention, the large representa- 
tion of proprietors, the varied charac- 
ter of the entertainments, the large 
attendance of ladies, the elegant invi- 
tations and costly souvenirs, the kind 
and generous attentions of the Boston 
people, the happy time experienced by 
all the guests,and— but why continue to 
enumerate the leading features? The 
whole affair was one grand ovation to 
visiting guests from every city in the 
Union, and Boston friendship will not 
soon be forgotten by those who partook 
of the lavish hospitality. Saratoga 
has been selected as the next place of 
meeting, and a new standing commit 
tee will make suitable arrangements 
for holding the annual conclave, the 
expenses of which are to be met by 
the association; no time has been 
specified but the majority are in favor 
of the second week in September for 
the next convention. 

The internal revenue question re- 
ceived prompt attention and theaction 
taken will have strong influence in 
bringing about a repeal of the existing 
law orthe abolition of the tax on alco- 
hol, especially for manufacturing pur- 
poses, Ex-Governor Long,of Massachu- 
setts, who is now a member of Con- 
gress, declared at the banquet that 
the internal revenue problem would be 
settled at the next session of Congress, 
and that aleohol would henceforth be 
free of all tax. This expression pro- 
voked deafening and prolonged ap 
plause which was an emphatic approval 
of the speaker’s desire to co-operate in 
the movement for relief. 

Commercial travelers were discussed 
as usual and an effort made to 
have the association recommend the 
reduction of this useful force to the 
extent of twenty-five per cent., but 
many friends of the travelers came to 
their support and by voice and action, 
defeated the resolution which reflected 
on the system. 

The rebate question was discussed in 
all of its bearings, and the proprietary 
committee won quite a victory by the 
passage of the following resolutions 
which speak for themselves: 

Resolved, That it is the duty of the membe s 
of this association to recognize the validity of 
the trade-marks of proprietors and to discour- 
age the sale of such goods as may Le fairly con- 
sidered infringements, 

Resolved, That the association of proprietors 
oe requested to appoint a special commiitee 
whose duty it shall be to notify the wholesale 
drug trade when such infringement is being 
made upon any established proprietary article, 
upon which notification the members of this 
association will cease handling the infringing 
goods, 

Resolved, Thatany member of this associa- 
tion who, knowingly, supply contract goods to 
a dealer whose orders have been declined by 
proprietors at the request of the Proprietary 
Committee of this Association, is guilty of 
violating the spirit of his contract, and that 
any such member or firm so offending shall be 
expelled from the Association. 

Resolved, That this Association condemn the 
division of proprietors’ quantities of rebate 
0048, a8 @ violation of an important provision 
of the contract, believing that the practice 
tends to a disintegration of the system. 

Resolved, That this Association heartily ap- 
Prove and indorse the action of proprietors in 


declining to fill the orders of any firm who will 
knowing|y violate the terms of their contracts. 


Chairman Kelly of the proprietary 
committee has resigned his steward- 
ship after a brilliant record, on ac- 
count of the great pressure on his 
services. He has been instrumental in 
preventing violations of the plan and 
delivered it over to the association 
in better condition than it was ever 
known to be. His successor is Mr. M. 
N. Kline of Philadelphia, who was 
honored with an immediate appoint- 
ment in recognition of his ability to 


handle the matter satisfactorily and 
of his hearty co-operation in the past. 
The choice is a good one, and there 


is every assurance thatthe rebate sys- 
















































tem in his care will be protected from 
all inroads, and that the work will be 
governed by good judgment and 
watched with fidelity, 


Considerable space is devoted in this 
issue to the proceedings of the busi- 
ness sessions, the banquet and after 
dinner speeches, the entertainment of 
ladies and the excursion on Friday, 
which wound up a season of epjoy- 
ment rarely experienced by the fortu- 
nate recipients of Boston's hospitality. 
The various committees on arange- 
ments performed creditable work, and 
they have already received the over- 
flowing thanks of the guests for their 
kind attentions.

The wholesale druggists of the coun- 
try showed by their action at the Bos- 
ton convention that they appreciated 
the importance of the work undertak- 
en by the special committee on Mutual 
Insurance, and the thorough manner 
in which the undertaking had been 
discharged. Although the pamphlet 
sent out by the committee in Jung, 
fully set forth the plan upon which 
the company had been formed, and 
presented abundant evidence why the 
organization should receive the hearty 
support of the trade, it required the 
clear and comprehensive report made 
by Mr. Peters, chairman of the com- 
mittee, to carry full conviction to the 
member, of the soundness of the 
claims put forward by those who sup- 
ported the mutual insurance plan 
from the outset. The most practical 
and ablest men in the association are 
among the staunchest supporters of 
this enterprise and they have supported 
their opinions by liberal subscriptions 
to the advance premium fund, which 
has now reached $50,000. This fund 
will be made up to $100,000, which, in 
addition to the premiums received on 
policies immediately written, will give 
the company an array of assets that 
places it among the safest repositories 
of insurance for the special class of 
risks which it intends to cover. The 
company now feels warranted in en- 
gaging its permanent secretary, who 
is to be a thoroughly practical insur- 
ance man, takipg permanent offices, 
and getting its outfit in readiness for 
business. The remaining $50,000 can 
readily be provided for among whole- 
sale druggists or those in collateral 
brauches, Offers have been made by 
Philadelphia capitalists to take the 
entire $100,000 as an investment, but it 
is the desire of the company that the 
entire interest and profit of the com- 
papy should be centered in those 
who are connected with the branches 
of business to which the company is 
related. These interests are as broad 
as those represented by the member- 
ship of the National Wholesale Drug- 
gists’ Association. It is right for the 
company to expect that every one con- 
nected with these interests who is not 
already a subscriber to the fund will 
send in his subscription. When the 
work of underwriting has begun the 
practical value of mutual insurance 
will be as apparent to every one af- 
fected, as those who have been active 
in the formation of the company have 
shown it to be to themselves by the 
reports and discussions thereon which 
they have contributed to the proceed- 
ings of the Boston covuvention

Two cases involving the infringement of the 


Apollinaris water trade-mark were recently 
tried in the Chancery Division of the High 
Court of Justice, England. In one of these 
cases (The Apollinaris Company vs. Herrfeldt 
et a!) the court granted an injunction restrain- 
ing the defendants from using the word “Apol- 
linis’’ upon labels on bottles of mineral water, 
on the ground that it constituted an infringe- 
ment of the plaintiff's trade-mark. In the 
other case the defendants were enjoined from 
using the name ‘“‘Apollo Water” on the same 
ground. 


U. &. Internal Revenue officers raided a retail 


drug store at Wichita, Kar., last week. The 
reason for the raid was a suspicion that the 
liquor law was being violated. The descent 
proved even more of a success than had 
been hoped for. The officers found and con- 
fiscated $3,000 worth of spirits. A submission 
of the liquor seized to the ordinary tests by 
Government chemists resulted in showing that 
the stuff was a compound of the yilest and 
most poisonous description. Arsenic was found 
in large quantities in various samples selected 
at random, The establishment appears to have 
been an illicit whisky rectifying establishment 
masquerading as a drug store. 


A oew monthly ournal, devoted to the inter- 


ests of the drug trade, bas appeared in St. 


Louis, Mo. It is published by the J. 3. Merrell 
Drug Company, which does not hesitate to 
claim proprietorship. The paper is ably edited, 


and contains several pages of original and se- 


lected matter by the best writers, but its chief 
feature is a complete drug price-list, which the 
proprietors believed to to be much needed by 
the trade of that section. The paper is sent to 
regular customers free of charge,while a nomi- 
nal subscrip.ion price of 50 cents is charged to 
others. Mr. J. B. Fux, well known through his 


connection with a number of successful West- 


ern ventures in the journalistic field, has charge 
of the advertising department. 


A correspondent writing from Marion, Ind. 
informs us that ou account of the abundance 
of natu:al gas, there a window glass factory 
will be in operation by tbe middle of Septem- 
ber. The gas is free to all manufacturers who 
loca‘e at Marion. In addition to the ylass fac- 
tory a large straw board and paper miil is in 
course of erection. Messre. Stewart, Estey & 
Co., whcese giass works in Pittsburg, Pa., was 
recently destroyed by fire, have also located 
there. The town has donated 20 acres of 
ground, together with $5,000, and allowed the 
firm the free use of the natural gas. Work on 
the buildings is being pushed forward rapidly. 
This is the begianing of a new era in the history 
of Marion, which will no doubt ultimately re- 
sult in making it an impcrtant manufacturing 


center. ; 

An item in a foreign contemporary referring 
to the recent convertion of the German soda 
manufacturers, states that the syndicate ir- 
cludes the Deutsche Solvay-Werke in Bern- 
burg, the Chemische Fatrik Buckau in Magde- 
burg, Rot.

The case of the Camden, N. J., washerwoman 
who is suffering from blood poisoning through 
using bad soap has developed symptoms of 
erysipelas,and uncertainty exists as to the out- 
come. Recently she purchased a quantity of 
cheap soap from a retail dealer in Camden, and 
used it while suffering from a cut on the left 
hand. Soon afterward her body was covered 
with sores and she 1s now confined to her home. 
President Amerling, of the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Food Adulteration, investigated the 
matter and found that the soap was purchased 
from a Philadelphia wholesale house. He 
brought the woman’s case to the attention of 
the proprietors. They expressed ignorance of 
the impure nature of the article, destroyed the 
stock they had on hand and notified the manu- 
facturers of the stuff, who are established in 
Brooklyn, N.Y. 


Messrs. Lutz & Movius, who have been ap- 
pointed sole agents in this country for Dr. 
Fahlberg’s ‘“‘saccharine’”’ inform us that the 
first shipment of this very interesting article is 
on the way and due here in about two weeke. 
Dr, Fablberg’s “ saccharine ” is claimed to be 
three hundred times sweeter than sugar and 
possesses the advantage of being absolutely 
harmless, an important consideration which 
renders it particularly useful for medicinal 
purposes, especially in cases of diabetes mel- 
itus, and in diseases of the stomach. It is not 
absorbed by the system and does not ferment. 
It is said to be an excellent corrector for the 
bitter taste of alkaloid salts and preperations. 
It is also recommended for use in the manu- 
facture of licorice, chewing tobacco, for cham- 
pagne, lemonade, liquors, conserver, fruit 
juices, chocolates and candies. 


A press dispatch states that the annual prod- 
uct of the phosphate rock mines of South Car- 
olina is over a half million tons. “A few years 
ago this rock brought from $7 to $9. Companies 
bought up phosphate lands at high prices and 
made enormous outlays for machinery, The 
prices have gradually deciined for years, and 
the supply is above the demand,and crude rock 
brings only $360. Asaroyalty of $1 has to be 
paid the State for all river rock, this price does 
not pay expenses, but the pho+ phate companies 
have to bold on because of the enormous out- 
lay. For months most of the companies have 
been attempting to form a combination to 
raise the price and regulate the market. All 
but one con pany have joined, and strong pres- 
sure is being brought to bear upon this com- 
pany, and it will probably give in this week. 
The rice of rock will probably be raised $3 a 
ton.” 


An impo-ctant decision, involving tbe con- 
struction of the phrase ‘dangers and accidents 
of the seas,”’ in a bill of lading, was rendered 
by the English House of Lords recently in the 
case of the Xantho. In this case the owners of 
a@ cargo sued the shipowners to recover for loss 
of goods carried under a bill of lading except- 
ing, among other things, “dangers and acci- 
dents of the seas.’’ It appeared that the loss of 
the goods was occasioned by a collision between 
the carying vessel and another, the plaintiffs 
alleging that the collision was occasioned by 
the negligent navigation of the carrying ship, 
the Xantho, and the defendants alleging that 
the loss was caused by the excepted perils, and 
that the collision was occasioned by the negli- 
gent navigation of the other vessel. The Court 
of Appeal gave judgment for the plaintiffs, but 
this judgment bas now been reversed by the 
House of Lords, which holds that the loss fell 
within the exceptions in the bill of lading. 


WESTERN NOTES. 


Special correspondence of the OIL, PAINT AND 
DruG REPORTER.) 

CHICAGO, Aug. 27, 1887. 

Lower prices and a weaker feeling have 
characterized the week’s market in linseed oi). 
The tendency has been downward for the past 
fortnight. Two weeks ago crushers appeared 
to be firm holders at 43c; to-day the market 
here may be called 4@4lc. Various causes 
seem to have been at work to bring about the 
depression. In the first piace, while there is an 
abundance of inquiry, buyers are not numer- 
ous. Jobbers appear to be entirely at sea. 
While one hears the statement that the present 
price of oil is high in proportion to the price of 
seed, the trade generally admit that, in view of 
the fallin cake, linseed oil is cheap at to-day’s 
quotatiour. Butthe old “disturbing ¢lement”’ 
still exists. Nobody knows—nobody 1s willing 
to attempt to forecast—the future. When the 
market fell from 43c to 42c buyers were unwil- 
ling to pay more than dic, and now that it is 
4(@tic, they incline to buy at 39c, and some 
even name 38c as the figure at which they ex- 
pect to replenish their depleted stock for the 
falitrade. Another circumstance which has 
tended to depreciate market quotations is the 
low price of Western oil inthe East. With the 
New York market at 4ic, 1t would seem irra- 
tional to expect very heavy purchases of the 
same oil in Chicago at to day’s pricer. The 
rumors of offerings of Western oil in the East 
at $80, while they are credited, are not regarded 
here—generally speaking—as bona fide. To 
expect to Western crushers, at the present 
time, to sell in New York at any such price 
is to look tor ap act of folly which not even 
their policy in the past can be sald to presage. 
It is openly asserted by the watchful observers 
of the course of affairs that such c ffers were 
made with a view to their presumable effect 
upon the seed market, and emanated fiom u 
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quarter not usually considered reliable. Still, 
New York quotations undoubtedly react upon 
the market and tend still further to disturb 
confidence among jobbers, 

Despite this unsatisfactory condition of af- 
fairs, however, indications seem to point, on 
the whole, to a fairly steady market from this 
time forward. Stocks of last year’s oil 
through out the West are pretty well exhausted, 
and, with not more than from 25 to 30 per 
cent. of the mills running at present, it 
cannot be said that there is an immediate pros- 
pect of any very extraordinary output. Job- 
bers have been, for the most part, purchasing 
from hand to mouth, and even conceding a 
comparatively poor fall trade among paint 
men, they have not got oil enough to supply 
their needs during the coming season. That 
they will have to buy is certain, and it is hardly 
probable that they will be able to purchase at 
any lower rates than those ruling to-day. 
There is an influential element among manu- 
facturers which manifests a decided disinclina- 
tion to sell at present prices, and apparently is 
not willing to see some holders sacrifice their 
stocks if they see fit. At the same time, it 
cannot be questioned that as matters now 
stand the temper of the trade will scarcely 
justify apy advance, and it seems unlikely that 
we shall see oil selling here at any higher rate 
than 41 cents during the coming season. 

The ‘Central Linseed Oil Company,” an or- 
ganization of crushers formed several months 
ago at Indianapolis, and embracing some dozen 
or more mills, chiefly in Ohio and Indiana, 
after dragging out an ephemeral sort of exist- 
ence for a brief period, seems to hnve perished 
ef inanition. It has become thoroughly disin- 
tregated, and if apparently authentic reports 
are to be believed its members are one by one 
seeking a neéw alliance. No one manifests 
much surprise inasmuch as it was not generally 
supposed that there was much cohesive power 
in the organization from the moment of its 
birth. 

Among the topics of general discussion 
among the oil trace is the apparent indiffer- 
ence with which local crushers seem disposed 
to regard the seed market. That some effort 
bas been made to secure contracts for future 
delivery to some mills at the present market 
quotations from some large holders in the 
North@est is certain. It is equally certain that 
the latter as a rule, decline to entertain such 
proposals. A neglect to buy at current prices 
may be admirable policy ; it probably tends to 
keep the price of seed down; and yet, bye the 
bye, if seed should happen to advance, we 
might hear some suppressed mutterings of dis- 
content and regret from those who, unlike the 
industrious insect of the nursery rhyme did 
not “improve cach shining moment as it files.” 


FLAXSEED, 

Up to the beginning of the week just closed, 
the stock of flaxseed in this market has steadily 
increased. On last Monday morning 214,014 
bushels were reported to be lying in public 
elevatore, as against 186,902 bushels one week 
previous and 97,201 bushels on the correspond- 
ing date of last year. This week, however, 
has rather changed the aspect of affairs in this 
respect. Shipments bave exceeded receipts by 
28,3880 bushele—the figures being 200,182 and 
171,852 bushels, respectively. This presages a 
lower official statement on Monday next. On 
last Tuesday vessel room for 65,(0) bushels was 
engaged and ‘Thursday’s shipments aggregated 
84,503 bushels. The heaviest shipments of the 
week, however, were those of Monday, when a 
consi¢erabe proportion of the seed whose 
transportation was contracted for last week 
left this port by lake; amounting to 85,522 
bushele. The total vessel room chartered dur- 
ing the week has been for 235,000 bushele, of 
which 180,000 bushels were to be unloaded at 
Erie and 55,000 bushels at Buffalo. The ulti- 
mate destination of the seed remains more or 
less @ matter of conjecture. As compared with 
last week, the receipts have fallen off 32,978 
bushels—a result probably attributed to the 
fact that the low prices at present ruling are 
not attractive to shippers. On the other hand, 
an increase of 69,688 bushels is reported in ship- 
ments. This is to be explained, however, by the 
circumstance above mentioned, that this week’s 
shipments have included a portion of the seed 
which should have gone forward last week. 
During the corresponding week in 1886 the 
receipts were 12,277 bushels in excess of those 
for the week just closed, and the shipments 
2,040 bushels less. In connection with this 
topic, it is worthy of remark that no little 
complaint is heard that rail freights from 
West«rn points to Chicago on flaxseed are dis- 
proportionately high when compared with 
rates on grain. 

Some interesting comparative figures, rela- 
tive to the flax crop of Miunesota, Kansas and 
Manitoba have beer made public by official 
and semi-official authority. The Commissioner 
of Statistics in Minnesota, in a statement com- 
piled from reports of town assessors and 
county auditors, places the acreage sown in 
flax this year at 170,285, a8 against 204,147 acres 
in 1886; the total yield of seed ia tbat State last 
year amounted to 1,508,771 bushele. It appears 
that only 83 per cent. of last year’s acreage has 
been devoted to flax culture in 1887. Last 
year’s yield was 71-3 bushels per acre; the 
Commissioner does not estimate the yield for 
this year, but if the crop is to equal that of 
1886, the average yield would have to be nearly 
nine busheia per acre. The flax acreage in 
Mavitoba is placed at 8,639, and in Kansas at 
182,580, Im the latter State ‘where the yield

Tolerably fair receipts induced rather free of- 
ferings and a light demand induced a decline. 
On Tuesday, however, the cash demand was 
sufficient to absorb all offerings, and the latter 
were by means excessive. A recovery ot from 
le to le in prices followed and the market 
closed fairly firm. On Wednesday receipts 
declined, and a good demand induced an ad- 
vance, and the market closed at from 1@l4c 
above Tuesday’s quotations. On Thursday 
there was a decided upward movement. The 
receipts were the lightest of the week, and the 
fact that a fair proportion of the cars arriving 
were tendered on contract diminished offerings. 
No urgent demand was noticeable,but such as it 
was it was sufficient to absorb the supply. No.1 
on track sold at $104@1 04%, closing at the inside. 
On Friday a decline began, cash seed closed 
that day at $1 0314, and a weak market to-day 
resulted in sales at $1 0014. witha very light de- 
mand at the close of business. 

The speculative market for the week has 
been comparatively inactive. Crushers mani- 
fest no desire to buy seed for future delivery 
in an open market, and the inquiry for futures 
may be not unfairly characterized as purely 
speculative. The moderate trading in futures 
would seem to justify this statement. Sales of 
future deliveries during the week have aggre- 
gated thus: Reported sales of September have 
amounted to 73,500 bushels, of October 60,000, of 
November 12,600. The range of prices has 
hardly equaled that for cash seed.

While a tolerably fair quantity of oils have 
changed hands, most of the deliveries have 
been made on pre-existing contracts, and the 
outlook for higher prices is far from hopeful, 
Stocks in this market have been practically re- 
duced toa minimum, and the general dispos- 
ition among buyers seems to be to await the 
arrival of the new crop of Texas oil. Notwith- 
standing the reduction of stocks, however, and 
despite the apparent disinclination to buy 
noticeable on the part of consumers, there 
seems to be a general anticipation of lower 
prices on the part of both brokers and con- 
sumers. Every one is expecting the output of 
the Texas miils to arrive about the end of next 
month or the first of of September, but no one 
apparently anticipates higher prices.

The cablegrams re- 
ceived here from Holland have been of a char- 
acter to discourage speculative inquiry, With 
80,000 tierces reported as being held in Holland, 
it is hardly to be expected that the local de- 
mand should exhibit any signs of extraordi- 
nary activity. Both speculators and exporters 
are timorous buyers. At the same time, there 
is more or less gossip heard as to the probable 
course of the market here in consequence of a 
rumored activity among butterine manufac- 
turers. The truth is that no one knows any- 
thing about the matter, and flying reports de- 
serve to be set down as idle gossip, 

PAINTS. 

The dullness to which I referred a week ago 
continues unabated. Prices remain firm, sim- 
ply because, in the absence of demand, there is 
no special temptation to break the market. 
Whether the foregoing remark is strictly ap- 
plicable to the white lead market is hard to 
say. The latter is certainly fairly active for 
the season of the year, and with a nominal 
quotation of 5}¢c it is difficult to tell what cen- 
cessions (if any) are being made. The outlook 
for the fall trade has not in the least improved, 
and the prevalent impression among jobbers 
seems to be that the extraordinary business of 
the early summer is to find its counterpoise in 
the dullness of the autumn.

The demoralization of the quinine market, 
however, has paturally revived the discussion 
as to the propriety of maintaining the duty on 
bark. The sentiment of the Western trade is 
overwheliningly in favor of its repeal, the be- 
lief being that a steadier tone would be im- 
parted to the market. Carbolic acid and the 
iodides remain firm.

Snelling, 
Minn, The find was made some two weeks ago 
and the parties making it have employed the 
intervening time in securing leases on all the 
land in the immediate vicinity. Itis said that 
oil comes to the surface in such quantities that 
it can easily be gathered in the crude state. 
There is also a fissure in the earth from which 
gas escapes and burns brightly and steadily 
when ignited. A stock company is now bor- 
ing for gas at South St. Paul. 


It is reported that the Standard Oil Company 
has given up its contracts for building barges 
for the coastwise oil-carrying trade, and has 
ordered tank steamers to be built instead. The 
barge which was to bave been built by John 
Roach, Jr.,at Chester, is to be changed into a 
steamship 200 feet long, and is to have a capa- 
city of 260,000 gallons. Mr. Roach will receive 
$23,000 as additional compensation for the 
modification of the contract. The new craft 
will have triplé expansion engines, and will be 
proyided with all the known modern appliances 
for carrying oilin the coastwise an‘ transat- 
lantic trade. 


The first oil from the new and improved 
Peerless refinery in Findlay, O., was placed on 
sale at the various groceries throughout that 
city last week,where it was subjected to the se- 
verest tests and, according to Findlay advicer, 
found to be a first-class illuminant in every 
paiticular, inferior in no respect to the product 
of the best Eastern refineries. The Peerless re- 
finery has a capacity of 2,000 barrels per week. 
and the proprietors claim to bave demonstrated 
that a fine quality of illuminating oil can be 
made from the crude petroleum of the Findlay 
find, and that the oil found there can be deo- 
dorized at a slightly increased expense over 
what it costs to refine Pennsylvania petroleum. 


Locomotives fed on petroleum have been run 
between Sukkur and Radhan, India—a distance 
of 79 miles—with most satisfactory results. 
From these experiments it appears that petrc - 
leum is cheaper than either coal or patent fue’, 
but more costly than wood. The cost of wood 
fuel, hower, is increasing yearly, owing to its 
scarcity.and on lines where it is not readily 
obtainable petroleum would be invaluable.

Since the discovery of the Cherry Grove dis- 


trict in Warren county in 1582, the white sand 
pools, raya the Petroleum <Age, have played an 
important part in maintaining the world’s sup- 
ply of crude petroleum. While the decline in 


the older sections of the region has been con- 
stant, a sufficient amount of new territory has 


been opened up every year to prevent a rapid 
diminution of the surplus stocks that were ac- 


cumulated during the era of the development 


of the Bradford and Allegany tielda. The great 
soutbwest, that was temporarily abandoned 
during the exodus to the north that set in be- 
tween 18/9 and 188], has proved remarkably 
rich in supplying short-lived but exceedingly 
fertile pools of small territorial dimensions, 
ana the past year has witnessed a greater num- 
ber of them brought to light than for any sim- 
ilar period in petroleum history. How many 
more Reibolds and Wasbingtors lie hidden in 
the deep recesses of the earth only the ener- 
getic probing of the drill can determine. 
Washington and Butler counties are still being 
explored by the ambitious wild-catter, who 
each month stars his way across the maps in 
his almost endless search for oil and natural 
gag. 

The following table gives the total produc- 
tion of the principal white sand pools since the 
discovery of Cherry Grove in 1882. It will be 
seen that the yield from these sources for 1886 
is nearly double what it was in 1885 and nearly 
three times the production of 1882.

The Development of the American 


Chemical Industry. 
BY DR, FRANCIS WYATT, 


FOREIGN PYRITES MINES—As Spain and 
Portugal may be virtually considered, not only 
as being the principal sources of the world’s 
supply, but as inexhaustible fields whence may 
be withdrawn any quantity required during 
the next few centuries, a short descripiion of 
the Rio Tinto, as typical of Spanish pyiites ore 
deposits will not be without interest. 


They are situated in the mountainous regions 
of Andalusia, at a distance of 60 or 70 wiles 
from the port of Huclva, whence the ship- 
ments to the various destinatious are princi 
paliy made. The surrounding rocks be to 
the “iower Silurian” gerie+, and aré of a 
«chisty or eslatey nature, intermixed bere and 
there with greenstaqme and felspar of various 
descriptions, 

The existence of these sulphuroue copper 
ores bas been known from time immemoria), 
and they were first exploited by the early Celta, 
then very extensively by the Ptosnicianr. and 
in due course by the Romans, who worked 
them for upwards of three hundred years, and 
left behind them traces, still to be seen, of the 
gigantic nature of their operations. 

When the Roman Empire had fallen, and

country, the mines were abandoned, and in- 
deed were left unworked until about the mid- 
dle of the last century, when an enterprising 
Swede endeavored to turn them to account. 
The want, however, of sufficient skili and cap- 
ital, combined with the difficulties of transport 
and the political troubles, which never ceased 
to convulse the country, caused all attempts to 
end in failure, until in 1873 the Spanish Gov- 
ernment decided to dispose of the properties 
by selling them to the Rio Tinto Company, 
limited. 

The deposits are somewhat irregular and oc- 
cur in lenticular masses. There are three im- 
portant lodes —the South, the Dionisio and the 
North—the mineral resources of all three being 
so immense as to be considered by the best 
authorities inexhaustible, 

The principal opening isin the South lode, 
1,500 yards long, 100 yards deep and 200 yards in 
breadth, and it annually yields about 700,000 
tons of cre. It is estimated to contain 200,000,- 
000 tons, and in order to work it, nearly four 
andahaif million tons of earth, or overbur- 
den, have already been removed, 

Beneath it are extensive underground work- 
ings r. ached by a tunnel nearly 1,000 yards in 
length. When this tunnel attains a length of 
about thres miles, it will connect and open out 
the Dionisio lode, upon which a shaft has al- 
ready been sunk in the center. 

According to the director’s report, the opera- 
tions for the year 1886 resvited ina profit on 
sales of produce—including the copper realized 
during the year, and other items at the credit 
of revenue account—amounting to £429,468, Of 
this sum, after providing for all expenses of 
ndministration, interest, income, and other 
taxes, £56,440 amount of bonds drawn during 
the year, £8,555 169 2d for plant, etc., written off, 
and £4476 1ls 2d for bad debts, there was dis- 
tributed to the shareholders as dividend, six 
shillings per share, producing a total of £97,£00; 
the balance carried forward to revenue ac- 
count being £7,602 16s 1ld. The quantity of 
ore extracted from the mine during the year 
amounted to 1,378,381 long tons; of which 
1,041,833 tons were treated locally, and 336,548 
tons were shipped to consumers in Great Brit- 
ain, France, Germany and the United States.

Owing to the continued do- 
pression in the alkali trade, however, the d- 
liveries of pyrites to customers have been less 
than intbe previous year. There was also a 
decrease in the deliveries of iron ore, siiver, 
gold and copper. 

The net profits for the year ended December 
3lst, 1886, together with the balance of £11,609 
198 10d, brought forward from 1885, amount to 
£102,850. Of this the sum of £88,099 10s was ap- 
propriated to the payment of a dividend, of 3. 
per share, equal to 7 per cent on the paid up 
capital of the company, free from income tax; 
the balance of £14,750 10s being carried for- 
ward to the credit of the year 1887. 


A great amount of work has been done at 
both the Tharsis and the Calanas mine. At the 
former, the total overburden removed in 1886 
Was 252,000 cubic meters, as against 260,655 in 
1885. The mineral extracted weighed 562,443 
tons, as againet 507,554, a decrease of 5,111 tons. 
The overburden removed from the Esperanza 
deposit was 157,983 cubic meters, and 195,656 
tons of schist were extracted for treatment in 
that department. 

There has been spent on “ preparatory works 
and explorations” the sum of £10,121 18a lid, 
which, added to the balance of £14,767 0s &d, 
carried forward from previous years, make to- 
gether $24 *378 193 7d. In accordance with the 
rule laid down formerly, by which this ciass of 
expenditure is extinguished in three years, the 
sum of $14,305 48 6d has been written off. 
Special charges connected with investigatious, 
agricultural operations and destruction of 
plantations by floods, etc, which involved an 
expenditure of £94,801 7s 9d, as compared with 
£10,545 178 3d in 1885, bave also been written cff. 

The Calanas mine is rapidly being prepared 
for the increased extravtion of mineral ex- 
pected to be begun early in 1888. The additions 
to property and plant have been important, 
including a new hospital, 40 workmen’s houses, 


purchase of lands and other improvements. 

In “explorations and preparatory works," 
the sum of £1,556 7s. 7d. was expended. 

The mineral extracted in 1886 weighed 71,003 
tons, as against 79,749 tons in 1885. The reduced 
quantity is owing to the transitory state of the 
working arrangements, a Jarger output being 
postponed till it can be raised by “opencast,’’ 
instead of *‘shaft’’ extraction. 

The total minera) raised at Tharsie and Cala- 
Das for 188 was 673.446 tons, against 657,302 in 
1885, a decrease of 13,857 tons. 

Mason and Barry. limited, Portugal.—Tbhe 
tqazal quanuty of ore broken and raised at the 
mine during the year 1886 was 2¢9,767 tons, as 
against 450,387 tons in 1883, and the shipments 
duriog the same period umounted to 78,182 tons, 
as against 59,021 tons in the previous year.

Canadian mines—The Crown and the Albert 
mines at Capleton continue to be exploited 
with undiminished energy by the Orford Cop- 
per and Sulphur Mining Company and Messess. 
G. H. Nicholls & Co. of New York. Both are 
situated within easy distance of the rail- 
road at Sherbrooke, and have already been 
frequently described as consisting of a 
series of openiogs on a number of the 
usual lenticular shaped masses of pyrites, 
of an average thickness of from 10 to 16 
feet, and a length of about 300 feet on the 
strike. The country-rock is chloritio slate, 
through which are distributed innumerable 
small veins of slightly auriferous quartz. 


During the past year, ths two companies em- 
ployed an average of 800 men per day and ex- 
tracted and shipped for treatment at their ree- 
pective works at Bergenport, New Jersey, and 
Laurel Hill, Long Island. New York, 87,000 
tons of ore, averaging 40 per cent of sulphur 
and 3°50 per cent of copper, the latter on the 
basis of dry assay. 

The recent discovery of an immense new 
lode, bearing nearly double this percentage of 
copper, is reported from the Albert mine, and 
this, together with the large local extraction 
works now in progress of erection, will doubt- 
less give a great impetus to the operations of 
the enterprising owners. 

The rossting of sulphide of zinc, or blende, 
annual'y affords to manufacturers of spelter 
and zine oxide large quantities of what Lunge 
has very aptly termed ‘metallurgical’ acid as 
a bye product, and, although at present only 
subsidiary. this may eventually become a very 
important factor. 

The works of the Mathiesson & Hegeler Zinc 
Company of La Salle, Iilinois—very fully de- 
scribed in Mineral Resources of the United 
States for 1883—consume large quantities of 
blende, and have two sets of acid chambers 
with a total capacity of 480,C00 cubic feet. The 
amount of 50 deg. Beaume acid daily derived 
from utilizing the hitherto wasted sulphurous 
gases generated in their roasting kilns by this 
company, is estimated at from 40 to 50 tons. 


Neglecting, however, this latter class of ore as 
not strictly belonging to those under considera- 
tion, and confining ourselves to = aterials most 
suitable for commercial sulphuric acid manu- 
facture, the quantities of iron and copper 
pyrites shipped or treated, for the express pur- 
poses of that industry, in this and the prin- 
cipal countries of Europe during the year 1886, 
are shown, in long tone, in the following table:

It is hence apparent thet making only a 
small allowance for the amount used in va- 
rious works of minor importance in countries 
where no official returns have been available 
for this compilation, the total quantity used in 
the production of oil of vitriol throughout the 
world during the year, was at least 1,265,000 
tons, of which only 112,000 tons—or less than 
ten per cent—were burned in the United

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Interesting Petroleum Statistics.

in making caloulations for the future supply 
ef oll, the exhaustion of the Pennsylvania oll 
Beld is not properly considered. When the 
Drake well was struck, July 28, 1850, nothing 
was known in regard to the dimensions of the 
oil field. Venango county was believed to be 
the only place where good wells cou!d be found 
in the State, but the opening of the Clarion 
and Butler field in October, 1865, at Tom’s Run, 
Parkers, changed the theory in regard to the 
oil field. From it the trade learned that cil 
could be found outside of the Venango devel- 
opments. The development of this belt ox~ 
tended a distance of forty-three miles, and an 
average width of one mile, This is the only 
oll belt of any note that has been found. The 
Venango oil field is considerably broken, and 
no very large pools are found. The following 
pools have been found in Pennsylvania:

The greatest production was in 1882, since 
which time it has declined; 1886 the production 
was increased, caused by the great amount of 
drilling for gas. The Washington, Sh:nnopin 
and the Lima fields were found by drilling for 
gas. The production has declined this year, 
and is declining every day. 

The Pennsylvania oil field has produced 
about 311,000,000 barrels of oil. The amount of 
oil being consumed daily is now about 76,900 
barrels, and is increasing rapidly. The surpius 
oil now on hand, is due entirely tothe Bradford 
field. The Bradford field has declinad to 21,- 
000 barrels a day. There is little or no prospect 
of again finding a field like the Bradford, in 
Pennsylvania. The question comes up, where 
is the future supp!y of oil going to come from? 
The Pennsylvania o}! field is about dnished up, 
and oil remains cheap, It has been under the 
dollar mark since November 21, 1885, the long- 
est time that ever went by with oil under one 
dollar. 


The distress in the MeKean and Richburgh 
fields, caused by cheap oil, is unprecedented. 
With 18,500 producing wells in the two fields 
anda production of 25,000 barrels dialy, the 
producer gees starvation before him, if the 
market remains at its present low point. The 
premium on lower country oil has helped the 
producer some, but he has about suspended 
drilling, and when the drill stops the pro- 
duction issoon below a paying point. Con- 
tractors will drill for thirty-five to forty-five 
centsa foot. Drillers rig buildersand pumpers 
work for the lowest wages ever known in the 
oil country, and many of them are out of work. 
Proaucers whoa few years since were con- 
sidered wealthy, are now doing their own 
pumping. 

Times are now the hardest in the gf @émotry 
that ever were known; yet, no labor strikes 
take place. They know when the business 
pays and consequently they submit to low 
wages. The present distress in the oil eountry 
is scarcely known outside. But fow oil men 
complain, even when they see their all passing 
away.—Blizzard

On the morning of January 30, ’87, the Com- 
pany’s works were visited by a destructive 
fire and were in a few short hours wiped 
out of existence. The blow was a severe 
ons, but nothing daunted, the Company’s 
officers commenced the work of reconstruction 
and out of the ashes arose phcenix like the new 
works remodeled and much better adapted to 
its purposes than its predecessor had been.

What Constitutes Pure Glycerin. 

The glycerin sold by the drug trade of this 
country is principally produced by American 
manufacturers or more properly by American 
refiners, the latter purchasing the crude mate- 
rial from the candle manufactures and refin- 
ing it by various processes. 

The crude glycerin is dark colored and con- 
tains all the impurities of the tallow or of the 
fats from which it has been produced. The 
task of the refiner is to manufacture out of 
this a glycerin perfectly white, chemically 
pure, inodorous and of the highest specific 
gravity; to achieve this result, a well con- 
structed apparatus is required and careful ma- 
nipulation necessary to reduce toa minimum 
the loss incidental to evaporation and decom- 
position. Some manufacturers use animal or 
vegetable charcoal to save repeated distillation, 
but asglycerin will dissolve some component 
parts, such as phosphate of lime or potash salt, 
such glycerin can not be called chemically 
pure. 

Glycerin should be refined by repeated dis- 
tillation, same as alcohol, and must be white 
and chemically pure after the last distillation. 

Another great feature is always to obtain 
the same uniform article. This often presents 
serious difficulties, as glycerin if not properly 
treated will partly decompose, forming oxalic 
and formic acid; this is detected by a brown or 
black disccloring when subjected to the nitrate 
of silver test. 

None but chemically pure glycerin should be 
used for medical purposes, andin most of the 
manufactures of which it forms a component 
part, the price of the chemically pure being 
but a trifle higher than that of inferior grades. 
The former will always be found the cheapest 
in the end. 

The best crude glycerine is obtained from 
fresh tallow, and is preferred to that produced 
from vegetable oils, we are iniOrmed; the 
worst is made out of grease and soap lyes.

No revival is 
expected until the new make is available,about 
the end of September. In the absence of busi- 
ness prices remain the same, as there is no 
inducement to break. Foreign makes are up- 
changed from our last report.

WINDOW GLASS 


It is generally conceded that the result of the 
failure of the manufactures and workers to 
come to an understanding on the question of 
wages for the next fire, will be a strike, as both 
sides firmly maintain their position, refusing to 


make any concession. It is intimated that the 
manufacturers are recunciled to the idea of a 
long shutdown, if they are not really anxious 
for it, as there issmal! prospect of theircoming 
out whole this year, in view of the advance in 
sand and other material. If, with these extra 
expenses they are compelled to pay the work- 
men ten per cent higher wages they figure that 
they will be ruaning at a loss before the end of 
the season. Inthe event of a strike the pros- 
pects are that consumers wili have to pay very 
much higher prices for window glass this fall. 
Stocks of American glass are very low and the 
assortment is poor—in fact, it is said to consist 
entirely of small and unpopular sizes. We 
hear that some of the manufacturers have 
been in market trying to make contracts for 
supplies of French in order to meet urgent de- 
mands from regular customers. They have 
experienced great difficulty in flading any one 
willing to enter into coutracts, because of the 
prospects of an early advance inthe price of 
the imported article. 


The importers of French window glass held a 
meeting last week and resolved to advance 
prices. Accordingly the trade has been noti- 
fied that the discount until further notice will 
be 75 and 6 per cent. This action was due 
partly to the increased demand caused by the 
shortage in stocks of American, but more par- 
ticularly because of the advanciag markets 
abroad. The strong syndicate on the Other 
side, which includes all of the French and Bel- 
gium mauufacturers, has evidently concluded 
that glass has been selling too low and every 
cable brings news of a fresh advance. It is 
predicted that, unless something unforeseen 
should arise tu prevent, French window glass 
will be seliing in this market within the next 
six or eight weeks at 75 per cent discount. 


PLATE GLASS. 


The demand for plate glass is steadily im- 
proving, and though the market cannot be 
called active, there isa very good business do- 
ing. The tone of the market is firm with the 
tendency upward. At present the discount on 
both domestic and imported is 50 and 10 per 
eent.

The near 
future is uncertain. The last drop was not ex- 
pected go soon, and it is believed that the fluc- 
tuations in the seed market will not be suffi- 
ciently important to cause a further down- 
ward tendency soon. 

The cotton oil market is exhibiting more 
signsof life. Some interest is manifested io 
future delivery, and prospective buyers are 
feeling around for sume idea of prices when 
new crop oil is offered more freely. With the 
exception of one sample of prime crude, there 
is no new oil on the market for sale to arrive; 
lots of fifty bbis like the sample referred to are 
offered to arrive at 32@324c, but we bear of no 
transactions. Itis reported that some business 
bas been done in prime summer yell'w for Oc- 
tober delivery at 34c, November at é5c and De 
cember at 35c, in a}! 2,600 bbl». The price js con- 
sidered low by the trade, when new crude is 
held at 82@%244c. Crushers and refiners as a& 
rule hesitate to name a price for for- 
ward delivery except in important con- 
tracts, and buyers are not anxious to 
supply future wants, until the course of the mar- 
ket is more clearly defined. Buyers are even dis- 
posed to curtail present necessities as they are 
under the impression that fiuctuations will be in 
their favor when arrivals of new crop oil are 
liberal. The near future is difficuit to prognus- 
ticate. Both sides are waiting patiently tor 
coming events, while present supplies of old oil 
are gradually going into consumption and re- 
alizing the holders 40c for prime summer yel- 
low and 4!@42c for choice grades. Off color oi! 
ig still hard to move at figures which are con- 
sidered a good purchase, but the stock is not 
excessive.

quantities, although no direct offerings are 
made at that figure. Cochin oil is jobbing at 
iM@ikKe. 

Olive oil is still quoted steady at 66@7%c for 
Italian and Spanish respectively, without 
fresh business of importance. As regards the 
countries of production, the olive e op in 
Naples may still turn out tolerably well, though 
in the vicin'ty of Gallipoli the olive fly is said 
to have madean appearance. Prices are slightly 
firmer on the Naples market. In Messina the 
market, after some weakness hag recovered 
again, Owing to damage caused to the crop 
from excessive druught. Yellow Messina is 
quoted £30 per 96 caffisi fo b. As regards 
the Ionian islands and Greece, the new crop is 
proceeding favorably in Corfu and Zanta. In 
Greece the yield is likely to be less than laat 
year. No business for export is being done 
now. Sellers in Asia Minor show somewhat 
more disposition to come into the market, but 
no business of importance has resulted. From 
Candia it is r- ported that the progress of the 
crop is less favorablethan at first, anda re- 
duced yield is expected. In Tunis, there is no 
business passing. Shipments from Morocco 
have for the time ceased. and it is stated that 
there will be very little more coming forward 
for several months. The Spanish crop aivices 
are not very favorable,

Animal and Fish Olls. 


Lard oil is ona firm basis of 54@55c for ice 
pressed prime city, and 53@540 for prime We-t- 
ern on spot, with bids solicited forthe lower 
grades, which means that they are in good sup- 
ply and slow of sale. Better murkets are 
looked for next month and indications point to 
a stiffening of prices. 

Oleo oil is held at 114%@13c, according to 
quality, and we notice that supplies are larger, 
acourding to the free offerings, but this seems 
to have no effect on prices for prime oil, whicb 
is the kind wanted for export. If values con- 
tinue On the present high basis, as expected, it 
will encourage increased pro“uction. 

Saponificd oil is seliing in a moderate way at 
30c a gallon and it is intimated that this price 
could easiiy be shaded for important quantitier. 
Elaine oil which usually commands a bigher 
figure than saponified, has sold recently under 
the latter but is quoted in a jobbing way at the 
game price. 

The only business reported in crude sperm 
oil is a sale of 500 Ubis of low grade for export 
on private terms, Arrivals during the week 
were 865 bbis, making the stock 16,725 bbls at 
New Bedford. The refined market is steady at 
unchanged figures. 

Crude whale oil has been taken to the extent 
of 450 bbis Southern for domestic use at 30c, 
Receipts of oil for the week were 1.600 bbis. 
The stock at New Bedford is placed at 5,325 
bbis. 

Whalebone is held atslightly better figures.

Menhaden fish oil has evidently taken a turn 
for the better. Sales of 1,500 bbis in lots have 
been made for domestic use on private terme, 
but said to be at 20@2Ic according to quantity 
for prime light o'l. Holders now ask 21c, and 
the lowest possible price at which a few holi- 
ers will release stocks is 2034c. The firmness is 
very noticeable. 

Mineral Oils. 

The market for lubricating oils is quiet and 
steady. Paraffine oilsare in good request as 
usual. The outlet for these oils is always large 
and in etriving to bave a share of the business, 
manufacturers are disposed sometimes to ac- 
cept a shade under ruling prices, tut this t* 
not practiced at present in the home market. 
No parafiine oil of 25 gravity is selling under 8c 
aud this price is realized for 50 bbis and up- 
wards, while smaller quantities command 84@ 
8c. The movement of 28 gravity is increas 
ing; the low price of 6c is an inducement to 
buyers and through their efforts trade in this 
article has been stimulated, andthe use of this 
grade extended through channels which other 
lubricants occupied. 

Cylinder stocks have a steady outlet at cur- 
rent prices. There is no material shading of 
yalues, but on the contrary manufacturers 
bave an estabjished schedule of rat:s which 
they demand and receive. This fact leaves the 
market without any interesting features, and 
we can add nothing to what has already been 
said in previous issues about special trade 
marks, etc., being the prime cause of the sta- 
bility of the market, except in the case of low 
grade@ dark steam refined, which are still 
kicked about the market and offering in buy-

TuESDAY EVENING, August 30, 1887. 


A change in the temper of the market has 
been the most notable feature during the week 


under review. While this is mainly due to the 
operations of speculative traders, aided by the 


buying on the Western exchanges noted last 
week, interested parties would have it appear 
that it was solely due to the situation in the gt 
ducing fields,though the decline reported in 
some of the wells doubtless exerted a sustain- 
ing influence. While the market has persis- 
tently kept above 60c, there is little confidence 
shown by operators here, who have contented 
themselves with closely watching the indica- 
tions of change. and confined their operations 
to scalping, and this also accounts for the emall 
amount of business transacted on the local ex- 
change. An unusual feature bas been the close 
scrutiny that has peen kept on operations 
and operators on the Pittsburg and Oil 
City Exchanges, the nervous eagerness 
with which advices, both private and pub- 
lic, were scanned, showing that while the 
local speculators lacked back bone, they were 
keenly alive to the influences which at other 
times would scarce be considered worthy of 
special note. It appeared on several days a8 
though the local exchange would play second 
fiddle, merely following the lead of the Pitts- 
burgh exchange. Whatever the next few days 
may develop it is certain that while there is 
much talk of bullish features thoee loudest in 
their assertion of belief that the range in the 
lower sixties will be sustainei do not empha- 
size their ¢xpressions by operations on the long 
side. It bas been a noticeable fact that the 
short side bas been the most numerous as showD 
by the results while the talk has been mainly 
the other way, But this is only the ordinary 
course to endeavor to get the lambs to the 
slaughter, but so far they have not 
forward to be fleeced. The only 


come 
strengthening feature is the increase 
shown by the charters and the increase 


of deliveries over runs. Some little comtort 
is doubtless drawn from this by the bull party, 
though it is of minor consequence as affecting 
the general situation. There is also an appar- 
ently growing impression that the Obio pro- 
duction will soon exert an influence not here- 
tofore felt owing to the reports industriously 
circulated by interested parties to the effect 
that refined Lima oil was being placed on the 
market in some sections of the country in com- 
petition with refined from Pennsy!vania crude. 
So long as there remains any uncertainty as to 
the availability of Lima oil,so long will that 
remain a menace, and the market will probably 
continue to be more or jess influenced by such 
reports until the question is definitely disposed 
of. The transactions during the week again 
show a large decrease, the sales footing uponly 
4,546,000 bbls against 6,401,000 bbls during the 
preceding week. The clearances on the locai 
exchange amounted to 19,858,0U0 bbls, against 
18,420,000 bbls during the preceding week. The 
clearances on the other exchanges have nut 
varied so much, Bradford alone showing a large 
increase. The total clearances reported for 
the other four exchanges amounted to 25.385,- 
000 bbis againsc 24,009,000 bbls for the preceding 
week. The highest price of the week was 
reached on Friday when 62c was touched. 
The lowest point of the week was 6lc and was 
touched on Wednesday. The opening price last 
Wednesday was 6134c, and the close this evening 
was 62c, showing an advance as the result of 
the week’s trading of 14c, while the extreme 
range of fluctuation for the week was l}¢c. 

In the Washington field the McKeown Mar- 
tin No. 6 was doing 45 bbis per hour on Wed- 
nesday, but steadily declined, nctwithstanding 
that drilling was continued, and at last ac- 
counts was producing 30 bbis per hour. At the 
No.7, which was burned, the tools were se- 
cured on Wednesday, and when the drill had 
penetrated four bits, and was doing 50 bbis an 
hour, but soon dropped to 40 bbis. The No. 10, 
which was formerly known as the Munce No. 
13, reached the gand last Wednesday and com- 
menced flowing by heads, and later developed 
into a moderate producer. The Fergus No. 5 
was doing 65 bbis un hour last Wednesday, and 
the No 6 about 40 bbis. On Friday, after per- 
sistent drilling, the former was increased to 92 
bbis per hour, while the No. 6 dropped to 21 
bbis perhour. The Fergus No. 4 began to 
show oil on Friday, when six bita in the sand; 
since then this well has increased ite output to 
20 bblsan hour. The Cameron No, 11 driiled 
into the pay streak early last Wednes- 
day, and the firat eight hours produced 
800 bbls. On Fiiday the record was 485 bbis 
a day, and on Saturday this well was 
shut down owing to an accident. The Caldwell 
well on the Crothers farm at Taylorstown 
struck the sand on Wednesday, »ut on Friday 
found only a showing of oil and on Saturday 
was drilled through the fourth sand and pro- 
nounced dry. Sand was struck by the Fergus 
No, 3 late on Saturday and the indications were 
considered good. It is located 500 feet south cf 
McKeown’s big gusher, by which it will be 
seen it isin good company. This is the well 
that was drilled 1,900 feet and plugged. No. 3 
may be atrifie late for a golden harvest, as in 
all probability Mr. McKeown’s geyser has skim- 
med the cream for a radius of considerable ex- 
tent. Mr. McKeown has located two wells on 
the Martin Bros.’ farm about 1,200 feet north- 
east of his big 4,and two more on his Munce 
arm about 1,800 feet northeast of his big 4, The 























































hourly output of the seven producing 
wells is 190 bble., or 4'565 bbie. a day pro- 
viding of course thig output is maintained 
uninterruptedly thr oughout the day and night. 
The production of the Washington field is re- 


ported at 11,090 bbis from 208 wells, or about 53 
bbls per well, 


In the Reibold field the Phillips No. 6 on the 
Stewart farm struck the pay streak on Friday 
and started off at the rate of 55 bbis an hour. 
The location is about one half a mile from 
Burchfield No. 2, to the tight, and about one 
mile from Evans City. It is west from Behm 
farm half a mile. Saturday morning this well 
was down to 35 bbls an hour. Then it increased 
to 55 bbls an hour under the drill Saturday 
afternoon. Sunday it was back again to 35 bbis 
an hour. It was 30 feet in the sand and deep 
enough apparently to show its best gait. Mr. 
Phillips’ well on the Peiffer farm, erroneously 
reported in the top of the sand, is in the hun- 
dred-foot and shut down, the lease being in 
dispute by the Marshall Oil Company. The 
Brewery Oil Company’s well owned by Dr. 
Ba‘ard and others on the Lonitz farm, near 
Saxonburg, is a full fledged mystery. Infor- 
mation gleaned from sources more or less re- 
liable represent that well as being two bits in 
the sand and between 600 and 700 feet of oil in 
the hole, P. Golden is drilling in the big hole 
in a well on the same farm. His location is 
between the old Christie well and the Brewery 
Oil Company’s well. The latter well, which is 
supposed to be showing for a producer of no 
mean pretensions, is about four miles south- 
eastwardly from Thorn Creek; it is likewise on 
afine belt line from Hume development via 
Great Belt City. More drilling is needed to de- 
velop its capacity. 


The Shambury district still holds up and but 
few changes are to be noted, save an extension 
to the southwest from the Tallman farm. This 
extension has been shown from the W. P. 
Black well No. 1 on the Fisher farm, a distance 
of half a mile in advance. This is the well 
which was being mystified by Alshouse & Co, 
and subsequently bought by W. P. Black, who 
opened it up about a week ago,and it is good 
for 15 bbls perday. The next important event 
that bas occurred in the field is the MeKinney 
Bros’ No.1, on the Alcorn farm, joining the 
Daily farm immediately to the southwest. This 
well got sand about a week ago and filled up 
about 500 feet on the first bit. The showing is 
fora 50 bbl well. That is the general verdict. 
Another important well will soon be started 
by W. P. Black on the Sanny farm, 
one mile and a half southwest of the Tall- 
man farm. This venture is a dead hunt for 
an outlet to the Tallman farm gray sand 
belt, and in the event of getting oil the 
Shamburg field will be considerably augment- 
ed. Eleven wells have been completed. The 
best among the lot is W. P. Black No. 6, on the 
Tailman, which {is doing 30 bbls per day, while 
No. 3, on the eame farm, but a little older, is 
doing about 20 bbls aday. Palmer & Sawrey, 
on the Fisher farm, is doing about 20 bbis. Mr. 
Black also got an 8-bbl well on the Fleming 
farm, 500 feet to the southeast from his No. 1 
Daly. His Daly No. 3 will most likely be com- 
pleted this week but a fishing job is on band. 
No. 4 Daly will be drilling in a few days. This 
is an important location, being 1,500 feet 
southwest of the Daly No. 2, and 600 feet 
west of McKinney No. 1, on the Alcoro 
farm. He hastwo more strings of tools run- 
ning on the Tallman farm. In the town of 
Pieasantville Mr. Black completed a gas well 
and it will probably make a good five barrel 
pumper besides, Joy & Co. completed a six 
barre! well, on the old Tallman farm, and are 
drilling on No.2, onthe Poor farm, while No, 
8, on the same farm is a rig building. Three- 
quarters of a mile to the southeast of develop- 
ments, on the Tnomas Tarr farm, Wilhelm & 
Co, drilled a duster, They found 15 feet of 
hard, fine sand anda little oil, which demon- 
strated the fact that they were located a little 
too far to the «outheast. Another duster has 
been scored by the Wilson Bros., on the Ochen- 
hauser farm, hunting « western outlook to the 
Daly farm belt, while McKinney found the 
bonanza on the southwest on the Alcorn farm, 
and Culp & Stewart are drilling their No, z on 
the Atkinson farm. Wait & Hammond will 
start drilling No. 3 on tbe same farm, and 
Young & Locke are drilling No, 4 on the Fisher 
farm, and have the misfortune to have three 
sets of toolsin the hole. A miie east of all the 
Shamburg developments on the Cherry Tree 
Run Oi] Compary’s lands C. Evcrett is drilling 
a wild-cat well. Siggins & Son found a 3-barrel 
well on the Siggins farm, 1,000 feet northwest 
of their old developments, 

The daily production of the Ohio fields has 
fallen considerably during the past month, In 
some districts gaugers cannot find oll enough 
to keep them busy half the time. This of 
course resuits from the suspension of the drill, 
and what the outcome would be should the 
policy be continucd for a year is hard to de- 
termine. It is related now that the shipments, 
including of course the oil delivered to refin- 
era, are nearly equal totbe runs. The Forest 
Oil Co.’s No. 2 well, on the Eversole farm in 
section 12, Henry townsbip, came in last week 
and done 200 bbis the first 24 hours. The Pa:mer 
Oil Company’s No. 3, on the Foltz farm, is in 
the sand and did 1256 bbis the first 24 hours. 
Zeigler & Smith’s No. 2, onthe Dustman farm, 
is in the sand and doing at the rate of 200 bbls. 
They shot the well Friday morning, 


Wednesday, Aug'st 24. 

The market opened this morning at 6134c, and 
after a little hesitation there was a break ofa 
few points which were, however, soon re- 
gained, and trading up to the last hour was 
mainly at 614@6 S4c. Then another drop took 
place to 61140 and finally at the close the price 
had been hammered down to 61c, which was the 
lowest price of the day, while the opening was 
the highest. This showed a loss of 340° for the 
day under a range of fluctuations of lc, Trad- 
ing was slow throughout the day and there was 
little of interest to revort, the only news of 
consequence being from the producing fields. 
The sales footed up 1,011,000 bbls. Inthe Wash- 
ington field the Fergus No. 5 was doing 60 bbls, 
the No. 6, 40 bbls, and the McKeown-Martin No, 
5,48 bbisan hour. The Martin No. 7 was drill- 
ing. The No. 10 was in the shell on top of the 
sand. The Fergus No. 4and Cameron No. ll 
were to commence drilling to-day.

ANNUAL CONVENTION OF THE 
NATIONAL WHOLESALE DRUG- 
GISTS’ ASSOCIATION. 


Four days of last week were 0C- 
cupied in Boston by the annual con- 
clave of the National Wholesale 


Druggists’ Association, and the thirteenth 
birthday was properly celebrated by renewing 
fraternal relations, having a good eocial time, 
and deliberating over the retrospective and 
prospective course of trade. Six business 
sessions were held in a large dining hall of the 
Hotel Vendome, commencing Tuesday after- 
noon and ending Thursday at 4 PM, The hall 
was handsomely trimmea with green verdure. 
There were perfect banks of green and fragrant 
shrubbery on the four sides of the room while 
on the northern side a platform had 
been erected for the officers. On Wednesday 
evening the ladies were invited to the meeting, 
and they seemed to be greatly interested in the 
questions under discussion. 

The portrait on this page represents the exec- 
utive head of thig influential organization, Mr. 
E. Waldo Cutler, of the firm of Cutler, Bros. & 
Co., huving been the popular choice for that 
important position. The gentleman named is 
an honored citizen of Boston; his firm is the 
oldest and c.ntrols one of the largest drug 
houses in New Engiand. It was established in 
1826 by Messrs. Low & Reed, and Mr. Low, now 
over ninety years of age, is still living. Mr. 
Cutler is yet iu the prime of life, and there is 
every promise that the drug trade will enjoy 
his co-operation and wise counsel for some 
yearsto come. He was formerly president of 
the Buostou Drugwgists’ Association, and the 
meritorious services rendered during that ad- 
ministration qualified him for a higher posi- 
tion, andthe promotion was an acknowiledg- 
ment of |:is gvod Judgment and ability as pre- 
siding cfficer. Mr. Cutier isa leading light in 
the Swedenborgian Church, and acting treas- 
urer of the denomination in Boston. 

More time was occupied in entertaining the 
guests than usual, but this feature did not in- 
terfere with business. Sharp, decisive action 
was taken on most all sutj-cts pertain- 
ing to trade, as if the members had come 
prepared to act.

The ladies were royally entertained, as 
mentioned elsewhere, and henceforth 
the attendance of the fair sex 
promises to be larger,as they rather like the 
conventions. Next year they will have an op- 
portuoity of going to Saratoga, as the sessions 
are booked forthat favorite resort, and there 
is some talk of making Saratoga a permanent 
place of meeting like the bankers have done. 
Anew feature is the appointment of a com- 
mittee on arrangements, which means that the 
puree strings of all the members will be pulled 
out to cover the cost instead of having the 
trade in une city entertain the whole association 
at their expense.

Doolittle of Boston, and paid b:m a special 
compliment for the many courtesies he had 
shown them and expressed their opinion that 
to his energetic efforts was due the decided 
success of the grandest banquet ever given in 
Boston.

The President—I will call upon Mr. E. Waldo 
Cutler of the membership committee to pre- 
sent the names of the new members. 

Mr. E. W, OCutler—In the absence of Mr. Van 


maceutical Association, and I do},not think he 
is a wholesale druggist at all. 

Mr. Cutler—His name was sent to me by some 
of the committee. I know he is a very large 
buyer, and I think he jobs more or less, and 
therefore is justly entitled to the right to sign 
the same as the active members that we have. 
Mr. Fairbank is also a manufacturer of some 
chemical preparations, think. Perhaps, Mr. 
Doolittle knows better about it though than I 
do. I know we have sold him goods in large 
quantities, and I am very sure he jobs more or 
less. [ may be mistaken, however. 

The President—I would recommend, if there 
is any question in the minds of the committee, 
that the names of those only be acted upon of 
which we are certain, and the other names tem- 
porarily withdrawn. 

Mr. Henry—The house referred to,buys goods 
in wholesale lots, and I know they job more or 
less. He buys in five gross lots of our goods. 
He is a good party, andI hope his name will 
stand. 

The President—I think it is hardly worth 
while to take up the time of this association in 
discussing this matter, when the appointment 
of our committee isintended expressly to ex- 
amine the qualifications of those who have 
been recommended. I therefore think that 
our action should be upon the report of the 
committee, unless Mr. Doolittle’s objection is 
sustained. If, however, there is no further 
discussion, the question will be as to whether 
the secretary cast the vote. (After putting the 
question to a vote, the president declared the 
motion lost; a division was called for, and on a 
rising vote the motion was again declared lost.) 

Mr. Olcott—I move that the niatter be re- 
ferred to the committee for furthe: considera- 
tion and a later report. Seconded. 


Mr. Seabury—I move that the suggestion of 
the president be acted upon; refer the particu- 
lar name back again to the committee and vote 
on thcse others who are eligible. 

The President—Mr, Olcott’s motion was sec- 
onded, that the matter be referred to a com- 
mittee. What is your pleasure? (The motion 
was carried). 

Mr. Cutler—The committee are ready to re- 
portatonce. Wewould recommend the names 
of all the others read except George E, Fair 
bank, which is reserved for further considera- 
tion. (This recommendation was put to the 
convention and carried). 

The Secretary—I will report that the names 
selected by the committee and reported are 
duly elected members of the Whole ale Drug- 
gists’ Association. 

The next order of business was the reception 
of delegates from kindred associations. 

Mr. Theodore was called upon on behalf of 
the American Pharmaceutical Association, and 
briefly expressed the good wishes of the asso- 
ciaticn which he had the honor to represent, 
and thanked the meeting for its cordial recep- 
tion of its delegate. 


The President—The gentieman whose name 
has been suggested to respond, as we always 
hke to have him do,tothe greetings of the 
American Pharmaceutical Association, is not 
present, and I sha!l take the liberty of calling 
upon Mr. Robert Shoemaker, of Philadelphia, 
tosay a word of appreciation, and extend to 
them our greeting. 

Mr. Shoemaker made a few brief remarks in 
response, 

The President then read the names of the 
delegates from the National Retail Druggists, 
Association. 

Mr. Henry Canning—Mr. President and gen- 
tlemen, the very first thing I can say about the 
National Retail Druggists’ Association is I wish 
it had such a representat:ve body of the retail- 
ers as you have of the wholesalers. A few years 
ago we tried to have something of that sort. In 
& measure we succeeded; in a large measure 
we have perhaps failed. The National Retail 
Druggists’ Association at present is merely an 
association in name, but I believe that good is 
going to come from the starting of that associ- 
ation. Good will follow, for I firmly believe 
that had it not beem for the agitation forthe 
establishment of the National Retail Druggists 
Association to regulate a great many matters 
in our retail trade, as you gent'_men do in the 
wholesale trade, we probably would not have 
the chance in the future of our grand old 
American Pharmaceutical Association pander- 
ing to all the wante of its members. So that I 
really believe that the National Retail Drug- 
gists’ Association,although about to eonsolidate 
—perbaps that is not exactly the word—but 
merge into the American Pharmaceutica! As- 
sociation, will gain thereby the end for which 
we started. The American Pharmaceutical 
Association will then gain new life by taking 
up on separate days each separate phase of our 
many wants as retailers, which are much larg- 
er than those of the wholesalers. There are 
many things, it seems to me, that we can pull 
together on. Itseems about time that this enor- 
mous taxation should be remedied, and the only 
way we can get it remedied is by all pulling to- 
gether. I thank you, Mr. President. (Ap- 
plause.) 

The President—There are several things of 
whose existence we have become assured. 
Several planets that have been discovered were 
indicated by the fact that they ought to be 
there, and knowing that they ought to be there 
we looked for them and foundthem,. The Na- 
tional Retail Druggists’ Association is one of 
those things that ought to be, and I trust the 
time is coming when it will be a larger and 
more influential body, perhaps, than even our 
own. I will call upon Mr. Daniel Stewart to 
respond. 

Mr. Daniel Stewart—This is sv early in the 
deliberation that I am afraid that I will be 
scared. Iam glad to know thatthe National 
Retail Druggists’ Association have sent repre- 
sentatives with such greetings. This is cer- 
tainly as it should be, and I will not shock your 
common sense by arguing to-day that the inter- 
ests of the retail druggists and our interests are 
reciprocal and identical; we all know that. Out 
in Indiana we are a meek and deyout sct of 
people and we repeat the prayer regularly 
“Give us this day our daily bread,” and we have 
to acknowledge that our prayers are largely 
answered through the medium of the retail 
druggists. [Laughter.] Can we forget the 
hand that feeds us, or the food that satisfies us, 
or the medium through which itcome3? Not 
much! [Laughter and applause.) Mr. Presi 
dent, did it ever occur to you that tho retail 
druggists as a class are a model class, one which 
should be emulated? When we compare them 
to the other lines of business, we find that we 
have much to be proud of. Out in Indiana, 
when a farmer gets dissatisfied with his callicg 
and thinks that his children should have privi- 
leges beyond those enjoyed by his parents, he 
sells the farm that his father left him, goes to 
town, and starts in the retail grocery business. 
lt takes about five years to end the career of 
sucha man. Do we find that the case with the 
retail druggist? Not much! [Applause.] They 
do not start that way. They are not over-am- 
bitious. They have ambition to support their 
families, to love their wives, educate their 
children, pay their debts, and live respected in 
acommunity where they reside, and die re- 
gretted. That is worthy of emulation, and that 
is about what the retail druggist expects, and 
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he generally accomplishes what he undertakes. 
As a class, the retail druggist is industrious, 
economical, honest and proud, and it is no 
wonder that he succeeds. Now, before con~ 
cluding, I would like to indulge the hope that 
they accomplish @ national organization that 
will be as satisfactory to them as ours is to us. 
And let us for a moment consider what kind of 
an association that would be—a national retail 
druggist association throughout this country. 
everybody represented. Can you imagine it? 
Why, they would have to take the Commons 
for their ball. And what a sight that would 
be. And, in conclusion, Mr. President, I just 
want to say when that day comes, and if you 
are president of this association, and I am still 
on hand, I want to present the greetings of our 
institution on that occasion. [Loud applause.] 

The President—If history so repeats itself, 

Mr. = tewart, I pledge you, you shall have that 
opportunity. We shall be glad to hear from 
the Association of Manufacturers and Dealers. 
I notice Dr. Humphrey is here, and know of no 
one who can do it better. | Applause.) 

Dr. Humphrey—I come forward because I do 

not speak very loud and am not very tall; but 
the Association of Manufacturers and Dealers 
are very proud to be permitted to call and pay 
their respects to the National Wholesale Drug- 
gists’ Association, and to wish them all pros- 
perity in their high and honorable career. I 
labor under a little disadvantage after listening 
to the decided hits of my predecessor; but there 
are some things it occurred to me to eay in this 
behalf, and when I look back upon the five 
years ago, when the proprietors, I believe as 
an association, first met your honorable body, 
and considered how much there was to be done 
then, and how much has been dono since, we 
have cause for reasonaole congratulation, and 
certainly this has come about through our 
united effort. We have done what we could, 
perhaps, or what lay before us to do, and you 
have done much more, and through the union 
of this action your profits and business and our 
profits and business have been secured, and 
year after year there has been arising in the 
moral tone in the business and in its honorable 
position. In this thing we have only thus far 
gone butashort way; there remains much of 
course to be done. I might perhaps call your 
attention tothe fact that we as well as your- 
selves, and especially the retail dealers who 
have just been represented here, are suffering 
from taxation that needs ‘all the skill and all 
the united energy and ail the wisdum of these 
associations, in order to avert it, and I might 
say that not only in that respect but in many 
others, there are things that come up that re- 
quire the united effort of all these associations. 
We wish you, of course, all the honor and 
prosperity that is possible, and I think that you 
will find from year to year, as the years go on, 
thatthe proprietors will come up, not only 
higher, not only in the articles they produce, 
but in their manner and method of doing busl- 
ness, until we are united in the highest reaches 
of business prosperity. I thank you, Mr. Pres- 
ident, for listening to my few remarks, and am 
only sorry time and opportunity have not per- 
mitted me to do better. (Applause.) 

The President— We certainly reciprocate the 
good wishes for our prosperity which have 
been given by the association of proprietors. 
I will callupon Mr. T. Hinchman, of Detroit, 
to respond. 

Mr. Hinchman—Mr. President, I am the very 
poorest subject you could possibly call upon, 
for lam notinthe humor for making any re- 
marks, but I cannot help expressing what I 
trust are the feelings of this association in re- 
sponse to the very kindly remarks of Dr. 
Humphrey, the mouthpiece of the proprietary 
association. I do not know why you have ge- 
lected me, Mr. President, unless it is because I 
am growing very venerable in the business. 
When I started in the drug trade, I remember 
but one proprietary article and that was Row- 
an’s Tonic Mixture, but the success of 
that in the West induced a great many 
others to follow in that line of business. Soon 
after getting Rowan’s Tonic Mixture, a great 
many hundred other articles were introduced, 
At first, as these were presented to the trade 
the trade were masters of the position and 
made thelr own terms with the proprietors, 
bat as their sale increased and became positive 
the situation entirely changed, the proprietors 
became masters of their own business and 
made terms to the druggists. Unfortunately 
as these articles multiplied they became lead- 
ing articles and were sacrificed by the trade, so 
that instead of affording a profit a large loss 
accumulated to the trade. This situation began 
to be felt very keenly by the trade, and efforts 
were made for a number of years to correct it, 
but this could not be done until after the or- 
ganization of this association. Through the 
efforts of this organization and our proprietary 
medicine committee a change was effected that 
has merely saved us from loas, still there is no 
great profit inthe business. Now, we recognize 
the fact that the proprietary medicine business 
is one that has come to stay; it has assumed 
very large proportions in the United States, 
and we may say throughout the world. A 
great many articles of trade have been put 
upon the market by these proprietors, not only 
for use, and sale, and consumption here, but 
their enterprise extends throughout pretty 
much the whole world. In Englazd there is a 
very large sale, in France, in Germany, and 
also even South America, und I presume in 
Africa and Asia. Now, Mr. President, I can 
only say that we regard this asssociate branch 
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ofour trade with the most kindly and friendly 
feelings; that we wish them every possible suc- 
cess and prosperity, and our only regret is that 
we cannot share with them more largely their 
profits. (Loud laughter.) That may possibly 
come in time, but until that good time does 
come we will make the very best of an un- 
pleasant situation. 

The President—You can see, gentlemen, that 
sort of @ speech you would have had if Mr. 
Hinchman had been feeling right. I will call 
upon Mr.G.F, H. Markoe to sp2ak for the 
Massachusetts Pharmaceutical Assoviation. 

Mr. G. F. H. Markoe—Gentlemen of the 
National Wholesale Druggists’ Association, I 
think it is one of the most happy conditions of 
the present time that every branch of the drug 
trade is organizing with a view to advancing 
the interests of the parties in both the reteil 
and wholesale trade. We have many bonds in 
common, and in order to achieve the reforms 
necessary to elevate the business it is necessary 
that the wholesale and retail shall go hand 
in hand in every reform. You, with your 
large capital, your experience with busi- 
ness and political infinence can bring 
power to bear upon the government, 
that would be impossible for the retailers. Still 
the pharmacies of to-day isthe lever that will 
force the drug business into a far higher plane 
than ever before. [Applause]. It has been my 
fortune to be associated with one of the leading 
educational institutions of the United States 
for 20 years and it has been my aim to teach 
students that their culling and that their mis- 
sion was to constantly demand from the whole- 
sale dealer & higher and better grade of goods. 
lam confident that there was never a time 
when we could not find good goods when we 
were willing to pay for them. Good price and 
good guality of goods go together. The grad- 
uates from the different schools of pharmacy 
are the ones that aid and help in selling nothing 
but the best. I look as one of the signs of the 
coming millenium that better goods are the 
order of the day. On behalf of the association 
which I have the honor to represent, I extend 
to you eat wishes for your prosperity. 

The President—A very grave question, when 
this millenium comes wili we need any more 
drugs? I would call upon anyone who is pres- 
ent to represent the New York State Pharma- 
ceutical Association. If any of the delegates 
are present we should be very glad to hear 
from them. If there are none present we 
sbould be very glad to hear from any of the 
members. Would be glad to hear from Mr. 
Seabury. 

Mr. Seabury—I am not on that committee, 
but am a member of the State association. I 
do not think I would be at a loss to address the 
association, but in order to save you a lot of 
time I will quietly withdraw. 

The President—I! wiil ask Mr. Kline of Phila- 
delphia to respond for the Association to the 
greetings of the Massachusetts State Pharma- 
ceutical Association, 

Mr. Kline—It is probably known that I also 
hail from the city where we do not usualiy 
speak until the spirit moves us. When I am 
called upon to respond to the greetings to this 
association, not only from the Massachusetts 
Pharmaceutical Association, not only from the 
New York Association, but as I take it from 
the State Associations all over this country, 
because it is well known that we send delegates 
from this association as far as it is in our power 
to each State association. When it is taken 
into consideration, therefore, that in respond- 
ing tothe remarks which Prof. Markoe did 
make and the remarks Mr. Seabury did not 
make I desire to have it understood 1 am re- 
sponding to the greetings of about 12,000 retail 
druggists throughout the United States. And 
I certainly think that if the spirit should 
ever move a man to speak it would 
te when a representation of that char- 
acter send greetings to us. The re 
marks which have been made by Mr. Canning, 
of regret concerning the deciine of interest 
in the Nationa! Retail Druggist Association it 
might be well to bear in mind that these State 
organizations have largely taken its place. To 
those of us who participate in, and others of 
us who read, the proceedings, which are pub- 
lished from time to time, it has become appar- 
ent that the retail druggists of this country, 
although more or less weak in their national 
organization, are gathering strength very rap- 
idly in the various State associations, and I 
think it is well that this isthe case. When Mr, 
Stewart alluded to the prayer about our daily 
bread, it occurred tome that when that bread 
comes to the wholesale druggists of Indiana, if 
it should happen to be weakened or adulter- 
ated, it might not satisfy the modest wholesale 
druggist of Indiana. But the object of the 
State Association is to remedy any possibility 
of such a state of affairs. The manner in which 
the business of the retail druggists has been 
lifted up by these organ.zations must be ap- 
parent to all of us who view it from the whole- 
sale druggists’ and the manufacturers’ stand- 
point. Weall know that the quality of bread— 
to carry further this simile—that the quality 
of bread which now comes to us is different 
and better and purer than it was before these 
Various organizations were formed. [Ap- 
Plause]. I think it is therefore proper that we 
continue sending our delegates to these var- 
ious associations, and having them, 80 far as it 
is within their power,send back delegates to 
us. And I hope the time will come when a 
larger number of delegates may come to «ur 
meetings. And I feel quite certain that the 
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different organizations moving together, the 
result of our labor in both branches must 
eventually be better and greater, and all inter- 
ests which pertain to both branches, such as 
matter of legislation which have been alluded 
to, will be accomplished more rapidly by wors- 
ing hand in hand with thete various State or- 
ganizations. {am therefore very glad to wel- 
come these associations so far as they come, 
and all other associations who send greetings 
to this meeting. [Applause]. 

The President—Is there any representative 
of the Travelers Protective Association pres- 
ent? Are there are other representatives from 
the State Association? If there are none, be 
fore proceeding to another order cf business, 
it is customary about this time after the recep- 
tion of delegates for the president to make a 
brief statement concerning the work of tbe 
year as it has falien under his observation, 
leaving to the secretary the more detailed ac- 
count and tothe committees the accounts of 
their own special work. I do not often read 
any manuscript, but think something can be 


gained in this way in cenciseness. 
The address of President Noyes is as follows: 


ADDRESS OF MR. DANIEL R. NOYES, THE RE- 
TIRING PRESIDENT. 

In something less than a year from the time 
when we last metin «onvention at the “sister 
cities which cluster arouid the tails of Saint 
Anthony” and there torm the one great com- 
mercial city of the Northwest; we ure met in 
the great commercial and financial city of the 
Northeast, the old st, most illustrious, and, 
comparatively, the richest city of our Union. 
From the latest achievemeats in the develop- 
ment of our country, we return to the earliest. 
From the most prosperous of young Cities, 
Saint Paul and Minneapolis (Kansas City and 
Omaha papers please copy), we come back to 
the most substantial of olden ones, and all 
true Americans 1n coming back to Boston, in 
one sense, at least, come home. Our associa- 
tion, founded in Indianapolis in 1875, now 
meets for the thirteenth time jn convention. 
Having safely passed this, the dangers incident 
to childhood. it now enters upon a period of 
larger development, ful! of interest and prom- 
ise. From a membership of less than one hun- 
dred firms, it has grown to one of nearly 400, 
representing the interests, and giving expres- 
sion to the views of by far the larger, most 
conservative and influential rtion of the 
drug, chemical, paint and oil trades, The 
association is to-day stronger, better com- 
pacted and more efficient than ever before. Its 
reports are the ablest trade reports published, 
and its influence the most widely telt of any 
commercial association. Looking back at 
what has been accomplished, it seems as if we 
might rest from our labors Looking for- 
ward, asif the work had just begun. That all 
the evils incident to our t usiness, or which 
have attached themselves to it, have not been 
overcome, is not surprising. They never will 
be entirely eradicated from it, yet fair dealing, 
justice and good feeling have gained a firmer 
foothold than ever before. We have got some 
of the “beams” out of our own eyes and can 
see more clearly how to get atthe “motes.” 
Since we last met, the country has enjoyed 
times of general and eS RT. in 
which most of us have shared. here have 
been few business changes among our mem- 
bers and only : wo deaths. 

One of the earliest steps taken in further- 
ance of our interests, was the effort on part of 
our Committee on Legislation to secure the 
fulland final repeal ot the Internal Rev nue 
Tax law. Their work was well and faithfully 
done, but failed to secure congressional action. 
The tax on alcohol still remains neealess for 
government revenue and a heavy burden on 
legitimate business. While in nosense receding 
from our position in demanding full repeal, I 
venture to suggest, as in 1°82 at Cleveland, 
that we work primarily for what we can prob- 
ably now secure namely, the release from 
taxation of all alcohol used in manufactures, 
In presenting this demand, some plan to se- 
cure government against fraud should be 
formulated. Uniess we can gain this minor 
concession, we certainly cannot gain the 
greater; and it is always more hopeful to 
work for the attuinable, than for the * far off 
unattained and dim." The marked success (in 
spite of some bad treaks) of the Associated 
Manufacturers of Paris Green, shows what 
can be done by honest, earnest and well di- 
rected effort. hat the rebate plan has not 
been adopted by other manufacturers whose 

roducts could well be handled under it, is to 
be regretted, still the reba e idea, going out 
ahead of the plan, is fast gaining friends ev- 
erywhere. ‘he Hop Bitter War affecting 
mainly the West, Came early in the season to 
an equitable and peaceful conclusion. Dur- 
ing the year 23 State (and one Territorial) 
pharmaceutical society conventions were at- 
tended by delegates from our association, 
with gratifying results. 

A circular asking Our members to commu- 
nicate to the chairmen of the several commit- 
tees, matters of interest to the Association on 
suggestions for its welfare, without waiting 
for this convention, was early sent out in the 
hope that matters of importance might thus 
receive consideration in advance, an’ be pre- 
sented to the convention in matured form. A 
new ietter head and device for tne association 
has been adopted by its officers, subject to 
your approval. 

In May, the remarkably unanimous re-in- 
dorsement of the rebate plan, in connection 
with a notable breach of agreement, gave a 
fresh impulse and imparted new vigor to that 
most important and beneticent measure. the 
only measure of protection yet devised, 
which has proved practical and gives promise 
of permanency. In this connection I desire to 
commend the faithfulness, ability, and courage 
of the chairman and his associates, of our 
proprietary committee. All our committees 
have done well, but none have done mo e im- 
portant and better work for the association 
than those who guard our interests on the 
proprietary side. 

The conviction and punishment at Philadel- 
phia of a “forger,” 1f I may use the expression, 
in proprietary medicines is an event ot impor- 
tance in the year’s record, and the action of 
our association in securing this result, worthy 
of grateful appreciation by our friends of the 
Proprietors, Association. 

1 desire to mention and commend the action 
of Tau Orn, PAINT AND DruG REPORTER and 
other trade journals of the better class; in 
giving place and prominence to our committee 
and convention reports, and to thank them 
heartily, in the name of the association for 
their full and able support of its most impor- 
tant measures I recommend that they receive 
from us in returna generous support, and that 
their representatives among our membership 
be_ freed from payment of the usua) dues. 

The passage of the most important measure 
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of commercial legislation ever enacted in this 
country, marks the year. ‘Vhe interstate 
Commerce bill became a law and an 
able and intelligent commission was appointed 
to interpret it. Kailroad interests were 1eVvo- 
lutionized and some great and growing evils 
were Checked; but now after five nmcutls of 
trial, What are the results? ‘he law, drawn 
by incOmpetents, passed to appease popular 
clamor, hus proven, practically ‘a tailure. It 
contains in itself an acknowleagment of wesk- 
ness in allowing the commission to suspend 
its most important provisions, and, practical- 
ly, its practical suspension in the csse ot the 

ranscontinental roads condemns it. Whkina 
general law is incapable of general application 
itis time for its modification or repeal. ‘The 
decision of Judge Deady, based on that of the 
Supreme Court long tefore, will stand. The 
commission should have been appointed, and 
on their report, alaw framed so simple that 
any business man could understand 1t—need- 
ing no commission to interpret it—and ac min- 
istered by the U.S. courts. We should 10t 
have had the law first and then the ct m- 
mission, but the commission first and then the 
law. It is not too late to remedy this matter, 
and it should be the first business of our next 
Congress to doso. In the matter of ccmmer- 
cial travelers this law affects us seriously and 
unfavorably. Itrust that ou committee in 
this interest will have scmething in regard to 
this matter to advise. In the matter of terms 
and discounts we must not be too impatient. 
We move slowly, but we are moving. The re- 
duction in rates of interest at the West will 
solve the preblem sooner or later in eny case. 
We may hasten it a little by action, but the re- 
sult is inevitable. 

On June 2d, in Philadelphia, our Druggists’ 
Mutual Insurance Company hes forme a No 
more carefully-devised, conservative, or bet- 
ter plan for mutual insurance was ever pre- 
sented to any branch of tr de, It met the ap- 
proval of your officers and should meet yours, 

Our sincere and hearty thanks are due to all 
the committee, especially to Mr. Slosscn for 
the initiative, and ? r. Peters for the perfected 
work. The determination of the officers of 
the company not todo any business until at 
least $50,000 of the guarantee iund was paid in 
snows the wisdom and conservatism of its 
management. Our members should see to it 
that the whole guarantee fund of $100,000 is 
promptly provided; $500 fiem each active 
member will doit. Your full and hearty sup- 
port wiil g ve to our Mutua) Insurance (om- 
pany immediate and assured success. 

Some provision in our by-laws snould be 
made for the payment of all dues to the asso- 
ciation, as a condition of continued member- 
ship, or retirement from membership. 

The resolution passed at our las: meeting 
requiring condensed reports of committees to 
be pr sented to the chairman of our Board of 
Controi at least two weeks in advance of this 
convention, should secure to us the best possi- 
ble use of our time. Ihave only one other 
suggestian—a double one—to make, and that 
is that when once the “round” of our larger 
cities is made, and each inturn have received 
the presidency of the assuciation, we then 
cease to confine ourselves to the local idea, 
choosing solely for fitness and servne our 
chief executive cfticer, and providing also by 
regular or special assessment for ordinary cost 
of entertainment at our conventions. 

The work of our secretary has been most 
faithfully performed. We have all known 
him long and well. I now, after a year of 
closer association, know him better and es- 
teem his service more highly than ever before. 
The change in time of our meeting was made 
in deference toa seemingly general desire on 
the part of our members and with the ap- 
proval of our kind and considerate hosts. 

In conclusion, we shall gain much and lose 
little, by a measure of elasticity in our meth- 
ods and requirements, yielding nothing ines- 
sentials, but remembering that too much ten- 
sion is as had as too little. “Charity toward 
all” and “Patient continuance in well doing” 
are the only foundations on which we can rear 
our perfec’ and enduring arch. 

Our fathers, who founded this common- 
wealth, drove outsome of those who differed 
from them. Let usat least seek to win them.

There are some sta- 
tistics that were necessary for me to obtain 
from the treasurer, and I will be ready tu re- 
port to-morrow morning. 

The treasurers’s report was algo not ready. 


The President—I will appoint as a committee 
to work with the secretary in examining the 
atenographer’s report asit has been the cus- 
tom and adds greatly to the correctness of the 
subject matter, Mr. Elieland Mr. J. M. Peters, 
and they can report the amended reports at a 
later meeting. One of the most important 
matters with the early work of the association 
is the appointment to nominate officers for the 
ensuing year. With your leave I will 
appoint Messrs. Daniel Myers, Cleveland, 
Solomon Carter, Geo. M. Olcott, Thomas 
Lord and A. Keifer of Iadianapolis, 
as such committee to report at a later 
meeting the nominations for officers. Is it 
your pleasure that we take up any further 
business this afternoon, such asthe reports of 
the committees which are next in order? 

Mr. Rust—If our committees are ready it

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON LEGISLATION. 


To the President and Members of the National 
Wholesale Druygists’ Association: iati 
The report of the committee on legislation 
submitt Mi to this association at its meeting 1D 
St. Louis in 1884, an abstract of which was 
published in pamphlet form and widely wae 
tributed by the chairman of that omer at 
last year, was so ably written, and sO fu y 
covered all data and arguments in favor 0 
the position of the association in reference to 
the internal revenue question, that your 
present committee is pot able to add any thing 
to the information already in yeur posses- 
sion, ‘ 
When Congress met last winter the Morrison 
bill, referred to in the report submitted | by 
Chairman Jones at the Minneapolis meeting, 
was again brought up for consideration, but 
the feeling against its genecal features was So 
strong that it failed. Other reyenue ns 
were then prepared—one by Mr. Hiscock an 
unother by Mr. Randall. Mr. Hiscock’s bill 
proposed a total repeal of the internal reve- 
nue tax on tobacco, and the release from taxa- 
tion of alcohol used in the arts The bill 
drawn by Mr. Randall known as “Substitute 
for H. R: 9,702" proposed a total repeal of the 
internal revenue tax on tobacco and spirits 
distilled from appl s, peaches and other fruits. 
It gave permission in Section 30 to withdraw 
alcohol in specified quantities of not less than 
300 proof gallons without the payment of in- 
ternal revenue tax for the a of use in 
such industrial pursuits as shall be specified in 
the permit issued by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, under such regulations and re- 
quirements a3to stamps, bondsand other secu- 
rity and safeguards by methylation or other- 
wise, as shall be presoribed by the Commis 
sioner of Internal Revenue, with the approval 
of the Secretary of the Treasury. Section 32 
rovided for a reduction in the tax on spirits 
— 90 cents per gallon to 60 cents per gal- 
on. 
It is well known that or of this assu- 
ciation has been in favor of a total repeal of 
all internal taxes, or, failing in this,in favor 
of a reduction in the tax on spirits. The rea- 
sons why we ca not favor measures proposing 
to exempt spirits from taxation under certain 
restrictions, as proposed by the Randall and 
Hiscock bills, have been so fully explained in 
previous reports and are so fully understoood 
that your committee has not deemed it neces- 
sary to again repeat them here. Acting under 
the instructions contained in the resolutions 
passed by this association at former meetings. 
your committee early in the winter circulated 
petitions in favor of a total repeal of all inter- 
nal taxes. (Copy of petition attached to the 
report.) These were generally signed by our 
members and their friends, and sent by them 
to their representatives in the House and Sen- 
ate and duly presented to those bodies. Nei- 
ther of these bills, nor any other revenue 
measures, were however, considered during 
the session of Congress. The reasons for this 
were so clearly and forcibly given in a speech 
by Senator oar, delivered in the Senate 
Chamber on March 3d, that we consider it 
proper to incorporate extracts from it in this 
report: 
“T read the other day in the newspapers,” 
said Mr Hoar, “a letter from a gentleman 
who was said to be Speaker of the House of 
Representatives. (1 will not undertake now 
to say whether he holds that office or not.) It 
was addressed to a gentleman who was said to 
hold the office of Chairman of the Committee 
on Appropriations in the House of Representa- 
tives and to two other gentlemen of wide na- 
tional reputatio , holding high pos tions in 
the Democratic party. These three gentlemen 
wrote tothe Speaker, und complained that 
they had not been recognized by him for the 
purpose of moving a measure for the revision 
of the tariff—a measure which the American 
people desire, and which a majority of the 
members of that body also desired. And the 
Speaker replied, stating as his reason for re- 
fusing to recognize, on the floor of the body 
over which he presided, a gentlemen to make 
that motion, that he did not approve of the 
measure which that gentleman proposed to 
move and that, therefore, he would not recog- 
nize him for that purpose. But he said that if 
these gentlemen would carry their pro. osed 
revision of the tariff into a Democratic caucus, 
and would submit to what should turn out to 
be the views of that caucus on the subject, 
whether they were the views of the House ot 
Representatives or not, he then, in his dis- 
cretion, would permit that motion to be 
made.” 
With a treasury overflowing the veople de- 
mand a reduction of revenue and public senti- 
ment is omeneing in favor of the simplest way 
to accomplish this, and the one least calculated 
to interfere with our industries, viz: the aboli- 
tion of all internal revenue taxes. The work 
of this association and others acting in har- 
mony with it has been the means to some 
extentat least of bringing about this change 
of sentiment, but the — at large needs to 
be reminded again and again that they more 
than we are interested in this policy. The 
reasons for this as understood by us should be 
reiterated whenever opportunity offers. It 
makes but little difference to us as wholesale 
dealers in alcohol whether the tax on spirits 
is $200 per gallon, 9 cents per gallon, or 20 
cents per gallon, or whether there is any tax 
whatever. It makes but little difference to 
the paarmacist whether the fluid extracts, 
tinctures, and other preparations necessar 
for the alleviation of suffering humanity is 
taxed by his government 500 or 600 per cent 
ornotall. Butit is of great importance to 
the people who pay this war tax on the medi- 
cines they require that this burden when no 
bonger needed by the government should be 
removed. Further than this owners of in- 
dustrial establishments and the laborers in 
these establishments are directly more largely 
interested in the abolition of this tax than we 
are. The surplus must be reduced. Shall it 
be taken from the protective duties now im- 
posed upon imports and thus jeopardize both 
the interests of American manufacturers and 
those of wage earners, or shall it be removed 
by the adoption of the policy we advocate? 
e hear, ot course, a great cry from certain 
quarters about this being a tax upon whiskey, 
upon a luxury useless and harmful. But it 
must not be forgotten that according to care- 
tul estimates repeatedly made by conservative 
authorities more than one-fourth of this 
revenue is directly levied upon the sick and 
dying of our land, fully one-fourth more upon 
spirits used in the arts alone. The most im- 
portant work of the Committee on Legislation 
of this association and ofall other associations 
acting in harmany With usis therefore we be- 
lieve to educate the people at large upon this 
question. The matter being once fully under- 
stood by them, as we understand it, the result 
we are working for will follow as a natural 
sequence. For this purpose we believe itis 
very important that more correct data con- 
cerning the exact percentage of spirits used 
in medicines and arta should, if possible, be 
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ee na we suggest that this association 
‘olution ask the bureau of statistics at 
ashington to take steps to obtain such in- 
formation. In this connection it may be 
proper to refer to aseriously misleading cor- 
respondence recently published in THe O11, 
PAINT AND DruG Reporter upon this 
question. When such men as Doctor Squibb 
estimate the proportion of spirits consumed 
in the arts at fully one-half the entire product, 
any statement differing materially from this 
estimate should be fully authenciated before 
being accepted. The correspondent quoted in 
in the publication referred to is directly inter- 
ested in the continuance of the present sys- 
tem and ore to reach his conclusions by 
assuming that no alcohol worth mentioning 
not sold by his firm is used for industrial pur- 
peses. These loose and misleading statements 
made from time to time prove the necessity 
for properly authenticated information for 
the use of our legislators, and our Association 
should use its influence in favor of obtaining 
itit possible. No visit was made to Washing- 
ton by any member of your committee during 
ous of Congress #8 it did not appear 
y opportunity for > 2 i ; 
the subsect presented itself. ee 
ie matter of imposing local license 
commercial travelers by some cities aa states 
spoken of in the resolution on page 169 pro- 
ceedings of our association in 1883, which was 
referred to in this committee received due at- 
tention. The Hon. D. R, James, who fhad 
charge of a bill prohibiting the collection of 
such licenses was corresponded with but in- 
formed your chairman that the bill unfortu- 
nately was not in position to be reached in 
regular order and that owing tosome opposi- 
tion on the part 6f southern members unani- 
mous consent to consider it out of regular 
order could not be obtained. Additional de- 
cisions given since our last meeting declaring 
the collection of such licenses unconstitu 
tional have resulted in the general non-en 
forcement of such laws, and it is to be hoped 
oS ae “ next session will pass a 
vill s © the one in ce 
oe troduced by Mr. 

Une of the most important measures in 
which our members are interested was passed 
by both houses of Congress and approved by 
the President was the act known as the Inter- 
state Commerce Law. The passage of this law 
was favored by this association. (See resolu- 
tion page 43 last years’ proceedings). 

It will doubtless be elaborated in detail by 
the Committee on Transportation. As the 
resolutions alluded to were referred to this 
committee we may, however, state in this re- 
port that while much dissatisfaction has devel 
oped to some of its provisions largely in con- 
sequence Of the selfish interpolations of them 


by railroad companies, and while some amend- 
ments may be needed, the feeling that a con- 
trol by the people of chartered corporations is 
needed, is gaining daily. Etforts by the 
railroad companies te “make the taw as 
obnoxious as possible will prove futile to 
change this feeling, and our association should 
favor its continuance in some form on our 


statute books. M. N. Kune, Chairman.

WEDNESDAY MORNING SESSION. 

The session was called to order at 10 a. m. 

The President-—Our first business this morn- 
ing would naturally be the calling of the roll, 
but we will defer that until more members 
come in.

We have the pleasure of havirg with us Mr. 
William M. Townley and Mr. G. Mennen, duly 
accredited delegates from the New Jersey 
Pharmaceutical Association, and we shal! have 
great pleasure in listening to afew words of 
greeting from Mr. Townley. 

Mr. Townley—) am very much pleased, in- 
deed, to meet with you and extend the greet- 
ings of the New Jersey Pharmaceutical Associ- 
ation, It is, I believe, the first and oldest State 
association, and we takea great dealof pleasure 
in that fact and considerable pride. We have 
about 50 per cent of the retail druggists in our 
association, I think. I am not certain, but I 
think this fs the largest percentage of any asso 
ciation. I am entirely unprepared to make you 
any speech, but will say, so far as I understand 
the objects of your association, we sympathize 
with you and wish you godspeed and success in 
all your undertakings. (Applause.) 

The President—We should be glad to hear 
from your associate member, Mr, Mennen. If 
not present, we would like to hear from the 
New York Pharmaceutical Association. Prof. 
Bedford, I think, is the only delegate. 

Prof. Bedford—The New York Pharmaceuti- 
cal Association is neither the oldest nor has the 
largest percentage of the retail druggists, but 
it has a very admirable corps of members, 
efficient workers and, I think, stands well 
among the other associations for its work. 
The meeting held this year was perhaps not as 
largely attended as we anticipated, but it was 
one of good results. The relations between 
the pharmacists and the wholesale men are by 
right and practice of the most fra‘ernal char- 
acter, and while occasionally there is a feeling 
that perhaps one may be the victim of the 
other, the chenees are, I think, about even, if 
you know howto use them. In pharmacy, I 
think the advance is toward a more liberal 
spirit than ever before toward those whom 
you represent, and I hope our gatherings from 
year to year will bring out a more liberal spirit 
on behalf of both of the bodies represented by 
yourselves and by those who com> as delegates 
like myself. I sincerely trust, and am sure, 
that this will be a pleasant and profitable meet- 
ing. Weshal!l be glad next year to have some 
representative of this body atour next meeting 
in June. 





The President—I call upon Mr. C. F. G. Meyer 
to say a word in response to these greetings 
from the New York and New Jersey Pharma- 
ceutical Associations. I know Mr. Meyer has 
jus’ come in, and has not a written speech, but 
he is always ready to reply. 

Mr, C. F.G. Meyer—Mr. President and Gen- 
tlemen: The president has very kindly offered 
the excuse that I have just come in, and they 
all know I am the poorest of men to make any 
remarks. However, 1 appreciate the courtesy. 
The relations between the jobbers and the re- 
tailers are, and should be, both mutual and 
pleasant. The jobbing trade is as much inter- 
ested in a scientific development as the retail- 
ers are. Atallevents, I feel that way. I was 
an humble retail druggist for a number of 
years, and now occupy as humble 4 position 
among the jobbers. I am very glad that I have 
the honor to meet the retail and wholesale 
druggists together. We will try and make our 
interests mutual, and we can only succeed 
wren we doso. [Applause.] 

The President—I ara not aware that there are 
any other State delegates present. With a 
greater famillarity of eur national wholesale 
association with the State pharmaceutical as 
sociations, I am impressed with the importance 
«four always being represented at the State 
pharmaceutical association meetings. It pro- 
motes good fellowship. If sume gentleman 
from the rural districts should jump up and 
bring in a series of red-hot anti-rebate resolu- 
tions, itis always well to have some calm and 
cool-headed gentleman from our association 
to represent the interests of that particular 
plan. I want to eall your attention, before 
proceeding with further business, to the fact 
that we havea number of last year’s reports, / 
They are very interesting reading; the reports 
are always good. ‘They are as bright as Puck, 
as reliable as the statements in the Globe or the 
Herald of this city, and they are as sound as 
the shorter catechism. They are here, and the 
secretary desires me to call your attention to 
them. I want atonce to appoint a committee 
for the time and place of our next meeting. | 
felt a little uncertain in regard to that, but [ 
think I have hit upon a patent plan which will 
meet your approval. With your leave! will 
appoint a con mittee of five, the committee to 
consist of Mr. Fuxon of Kansas City, Mr. Hor- 
ace Burrows of Baltimore, Mr. George A, Kelly 
of Pittsburg, Mr. Thomas Lord of Chicago, and 
Mr George J. Seabury, from Niagara Falls, 
Newport, Saratoga. New York city and Bar 
Harbor (laughter). Bea little careful to get the 
address just right. I want to say right here in re- 
gard to this matter, for the benefit of thove 
not familiar with the report of yesterda, [ 
can see no reason why we should be denied the 
privilege of our visiting some of your most 
promising cities, such for instance as Syracuse, 
Quiney and many other places, and if the sug- 
gestion of the president’s report that an appro- 
priation be made, why not let it cover the or- 
dinary expense, leaving to the local committee 
the privilege of expending as much more as 
they please. I think we will have a rush of in- 
vitations which will enable us to see something 
of the rural districts. 

Mr. Seabury—I would like to make a motion 
to the effect that the National Wholesale Drug 
gist’s Association extend to every State Associ- 
ation in the United States an invitation to be 
represented at their annual meeting. 

The President—I think the chair can hardly 
entertain the motion at this time, but as soon 
as we reach miscellaneous matters we will con- 
sider it, With your leave we will take up the 
regular order of business and read the roll-call. 

(Secretary read the roll.) 

The President—The next in our orderof busi- 
ness will be the reading of the secretary’ report. 


REPORT OF THE SECRETARY, 
Mr. President and Gentlemen:— 

Ihave again the pleasure to report to the 
members of the association such matters of in- 
terest connected with my office as have devel- 
oped sinee our last m<+eting. The reports of 
the committees, showing a membersbip from 
every section of the country, justifies the 
thought that this convention in the honored 
city of Boston may result in raising still higher 
the standard of our organization. 

It may not be out of place to refer at this 
t'me to the anomalous position now occupied by 
the National Wholesale Druggists’ Association. 
Of similar organizations co-existant with our 
own in 1876. having for their object the pro- 
tection of special trade interests, I question if 
there is one that has now a local habitation and 
aname. The various causes that haye con- 
tributed to their confusion seem to have been 
skilfully avoided by yourmembership. Begin- 
ning as a sectional organization in the year 
named 1876, the prevailing influences a few 
years later transformed it to a national’one, and 
with asteady and marvellous growth year by 
year, the rollof the membership now includes 
Canada, England, France and Germany. 

The expectation with reference to the en- 
larged sphere of influence and usefulness which 
its founders expected the association to occu- 
py, was realized at Cleveland in November, 
1882, when the name was changed to the Na- 
tional Wholesale Druggists’ Association, and 
the limits of its membership were extended so 
as to cover the whole United States, and we 
meet here to-day in our annual convention, in 
the hospitable city of Boston, with a member- 
ship comprising r.presentatives of the “rug 
trade of Missouri, Ohio, Illinois, Indiana, Wis- 
cousin, Kentucky, Michigan, Pennsylvania, 
lowa, New York, West Virginia, Minnesota, 
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Kansas, Louisiana, Nebraska, Georgia, Colo- 
rado, Massachusetts, Vermont, Maine, Con- 
necticut, Tennessee, Maryland and Rhode 
Island. 

I do not wish to assume the role of a pro= 
phet, but when I tell you that you will to-day 
be called upon to admit to membership and to 
welcome to your discussions a representative 
of one of the oldest and most respected drug 
houses of the Dominion of Canada, in addition 
to the fact that we have already as members an 
old and well known house of Paris, it does not 
seem unlikely that we shall be obliged to 
amend our constitution and change our name 
to the National and International Drug Asso- 
ciation. 

It needs no prophetic eye to seethe response 
which would come from those countries where 
our membership already exists, with the title 
of an organization which would be complimen 
tary and assuring. Had we continued our 
sectional organization and declined the ad- 
vances of our Eastern friends, the day of our 
usefulness would soon have ended. We saw 
the opportunity at the proper time of bringing 
into one fold the entire membership of the 
United States. We are now so closely con- 
nected with the leading cities of the old world 
that the cablegrams which are laid on your 
desks during the busy hours of the day, with 
quotations of the markets in Paris, London, 
Liverpool, Berlin, Mannheim, Manchester and 
Frankfort, are of themselves an assurance that 
a closer relationship with the representative 
houses of those cities would result in con- 
solidating a mutual interest to our commercia 
and social advantage. 

I present anew for your consideration the 
possible enlargement of our boundaries, with 
the belief that it can in no way retard the ad- 
vancement or lessen the interest in the field we 
now occupy. 

Careful attention has been given the past 
year, under the instruction of the president, in 
advising delegates from our association of their 
appointment to the meetings of the several 
State pharmaceutical associations. The ex- 
change of fraternal greetings at these meetings 
is far reaching in influence for good to all our 
sister State organizations. 

Through the courtesy of the treasurer I am 
enabled to present the condition of the mem- 
bership. The entire number in both classes at 
the present time is 360. These are represented: 
By active members, 210; by associate members, 
150. During the year the resignations from the 
active list are five; from the associate list three. 
There have been dropped for non-payment of 
dues, from active membership, two, and from 
the associate list 10. 

The remarkable cohesion of the active mem- 
bers is observable considering the large num- 
ber and the great extent of the country which 
they. cover. I would respectfully suggest to 
the membership committee that more care be 
taken in presenting names as associate mem- 
bers. Those whose interests are not identified 
with the association cannot be expected to be 
permanent, and the labor of the treasurer is 
greatly increased in the attempt to collect 
the annual dues. The only deaths during 
the year of which I am advised is that 
of Albert F. Damon of Philadelphia, pres- 
ident of the Pennsylvania Salt Manuvu- 
facturing Company and E, W. Hoyt, of 
Lowell. Mr. Damon’s death occurred on the 23d 
of March last. His name has long been asso- 
ciated with a large and successful industry of 
our cvuntry, Mr. Hoyt was well known as the 
successful manufacturer of the article which 
bears his name 

In conclusion, I congratulate the members 
that the thirteenth annual meeting of the asso- 
ciation convenes in the renowned city of Bos- 
ton, endeared in association with the spirit of 
liberty in the achievement of the revolution. 
The names of her patriot dead are household 
words ever to be remembered, and the memory 
of their great deeds shall live when the monu- 
ments which mark their burial shall have 
crumbled. 

The. President—We have listened to the able 
and interesting report of our secretary. He 
announced that two deaths among our mem- 
bership have occurred during the year. It 
see:: 8 appropriate that a committee should be 
named who shall prepare for our records a 
suitable statement and testimonial in regard to 
our loss by the death of those two gentlemen.

REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON 
GREEN REBATE SYSTEM. 


Mr. President and Gentlemen: 


At the request of Mr. Meyer, chairman of 
the special committee, appointed at our last 
meeting to confer with the manufacturers of 
paris green upon the question of arrangipg 
upon some contract system by which our mem- 
bers would be guaranteed a profit on this arti- 
cle, I called upon Gen’l. Molineux, the presi- 
dent of the Manufacturers’ Association, during 
the week following our meeting in Minneapo- 
lis. After a number of conferences with the 
officers and members of their association it was 
deemed best to have a petition signed by 
our members in favor of a schedule of prices 
based upon a rebate, which petition also con- 
tained an agreement on the part of the signers 
to purchase their supplies only from such man- 
ufacturers as agreed to adopt this arrange- 
ment. These were mailed to ail our members 
by our chairman, and generally signed and re- 
turned to me. The manufacturers generally ex- 
pressed themselves from the very outstart per- 
fectly willing to accede to our request, but it 
was, of course, plainly apparent to them and 
fully conceded by your representative, that 
unless all manufacturers of green, present and 
prospective, could be got into line the scheme 
must fail. After considerable hesitation a few 
small manufacturers who had refused to come 
into the pool agreed to dosoand adhere to 
schedule prices, and the lists were issued. 
Most of you are aware how successfully 
the system worked, but few of you can be 
aware of the sacrifices made by the manu- 
facturers in the association for our benefit. 
report 
that a few dealers whose names appear on our 
roll of membership appreciated these conces- 
sionsso little as to purchase their supplies from a 
concern outside of the manufacturers associ- 
ation, who made a small quantity of green of 
rather indifferent quality, because they got it 
at 14 cent per pound cheaper. As far as my in- 
formation goes but very few resorted to these 
means of underselling their competitors, and in 


I regret to have to state in this 


our city they harmed those of us who loyally 


adhered to our agreemert but littie. I have 
not been able to get a full report from the 
manufacturers as to their feeling in reference 


to continuing the system another season, but I 
suggest that a committee be again appointed to 
confer with them. A resolution of thanks 
should be passed for the prompt and energetic 
manner in which they met and carried into 
effect our suggestion, and our members should 
again pledge themselves to support those man- 
ufacturers only who stood by us last year.

association will question its eminent fitness. 
Originating with a comparatively few, and 


try, its remarkable growth in members, its 
stability, its increased usefulness, its 
acknowledged influence must certainly 
be regarded as exceptional if not phenomenal, 
emphasizing our’ motto “They builded better 
than they knew.” It was at the first meeting 
(Indianapolis), composed of intelligent, earn- 
est merchants, animated by a common purpose 
to stay the tide of unmercantile and ruinous 
competition, and to elevate our responsible 
business to its proper plane, that were laid the 
foundations of this edifice which hag risen to 
such large and fair proportions, embracing 
within its protecting walls not only the whole- 
sale drug trade of the West, but that of every 
section of our great country, all co-operating 
for the greatest good to all by the elimination 
of abuses in the establishment of sound prin- 
ciples and honorable methods in the conduct 
of our business, when we consider what has 
been already accomplished by good fellowship 
and united counsel, may we not feel proud of 
our association and inscribe over its archway 
“They builded better than they knew?” In no 
direction has this organization better served 
its intended purpose of reform than in secur- 
ing the adoption of the contract plan by pro- 
prietors, which guarantees distributors a living 
profit upon this large portion of our sales, pre- 
viously handled at a loss. What the contract 
plan has done to lift this former heavy burden 
you are all practically aware; wkat it was 
under the “go-as-you-please” plan you will 
not soon forget. Quoting from a report of the 
committee at the Detroit meeting, 1880, it says: 
“Your committee report that this branch of 
our business is still to be classed as most un- 
satisfactory in point of profit, with a tendency 
constantly towards worse results rather than 
any improvement,” and expresses the hope 
“that a satisfactory remedy might be devised 
and brought into general use,” and since then 
the remedy has been devised and brought into 
general use, and we believe it has come to 
stay. With its history you are all familiar; 
beset as it was with difficulties in its intro- 
duction, yet its founders and advocates over- 
came them, and notwithstanding the severe 
tests to which it has been subjected, it has 
emerged from every conflict with increased 
strength, and your committee take great pleas- 
ure in congratulating the association upon the 
encouraging outlook for the “contract plan,” 
assuring you, that in their opinion, the tests of 
the last year have not weakened it, but, as in 
former contests, they have but added to its 
vigor and permanence. We regard the system 
as of vital importance to the trade not only in 
assuring a reasonable profit upon this class of 
goods, but in its influence it isastrong sup- 
port to remunerative prices in general]; it ac- 
customs and encourages us to obtain a fair 
profit on all sales. 


The year has not passed without some com- 
plaints and conflicts, however, and as usual the 
chairman has not found his position a sinecure; 
it means work from the start, and frequently 
very unpleasant duties become imperative. 
Most of the complaints resulted from uninten- 
tional violations, misunderstandings and mis- 
statements. A few were serious and threaten- 
ing, all have been investivated and amicably 
settled except one, which the committee regret 
they must again bring to your attention. We 
refer to the renewal of the contest with John 
D. Park & Sons, of Cincinnati,O. You have 
been informed through the columns of the 
Om, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER of its pro- 
gress and present status, yet it has too import- 
anta bearing upon the interests involved to 
omit a statement in this report, in order that 
its history and final results may be preserved. 
This case has been and is still regarded by pro- 
prietors and the trade with great interest, as 
upon its issue depends the usefulness if not the 
perpetuity of the system. We cannot believe 
that any have regarded it with indifference or 
with a sinister view. If there are such, we do 
not know them. Our last report contains the 
proceedings of the previous contest with Park 
& Sons up to the settlement by the following 
agreement, entered into by Mr. Ambro Park 
for his firm:

This agreement was accepted in good faith by 
all present, as evidence that thev would there- 
after maintain their contracts, and we hoped it 
wasa final settlement. Not very long after, 
complaints reached the chairman that this firm 
were avoiding their signatures to contracts so 
far ag possible, buying goods from second 
hands, and violating the contracts they were

compelled to sign by proprietors, and the 
former history of confusion and discontent 
among the jobbing trade was repeated. The 
same methods of evasion and violation as be- 
fore were practiced, the only difference being 
they had grown bolder and more defiant in 
their operations, so much so that evidence of 
every kind was finally not difficult to obtain. 


Under these circumstances it became neces- 
sary for our committee to take action, and the 
agreement of this firm being made with the 
Proprietors’ Association alone, the only method 
seemed to be to request that association to call 
this firm to account for violation of taid agree- 
ment. Sufficient evidence was placed before 
the executive committee of that association to 
justify them in calling a meeting for the de- 
cision as to the truth or falsity of these charges. 
After consideration a meeting was called by 
President Humphreys and the executive com- 
mittee Tuesday, April 12th, at which meeting a 
large number of leading proprietors were pres- 
ent. Mr. Godfrey Park was present and repre- 
sented the firm of John D. Park & Sons. Abun- 
dant evidence was produced to show that this 
firm were violating the rebate plan by cutting 
the price of nearly every article on the list, 
and violating the agreement which the firm 
had entered into with that association one year 
before. The situation was fully discussed and 
the evidence offered in open meeting, after 
which a committee was appointed to take the 
matter into consideration and report before 
adjournment. The committee, eleven ia num- 
ber, consisting entirely of proprietors, reported 
as follows: 


WHEREAS, A special committee of the Pro- 
prietors’ Association appointed to consider the 
case of John D. Park & Sons, under allegations 
of violations of the rebate plan, have found 
such allegations substantiated, not only in 
their rebate contracts, but in their special 
sergomens with this association. Therefore, 


Resolved, That all proprietors be requested to 
hereatter strictly esforce their rebate con- 
tracts with them and all other jobbers. 


The passage of such a resolution was all that 
the committee desired—viz., decision as to the 
facts in the case. No doubt existed in their 
minds as proprietors that the complaints made 
against this firm were fully substantiated by 
the evidence. Until an expression could be ob- 
tained from the Proprietors’ Association, it 
was, to our view, impossible to act for the Na- 
tional Druggists’ Association, for the reason, 
as before stated, that this firm ignored our as- 
sociation and committee, and consented to 
make an agreement with the Proprietors’ As- 
sociation only. Acting upon the results of 
this meeting, our committee issued a circular 
to proprietors submitting the case and urging 
them to prompt and decisive action by carry- 
ing out the wishes of the association ag ex- 
preseed in the following resolution : 


“Resulved, It is the sense of this association, 
that where any firm has been found guilty by 
the proprietary committee of evading or viola- 
ting the contract plan, that proprietors should 
witbhold supplies until said firm be reinstated 
by the proprietary com mittee.” 


The response to this appeal was prompt and 
emphatic with but very few exceptions,stating. 
they would decline orders from this firm ‘‘until 
reinstated by our committe” or any wther firm 
found gulity of knowingly violating their re- 
bate contracts, and furthermore, would cut off 
supplies from any firm furnishing such parties 
with their goods. Their letters were most en- 
couraging, expressing approval of and confi- 
dence in the contract plan, and‘their determina- 
tion to co-operate with our association in up- 
holdiog aud strengthening it by all legitimate 
means in their power. 

This cordial support is worthy of special no- 
tice, and we trust the association will recognize 
it in an appropriate resolution. 

At this time your committee thought it ad- 
visable and desirable to obtain an expression 
of opinion from the members of ovr associa- 
tion in order not only to assure proprietors of 
their attachment to the contract system 
and their co-operation in their efforts in the 
impartial enforcement of their contracts, 
(which assurance was fairly due to proprietors) 
but that the trade might understand each 
other in this crisis. The replies from our mem- 
bers were withoutany uncertainty of sound, 
andthe emphatic reindorsement of the con- 
tract plan was considered worthy by our com- 
mittee of preserving in pamphlet form, and 
presenting to proprietors, that they might see 
where we stand on this question. These 
pamphlets were sent also to prominent pro- 
prietors who have not yet adopted the system. 

The firm of Jno. D. Park & Sons thus being 
cut off from supplies, they of course, began to 
make diligent use of all their friends to obtain 
them, and to find these sources, and inform 
proprietors so they might be closed, keeps 
their chairman quite busy. Many of the pro- 
prietors are exercising a rigid scrutiny over 
their orders, and are assisting the chairman by 
putting him ‘on the track.” 

While we do not believe any of our members 
or any jobbing druggist outside of the associa- 
tion would consent to such a suicidal policy as 
to furnish supplies to any firm ‘‘cut off’ for 
violating contracts, yet we hope a resolution 
will be passed at this meeting, fully covering 
such a possible contingency. It will do no 
harm, it is due to the proprietors, and may be 
of use to your committe on proprietary goods 
in the future, 

A Cincinnati firm who were supplying Park 
& Sons with rebate goods and in consequence 
were cut off themsslves, complained to pro- 
prietors that the methods used by the Cincin- 
nati Drug Exchange in handling contract 
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g00ds, amounted to a virtual division of quan- 
tities and was a violation of contract. Many of 
these letters were referred to tho Chairman, 
and were very embarrassing, and although the 
Exchange strenuously denied these charges, 
yet we felt that it was doing our cause a serious 
injury in en important crisis, and atour earnest 
request they agreed to abandon any transac- 
tions in contract goods upon their Exchange, 
and we herewith incorporate in our report 
their official action.

wed, That from this date we discontinue 
handling a’) articles known as being sold on 
the rebate plan. 

Second. That while we hold the strict legiti- 
macy and strict observance of letter and spirit 
of all rebate contracts in our system, yet in d-- 
ference to the judgment of the committee on 
Proprietary goods of the N, W. D. A., and in 
order that we may not be a stumbling block in 
the way of said committee in their efforta to 
enfore contracts, we yield toa pr assure that 
we regard stronger than personal interests, ard 
will abide by our resoiutions a3 above stated.

Your committee wish to emphasize the im- 
perative necessity of similar action upon the 
part of all Drug Exchanges. Contract goods 
have no business there, In ¢9 cases out of 100 
such transactions are a division of proprietors’ 
qunantities, and a violation of an integral part 
of the contract. The “non-division clause” is 
of vital importance for the reason that the 
Purchaser is bound by contract to maintain 
schedule prices; in any method of division 
either “On ’Change” or between individual 
firms, this is evaded. There is looseness in this 
respect, and it should be stopped. Some may 
justify themselves by the fact that schedules 
prices are still maintained tothe customer. This 
is not justification. The plain obligation is, that 
you will not divide quantities. This admits of no 
sophistry—debars all controversy. It is mcre- 
Over an injustice to firms who purchase and 
hold for their own trade; it also annuls the 
provision of certain quantities at a division of 
the rebate. If wholesale firms can distribute 
among themselves a quantity fixed by a pro- 
prietor, what argument is there against retail 
combinations forthe same purpose? The as- 
sociation condemns the latter, and requests 
proprietors to protect the jobber. It has been 
intimated to your committee that some propri- 
etors consent to this division by invoicing to 
one firm the whole quantity, and shipping it in 
divided lots to several firms. We have no evi- 
dence of any such case, and can hardly think a 
proprietor would commit such a blunder 
against his own interests as well as expose his 
contract to ridicule, We hope this subject will 
receive serious consideration and appropriate 
legislation at this meeting. We must have ab- 
solute loyalty to all parts of the contract if we 
expect itscontinuance. If proprietors’ quan- 
tities are too large, urge a reduction, but tul- 
fill the contract under any and all ciroum- 
stances. 

In order to understand how proprietors in 
general view this subject, we call your atten- 
tion to the following resolution offered by Mr. 
Crittenton and passed unanimously at the joint 
meeting in New York city, May 13, 1886: 

WHEREAS, For a long time past, we have ea- 
son to believe, there has been an indirect 
breaking of proprietary contracts by many 
wholesale druggists, in the way of dividing re- 
bate goods, as also exchanging one article for 
another of equal price thus evading the spirit 
of contracts; therefore 


Resolv'd, That these evasions be considered a 
breaking of said contracts, and rebate be with- 
held by proprietors under the resolution as 
passed this day, in regard to the withdrawal of 
rebates for six months. 

We desire to call your attention to the ques- 
tion of our relations as dealers with proprie- 
torsin the protection of their trade .marks. 
There can be no doubt as to the influence of 
the jobber in affording proper protection, by 
refusing to purchase or sell what may be fair- 
ly considered as imitations or simulations. We 
do not think it difficult to determine these, if 
we are actuated by a desire to do what is fair 
and right. This protection tke proprietors 
are not only entitled to, but have been 
assured of by our association. It is nooth- 
ing but simple justice ts them, and 
fs they have generously adopted a system 
for our protection and at our request, 
itis doubly our duty to guard their interests 
from the unjust enroachments of a class, who 
are ever ready to provide imitations calculated 
to deceive the consumer, and in thie wey trade 
upon the capital of the successful proprietor, 
wh» has built up a legitimate business and ata 
great cost of mcney and persistent effort. 
While we recogniz> difficulties in some cases, 
and that in these the proprietors muat rely on 
the courts for a complete vindication of their 
rights, yet we have the power to discourage 
and scverely minimize this fraudulent class of 
goods, by exercising a rigid scrutiny aod in all 
cases on doubt, take the safe, the honorable 
side, We feel assured that if the firms com- 
posing this body would set their faces as flint 
against this class of pirates, they would soon 
disappear from our view; and be compelled to 
find a more honest method of obtaining a liv- 
ing. Noamount of profitshould tempt us to 
harbor and perpetuate these goods be they’ sec- 
ret or non-secret, We repeat this course is due 
to proprietors, and they will appreciate it. 

The most prolific source of evasion and vio- 
lation of the system are not only the traveling 
salesman, but ambitious salesmen in the house; 
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the value of whose services are too often 
juiged ty the amount of sales they are able to 
eccomplish, and whese methods are winked at 
certainly not rigidly scrutinized, The defence 
*-ynknown to the firm,” must be humiliating, if 
not questionavle. We understand fully that 
cases may occur, without the knowledge of the 
firm, but the habit should not be permitted to 
become chronic. It hss been auggested that 
employes should be placed under special writ- 
ten obligation to carry out the contract plan 
in letter and spirit, and some go as far as to 
say, they should be placed under oath, and an- 
nounce their intention to advocate this plan. 
Whether this latter stringent provision is con- 
sidcredadvisible or not, we urge upon our 
members the necessity of instructing their em- 
ployes, that the honor of their house must be 
maintained, by the strict fulfilment of their ob- 
ligations under the contract, and that any vio- 
lation direct or indirect, will result in their im- 
mediate discharge; if this is fairly understood, 
but few employes will take the chances of de- 
tection. Salesmen should be cautioned not to 
give prompt credence to charges against com- 
petitors, as most of them are without real 
foundation, but to patiently seek for verifica- 
tion by positive evidence, or go frankly to the 
firm, and to place the matter before them; in 
most cases the latter treatment is successful, 
preventing unnecessary friction, and is con- 
ducive to harmony. We uncerstand this Js the 
course pursued by the Louisvilie jobbers, and 
in overy case, so far as we have been informed, 
the rumors have been set at rest. The committee 
have not had a single case of violation or eva- 
aion report:d from this city. The good feeling 
existing there among the wholesale drug trade, 
is worthy of emulation. 

The necessity for proprietors to insist upon 
their contracts being properly signed and 
promptly returned to them is obvious, and this 
should not only be rigidly enforced, but our 


members should not require proprietors to no-' 


tify them of negligence in this respect. As to 
the contract being sent with each invoice, 
there may boa division of opinion, but your 
committee consider this method the safest, as it 
keeps constantly in view the obligation and 
assists the memory in retaining the fact that 
the articles are on the contract plan. Your as- 
sociation have quite a demand from wholesale 
druggists who are not members of the associa- 
tion for the lists of contract goods, which hsve 
been supplied to them free of charge. It seems 
to us they should become members, and assist 
us inallefforts for the advancement of the 
general interests of the trade. They would 
certainly become better informed as to the 
valuc and workings of the contract system, 
and take more interest in instructing their em- 
ployes to observe it. It is possible our associa- 
tion has not been sufficiently energetic in so- 
liciting ‘hese parties to become members. 
There are many other points connected with 
our department which might be profitably 
brought to your attention, but we fear to 
weary you, and also appreciate the fact that 
there are a number of valuable reports to come 
before you affecting other interests of the 
trade; but we trust that any important ques- 
tions we may have overlooked will be brought 
forward by the members for discussion. We 
desire to acknowledge our sense of obligation 
to the Proprietors’ Association for their unfal- 
tering sympathy and co-operation in all our 
efforts to protect and preserve the contract 
system, and to the O1L, PAIMT AND DrvuG RE- 
PORTER, who have not only given us the use of 
their columns gratuitously, but by able and 
timely editorials have rendered most important 
aid in every crisis. To the veteran Daniel 
Myers, who has attended to the publication 
and revision of the Contract List and presents 
at this meeting the supplement, and whose en- 
couraging Ictters to the chairman have go often 
checked despondency and infused new courage 
and determination, the thanks of the associa- 
tion are specially due, and the committee are 
of the opinion that he should be duiy rewarded 
by reinvesting him with the chairmanship of 
this committee. 

In closing our report, you will pardon the 
chairman for inserting a short valedictory, In 
relinquishing this important and responsible 
tru’t with which you have houored me go long, 
I desire to express my appreciation of the aid 
and cordial sympathy you have at all times 
manifested and your silent patience with any 
errors of judgment and action that I may have 
committed. Ifin my zeal for the cause I have 
been harsh in my methods, and offended any 
of the members, I now apologize. I retire 
from the position with the kindest feelings 
towards all, and with a consciousness of ‘'sin- 
gieness of purpose” from the beginning, to 
strengthen and perpetuate the contract sys- 
tem, believing it to be for the best interests of 
all. To the members of the committee who 
have 60 promptly responded to my calls for 
counsel and aid In trying times, I tender my 
sincere thanks, and in retiring desire to repeat 
my conviction that the contract system 13 bet- 
ter understood and better observed than ever 
before, and that compared with the benefits 
derived from the plan, the violations are in- 
appreciable, and these can be eliminated by 
vigilance, prudence and firmness. No trifling 
with the system must be permitted, a thor- 
ough oc-operation upon the part of proprietor 
and dealer must exist, and if the penalties are 
promptly and impartially enforced, weak and 
dishonest parties wil! respect the contract sys- 
tem and conform toit.

The President-Mr. Kelly has a number of 
letters which show the position of the proprie- 
tors, and if it is your pleasure, he will very 
willingly give us one or two of them. Of 
course, he cannot read the whole of them. 

Mr. Kelly—I will not, of course, attempt to 
read all of these letters, although 1 can hardly 
convey by a few letters the impression I would 
like to leave upon the minds of all the members 
of the strength of the rebate plan. I hope, how- 
ever, you will have time to listen to a few of 
them, so that you can go away from this con- 
vention feeling that so far as the proprietors 
are concerned it is their intention not only to 
compel the fulfillment of all obligations under 
the contract system, but to co-operate with 
the association, Ido not think there are half- 
a-dozen proprietors acting under the contract 
system who have not signified a determination 
to refuse to sell the firm referred toin one of 
these letters, or any other firm who are not 
fulfilling their contracts, and as I stated in my 
report, they go further than that, and decline 
to sell any house that will furnish goods to 
those cut off by the proprietors. I can assure 
you, so far asthe action of the proprietors are 
concerned, that they are in earnest about this 
matter, and it is due to them, as well as to the 
safety of this plan,to have you earnestly co- 
operate with them, 

Several encouraging letters were read. 

The President—The report of the committee 
on proprietary articles will go to the board of 
control for action, 

Mr. G. D. Gilman—I would like to make a 
motion that this report be printed in pampblet 
form for general distribution. 

The motion was seconded. 

Mr. Matthews—I would recommend that 
these letters be incorporated in the report. 

Mr. 8tewart—Would not that involve consid- 
erable expense? It isa very important matter, 
and I should be very glad to have everybody 
know of it, however. 

Mr. Gilman accepted the amendment with re- 
gard to the letters. 

The President— You have beard the motion 
as amended that the report not only be received 
and placed as usual upon our records, but that 
it be issued separately for the information of 
the trade, and that the letters, a sample of 
whicb bas been read to us, shall accompany 
it. 

The motion was carried. 

The President—The next committee will be 
the committee on credita and collections, but 
itis the wish that the committee on mutual 
fire insurance be heard at this time. With your 
leave I will call upon Mr. J. M. Peters to pre- 
sent his report. I am informed firet, however, 
that the report which was ca)led for is the re- 
port of the regular committee on fire insur- 
ance of which Mr. Doolittle is the chairman, 
and which will then be followed by the report 
of Mr. Peters. 

Mr. Doolittle read his report, 

REPORT OF STANDING COMMITTEE ON FIRE 
INSURANCE, 
Mr. President and Gentlemen 

Your committee on fire insurance has but lit- 
tle to report except to congratulate the agsso- 
ciation upon the work accomplished by the 
special committee on mutual fire insueance, 
consisting of five members appointed at the 
last convention, with authority to form a mu- 
tual insurance company. 

The investigations and recommendations of 
your standing committee on fire insurance in 
the past bore its first fruit last year in the 
appointment of the special committee referred 
to, and for the first time in the history of this 
association the subject of fire insurance is this 
year presented in the work of that committee 
ina manner commensurate with its vital im- 
portance to our members. 

There has been no material change in the 
relations existing between the board compan- 
ies and the drug trade, and the necessity for 
action on the part of this association 
looking toward relief from the burdens 
of taxation levied by the board com- 
panies enforces itself upon our attention 
more strongly now than at any time in the 
past. 

This tax upon the interests represented by 
this association represents more than a millon 
of dollars paid annually in the premiums fixed 
arbitrarily by the board companies without 
consulting in any way the other parties to the 
contract. 

Your committee has carefully examined the 
work of the special committee both as 
to location chosen for ths formation of 
the company and the plan of organization 
adopted. Your committee believe that a clear 
understanding of the plans and purposes of the 
company is al! that Is necessary to commend it 
to the confidence of every member of the 
association, and to gain for it their active sup- 
port as a paying investment. 

The history of similar mutual companies in 
more hazar¢ ous lines of business has proven 
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them to be entirely practicable and successful, 
both in the security of the insurance they af- 
ford, and as a means of lessening the risk of 
damage by fire. 

Your committee therefore recommend the 
Druggists’ Mutual Fire Insucsance Company to 
the hearty support of every member of the 
association.

The President— You have heard the report of 
the committe on fire insurance, which takes 
the regular course and goes to the board of 
control. We shall now listen tothe report of 
the committee on mutual insurance. 

Mr. J. M. Peters, the chairman, read it as fol- 
lowe: 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON MUTUAL FIRE 

INSURANCE. 
Mr. President and Members: 

Your committee on mutual fire insurance 
begs leave to report that asneither Mr. Hinch- 
man, who was originally assigned to the 
chairmanship, nor Mr. Shoemaker, who had 
been named as his successor, found it possibl 
toserve in that capacity, the committee at its 
first meeting elected Mr. Peters as chairman, 
which election was subsequently approved by 
the president of the Association, 


The first meeting of your committee was 
held at Pittsburg on the 26th of January, and 
was adjourned to Philadelphia on the follow- 
ing day. As the result of this meeting and its 
conference with members of the Association 
in the two cities named, as well as with Mr. P. 
B. Armstrong, then secretary of the New York 
Mutual Insurance Co., who kindly met the 
committee by invitation, the committee de- 
cided to carry out the resolution under which 
it was appointed, by forming a mutual fire in- 
surance company, to be located at Philadel- 
phia, the investigations of Messrs. Hinchman 
and Slosson having shown that the statutes of 
Pennsylvania were more favorable to a com- 
pany which confined itself to a special indus- 
try than those of most other States in which it 
would have been possible to organize. In de- 
ciding upon the form of organization to be 
followed, the committee had to make its views 
as to what was necessary to safe insurance 
conform (first) with the requirements of the 
State statutes, and (second) with the restric- 
tions placed upon its work by this association. 
With the aid of competent legal counsel the 
committee perfected its form of organization 
early in April, sufficiently to submit the same 
to the officers of the association for their ap- 
proval,as required by the resolution under 
which the committee was appointed. This 
approval having been accorded by President 
Noyes and the vice-presidents, a meeting of 
the whole committee and of the members of 
this Association residing in Pennsylvania who 
had been selected to serve as incorporators, as 
required by the State laws, was called at Phil- 
adelphia on June 2d, and an election for offi- 
cers and directors was had, as is also required 
by the statutes of the State before a charter 
can be obtrained. Application for a charter 
was then made in due legal form, and through 
the personal efforts of the counsel employed 
by the committee the charter was issued by 
the Governor on June 8th, and the company 
was then legally empowered to do an insur- 
ance business. The officers chosen for 1887 
were as follows.

In aranging the details of the Ci'panization 
the committee has had to be guided by the 
fact that the laws of Pennsylvania require 
that the directors of an insurance company 
shall not exceed thirteen in number, all of 
whom shall be citizens of the state. And that 
the directors shall choose from among their 
own number the president, and shall also have 
the choice of the other officers, While the 
practical operation of the law would be en- 
tirely satisfactory, and while it is essential 
that the officers should be residents of the 


State and city in which the company is lo- 
cated, the commiitee has felt that the policy- 
holders throughout the United States were 
entitled to a closer participation in the man- 
agement of the company than they would 
theoretically obtain in balloting once a year 
for thirteen directors, even though some of 
that number could be residents of sta‘es 
other than the one in which the company was 
formed. The plan adopted, therefore pro- 
vides that in addition to nine directors who 
are to be elected annually and who shall be 
residents of Pennsylvania, the policy-holders 
shall also elect twenty-six other persons, pre- 
sumably from other sections of the country, 
who with the nine directors shall constitute a 
members, executive committee to which is as- 
signed the genera) direction of the company’s 
Policy and the course it shall follow, and all 
other functions not, by the laws of the State, 
delegated to the board of directors, 


The only other very important feature of 


the plan is that which provides for assets in 
excess of premium on insurance written. 
While, of course, the rates of premium at 


which fire insurance is done are based upon 
what experience shows to be the cost of do- 
ing such insurance both in losses and ex- 
penses, and while, this Mutual Company by 
conducting its business at a minimum ex- 
pense and also reducing the losses by frequent 
inspection and the exercise of greater care on 
the part of the insured is likely to have a 
much larger surplus from its current prem- 
jums than any stock company, still the com- 
mittee has felt that the extent and importance 
of the interests represented merited a stronger 
financial backing than would, at the outset, 
be afforded merely by premiums collected on 
the policies written. 

This is more especially true because the reso- 
lution under which the committee was ap- 
pointed provides that there shall be no indi- 
vidual liability on the part of policy-holders 
beyond the amount of their premiums, The 
committee has therefore provided for an ad- 
vance premium fund of $1(0,000 for which in- 
terest-bearing certificates receivable for pre- 
miums will be issued. This is the basis of 
organization adopted by the New York 
Mutual, and while preserving the purely 
mutual form, it affords an immediate fund 
without the uncertain security of premium 
notes or the unsatisfactory assessment plan. 


To relieve policy-holders from any liability 
other than that for the amount of their pre- 
miums on policies taken or their subscriptions 
to the advance premium fund, the following 
form of waiver has been prepared by compe- 
tent counsel in Philadelphia, and will be 
printed upon every application for policies 
and upon the face of every policy : 

For value received and in consideration of 
the advantages accruing to him under this 
policy, the holder of this policy hereby waives 
the right to collect, or to cause to be collected, 
by assessment or otherwise, from the policy- 
holders of this company, losses covered by this 
policy, in the event of failure to collect from 
the company. 

The strict legality of every provision of the 
plan adopted has been assured by the counsel 
of the committee, and the plan asa whole re- 
ceived the sanction of the Insurance Com- 
missioner of the State before it was finally 
adopted. 

On the 23d of June, pamphlets containing 
full information as to the plan of organization, 
acopy of the by-laws, and other facts calcu- 
lated to fully explain the proposed operation 
of the company and to enlist for it the general 
support of those for whose benefit it was 
formed, were sent to every individual, both 
active and associate, in this association. Ac- 
companying the pamphlets were blanks for 
subscriptions to the advance premium fund 
and for insurance to be written as soon as the 
company was in a position to write, or as soon 
thereafter as the applicant might require it; it 
having been decided to write no policies until 
one-half of the proposed advance premium 
fund had been subscribed. Inclosede¢ with 
these blanks was a return envelope addressed 
to the president of the company at Philadel- 
phia, to whom subscriptions and applications 
were expected to be sent. Copies of the 
pamphlet and the accompanying documents 
are annexed to this report. The responses to 
this work of the committee have not been so 
general as had been hoped for, although 
enough were received to give assurence that 
the interest in the company is widespread, and 
that it the details of the organization were put 
plainly before every member of this associa- 
tion, his support could safely be relied upon. 
Had the committee felt warranted in incur- 
ring the expense of sending out one of its own 
members, or some other representative, to 
personally place this matter before the 
members of the association, there is 
no doubt in the mind of your commit- 
tee that the company would have been in 
operation before this. But this expense has 
seemed to the committee unwarranted and 
unnecessary. The formation of a Mutual Fire 
Insurance Company isa work which appeals 
to the direct personal interest ef every whole- 
sale druggist in the country, It is the tangi- 
ble means of relieving himself from an un- 
warranted tax inthe form of insurance rates 
based upon a degree of hazard which does not 
exist. Itisalsothe means by which he can 
reduce even the existing hazard, and lessen 
the chance of losses which he must inevitably 
sustain in the event of a fire, whatever may 


be his insurance, Ln this lessening the chance of 
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fire on his premises he places himself in a posi- 
tion to demand and obtain lower rates on his 
insurance, if not from tne board companies, 
at least from the mutual companies which are 
now doing a general business and which, like 
our own company strive to prevent losses and 
make it to the interest of the assured to pro- 
tect his own risk. In view of the manifest 
direct and indirect advantages to the whole- 
sale druggists of the country which must ac- 
crue from the formation of this company, the 
committee, or the company which it has 
formed, hasa right to expect the voluntary 
support of every member of this association. 
To send a representative to him will entail an 
expense which he must share and for which 
there is no necessity. Mutual insurance does 
not contemplate the payment of commissions 
or of other expenses for the solicitation of 
business. So far as the Druggists Mutual 
Fire Insurance Company is concerned, it con- 
templates a minimum of expenses, and its 
whole object is to make money for no one but 
the policy holder. The first opportunity for 
saving what, inthe old form of insurance, is 
absolutely wasted, i: tosave the 15 to 25 per 
cent of premiums that it now paid to brokers- 
The board companies recognize this as a waste, 
but so long as they can make the assured 
stand the cost it is not worth their while to 
incur the enmity of brokers by attempting to 
abolish the system, especially as but few of 
the assured will go directly to them for insur- 
ance. With a mutual company like our own, 
which devotes itself to a single class, there 
should be absolutely no reason or excuse for 
the employment of brokers or any other form 
of middleman. The policy holder reaps the 
benefit of every item of expense or loss which 
he helps to save. Your committee cannot 
urge too strongly upon members of this Asso- 
ciation the considerati n of the fact that every 
dollar they pay for insurance from 15 to 25 
cents goes to a middleman for whom they 
have no real use. If the members of this as- 
sociation will go over their books for a series 
of years, and ascertain the amount they have 
received from insurance companies, the col- 
lective results will show the cost in losses of 
insuring the drug trade to have teen perhaps 
7% cents on every $100 of insurance written, 
Your committee has not, of course, any 
exact data on which to base this estimate, 
but from the best estimates it can 
make this would be about what the 
insurance companies have paid for losses in 
the drug trade. At the same time the drug 
trade has been paying something over $2. per 
$100. on an average, for their insurance. The 
difference represents what has gone for profits 
and expenses. Your committee believes that 
with the improvement in the hazard which 
would reault from the efforts in that direction 
of a Druggists’ Mutual Company, the entire 
cost of insurance to the wholesale drug trade 
of the United States should not be over 50 
cents per $100. It is hardly supposable that 
in the first year of its existence so favorable a 
result could follow the formation of the com- 
pany, but the ultimate result may reasonably 
be regarded as promising so great a saving. 
The Factory Mutuals, of New England, were 
started because the stock companies felt war- 
ranted by their experience tables for charging 
2% and 3 percent for insuring cotton mills. 
It is unnecessary to inquire whether such a 
rate was warranted or not, but the facts show 
that since the formation of the Factory 
Mutuals the cost to them of insurance has been 
but 35 cents on every $100 of insurance 
written, while for several years past it has 
averaged about 17 cents on eacn $100. There 
is less intrinsic hazard in the drug business 
than there isin a cotton mill and with the 
game attention devoted to the prevention of 
firesand the means for their prompt extin- 
guishment, that is devoted by the Factory 
Mutuals to like elements in their business, 
your committee feels that the Druggists’ 
Mutual Fire Insurance Company can show 
more important direct benefits to the drng 
trade of the country than any other work this 
Association has undertaken. But these results 
eannot follow unless every member of this 
association realizes his own perzonal interest 
in the company and accords it his cordial and 
voluntary support. Equipped with $100,000 
advance premium fund in addition to the 
prewiums received for current business, the 
company could have $'0,000,000 at risk with 
greater security to the policy-holder than is 
afforded by one out of ten of the leading in- 
surance companies to-day. Itis the hope of 
the committee that the company may write 
$5,000,000 or $6,000,000, Of insurance the first 
year. Jt believes that the wholesale drag- 
gists of thecountry should place one-fifth of 
their insurance with this company when that 
amount can be taken without exceeding the 
limits which the company puts upon any 
single risk. At present that limit is $20,000 but 
as many houses may not have that amount ex. 
piring a thattime itis hoped they will take 
short term policics on smaller amonnts unti, 
the aggregate reaches the full limit the com. 
pany may Le willing to write on them, and 
then have the several short term policies con- 
solidated in a single annual policy if the 
property covered is to be permanently insured, 
It is, of cou se, necessary, in order to make 
the business profitable, that the risks shall be 
as uniformly as possible for the largest 
amounts the company is wilung to write. For 
instance, On all stores carrying $50,000 to 
$100,000 of insurance the company should carry 
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$10,000, and in all risks of $100,000, or over, 
$20,000 The committee believes that eventually 
the company can accumulate sufficient assets 
and so far reduce the hazard that it may with 
safety carry Practically all the insurance of 
wholesale druggists in the same way that the 
Factory Mutuals now carry all the insurance 
of their members. But this question, as well 
as that of making their own rates, and the ex- 
tension of risks to other than wholesale drug 
stores are matters beyond the jurisdiction of 
your committee and not necessary to consider 
atthemoment. They may properly be left to 
the determination of the policy-holders in the 
Company who, through their executive com- 
mittee directly control the policy of the com- 
pany. Your committee only cites the possi- 
bilities of the company, as illustrated by the 
history of other similar organizations and by 
the existing conditions of fire insurance on 
drug stocks, to prove that the work which the 
committee has begun, should be supple- 
mented by a vigorous effort on the part of the 
members of this Association to reap the bene- 
fits which this work contemplates. Already 
the board companies have attacked the pro- 
ject, and their brokers are using their efforts 
to dissuade druggists from lending their 
support to the company. The motives which 
prompt them are so transparent that your 
committee does not feel it necessary to pre- 
sent any combative arguments. There is no 
feature of the insurance of the property of 
druggists which cann-t be conducted more 
safely, more economically and more intelli- 
gently by those who own that property than 
by those who conduct the business as a mere 
system of betting on the chances of fire. 
The fire insurance business, as conducted by 
the board companies is as unscientific as any 
system of merchandising, and the only ap- 
proach to science that has been made in its 
conduct has resulted from the efforts of the 
Mutual Companies, 


Your committee recognizes the fact that 
while the members of the Druggists’ Mutual 
Fire Insurance Company and the mem- 
bers of this association will be for 
the most part identical, the two organiza- 
tions are now entirely independent, and that 
this association is not competent to legislate 
for the insurance company, but its reeommen- 
dations and suggestions will receive due con- 
sideration. At the same time, your committee 
feels that the restrictions placed upon it by 
the resolution under which it was appointed 
are morally binding upon the company as or- 
ganized, 

In so far as these restrictions apply to the 
expenses of management they should be re- 
moved, since, while with anything like the 
amount of business expected, 15 per cent. of 
the premiums will be more than ample for all 
expenses, there will be a pericd in the early 
part of the company’s history when its proper 
expenses will perhaps be much more than 15 
per cent. of its earnings. The regulation of 
this matter should be left to the company 
itself,and your committee therefore recom- 
mends that 80 much of the resolution passed 
at the last convention as restricts the ex- 
penses of conducting the insurance company 
be rescinded. 


Your committee also recommends that this 
association formally indorse the insurance 
company and commend it to the hearty sup- 
port of the members throughout the country. 


The expenses of your committee for organ- 
izing the insurance company have aggregated 
———— which amount has been paid by your 
treasurer as authorized by the resolution. 


Having completed the task assigned it and 
the Druggists’ Mutual Fire Insurance Com- 
pany being now a legally constituted organi- 
zation competent to conduct its own affairs, 
and no longersubject to the will of a commit- 
tee from this body, your committee recom- 
mends the adoption of the following resolu- 
tions, and asks that it be discharged. 

Resolved, That so much of the resolutions 
adopted at the last convention of ‘his associa- 
tion, authorizing the formation of a mutual 
fire insurance company, as refers to the ex 
penses of said company after organization, be, 
and the same is hereby rescinded, 

Resolved, That the plan of organization of 
the Druggists’ Mutual Fire Insurance Com- 
pany as formulated and put intoeffect by the 
special committee from this association, is 
hereby approved and the company 80 organ- 
ized is commended to the confidence and sup- 
port of every member Of this association. 

Resolved, Phat the committee on Mutual 
Fire Insurance appointed under resolutions 

ssed at the last meeting of this association, 

aving completed its wi rk by the formation 
of the Druggists’ Mutual Fire Insurance Com- 
pany. is discharged from further considera- 
tion of the subject, and the recommendations 
of its report are hereby sdopt2d.

Mr. Faxon not being here, we will listen 
tothe report of the committee on adultera- 
tions, Prof. P. W. Bedford, chairman. 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE. ON ADUL- 
TERATIONS. 


Mr,.President and Gentlemen:—The committee 
named to report upon the subject sf ““Adul- 
terations,” beg leave to present the following; 
In a report which covers so broad a field, and 
where it is hopeless to secure the work of as- 
sociates, the results can be but meager as com- 

ared with what might be expected, yet we 

rust the gleanings ferewith presented may 
not be without interest or profit. T» start 
with we have the fact that adulteration does 
exist, but that we believe it is perceptibly de- 
clining under the increasing knowledge that is 
being disseminated. The practice is not onl 
demoralizing, but in many instances criminal, 
and the public while unconsciously abetting 
it by patronizing every method which tends to 
break down honest prices and profits, yet ab- 
hors the practice when exposed. It tends to 
lessen our faith in our fellow-man as we learn 
of its too frequently successful methods in 
many instances. 

In this report we shall endeavor to inquire 
somewhat asto its extent, its detection and 
remedy, and the duties of the members of this 
body in a matter as vital to themselves as it is 
to others. 

The business in which those present are en- 
gaged brings before them commodities that 
are not only drugs, but are also used in foods, 
and this will necessitate allusion to food as 
well as drugs. 

In making some inquiries as to the extent of 
drug adulteration, the writer was informed 
that in a body of our craft located in one of 
the prominent cities, a committee was charged 
with the investigation of adulterations of 
drugs, and after several months of patient re- 
search they reported “that while such prac- 
tices were known to be carried on to a consid- 
erable extenr in other cities, they had no evi- 
dence that it was done in their city.”” Such is 
apt to be the result of any such investigating 
committee under similar circumstances. Oth- 
er committees starting from other premises 
find far different results,and so report that 
the amount of adulteration which is practiced 
is a large percentage of the articles examined, 
Let us take the fair standpoint and state some 
facts, as well as refute extravagant state- 
ments which are unwarranted, 

In the line of chemicals, manufacturers 
usually produce the bulk of their material to 
meet the uses culled for in the arts and manu- 
factures, the amount entering into medicine 
being but a very small percentage of the total 
consumption. As examples we might mention 
sulphuric acid, iodide of potassium, ether 
chloroform and many more items might be 
added. These articles as medicinal agents 
probably are not used to the extent of one per 
cent of the amount manufactured, The bulk 
of the uses for which they are consumed do 
not necessitate that they should be absolutely 
“chemically pu e,” and having thus the 

reater demand in the arts, the ‘market value 

fixed chiefly on this standard, while such a”- 

ticles are also turnished chemically pure at 
higher prices. The distinction therefore be- 
tween “chemically pure” products and “ com- 
merc-aly pure” is one which does not involve 
adulteration in the latter, but is a mercantile 
necessity. And here we may ask how many 
purchasers are willing to pay the advanced 
cost to secure a chemically pure product ? 
What quantity of chemically pure sulphuric 
acid 13 produced as compared with the output 
of the several sulphuric acid factories of our 
land; yet nowhere else in the world is sul- 
ae acid of such commercial purity pro 

uced. How many pounds of chemically 
pure iodide of potassium are inquired for or 
sold, as compared with the usual product of 
American manufacturers; and yet careful 
analysis of the commercial product finds it 
almost without fault. Ether finds use to an 
enormous extent, while purified ether for in- 
halation is restricted to very narrow limits, 
and its percentage production 1s smal!; the 
same may be said of chloroform, This is not, 
however, any urgumentin favor of cheapen- 
ing commercia products as we know is done 
totoo great an extent, but rather to prove 
that sticklers for absolute purity should be wil- 
ling to procure and pay for at a suitable price, 
a articles when wanted for medicinal usc, 
and not procure commercial articles, and then 
berate the producers for lack »f the “ideal” 
they want, but attrade price! 

Yet it is not to be denied that in every class 
of mercantile pursuits there are those who will 
and do resort to methods of cheapening pro- 
ducts for purposes of personal gain (often 
very temporary,) and in this respect our own 
fraternity is not an exception. Personal ex- 
perience and knowledge leads me to say that 
some of my investigations have shown that 
even ‘commercial products” are often far be- 
low the standard they should attain. In- 
dividual instances could be given in which 
chemicals that are only used medicinally, 
come considerably short in the strength of the 
medicinal chemical they should contain. As 
anexample, the double citrate of iron and 
quinine has no business to contain but six or 
eight per cent of the alkaloid when the U. S. 
P calis for twelve ner cent. The standards of 
strengen and purity are so carefully given in 
the U. 8. P. and the methods of examination 
go easy Of repetition, that the investigation of 
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chemicals is more readilv accessible to pharma- 
cists than formerly, and it 1s to their credit 
that they are now’ much more frequently re- 
peated. On the other hand while the manu- 
facturer should endeaver to more nearly ap- 
proach the standard there given, the pharma- 
cist has no right to expect in an article that 
he purchases at the commercial market price, 
that absolute purity that he is unwilling to 
pay the cost ot producine. 

In the line of pharmaceutical products the 
market is well supplied with excellent and un- 
exceptionable finished products, as well as 
some that are otherwise. Your committe bave 
no authority or desire to mention names either 
to praise or condemn, but content themselves 
with reciting fucts as personally known to one 
or more of the members signing this report. 

Powdered drugs are receiving more general 
care by individual firms, and the special pow- 
dering of drugs by or for firms for their own 
sales is noted as a growing department or the 
drug industry. It has happened to some 
members of this committee to find some 
samples of indigenous drugs in powder, con- 
taining an amount of starch granules that the 
crude | drug was innocent of, and these 
varieties were so numerous as to lead toa cer- 
tainty that there was a bountiful supply of 
cereuls in powder in close proximity to the 
drug, so that there was no trouble to accom- 
modate the customer who haggled about price. 

There can be no doubt that some drug houses 
have unwittingly sent out this same starch- 
loaded powder of golden seal, turkey corn and 
Similar drugs, 

A suggestion to buyers for drug houses “to 
be more liberal when procuring supplies,” 
mightsave some drug-firmsa loss in their 
reputation with some customers, which indi- 
vidually they would not desire nor deserve. 

Volatile oils, acommodity that hasenormous 
demand 1or use in medicine, in confectionery, 
the arts and manufacturing industries, are 
largely under the ban because of the adultera- 
tions practiced. During the past few years 
there has been more progress in their falsifica- 
tion, than in the detection of these frauds, 
which indicates the application of more 
knowledge and skill toward roguery than 
heretofore. and this necessitates the applica- 
tion of greater scientific knowledge than ever 
before to detect the fraud. The consumption 
of large quantities of the cheaper volatile oils 
by a certuin class of purchasers indicates that 
they must be largely used as a “reducing” 
agent. The older methods of detection by 
specific gravity iodine, etc, no longer hold, 
and few special tests areas yet fourid to be 
sufficiently reliable to be depended on. 

A claim that large quantities of a peculiarly 
advertised fixedoil was largely used by the 
wholesale druggists forthe purpose of adul- 
terating castor oil ig one of tne fictions that 
have been current during the past year, but 
we have good evidence that this claim is en- 
tirely false. 

Food products we only need allude to as 
connected more intimately with articles han- 
dled by druggists. {Spices are shamefully 
adulterated, and it is safe to say that fully 
three-fourths of all the spices in powder form 
that reach the public are adulterated, and this 
is mainly due to tbe tact that the other twenty- 
live per cent, are sold by the drug trade. 

The recent investigations following some 
deaths in the city of Philadelphia reveals the 
fact that poisonous chemicals are freely sold 
with the knowledge that they will enter com- 
modities used as food. Those articles which 
are used as food coloring, and which are dele- 
terious to health, are well known, and the sale 
of such adulterants for this purpose should 
not only be discouraged, but positively pro- 
hibited by all connected with our fraternity, 
asitis in many States by legal enactment, 
Would it not be well for the entire wholesale 
drug trade to adopt the plan of placing on all 
packages which go direct into the hands ot 
others than the retail drug trade, a label in- 
dicating that: The the contents of this pack- 
age are poisonous. Such a label would in 
many instances awaken care in the hands of 
those who otherwise might not te aware of 
the risk incurred by using the contents of the 
package. 

The extent of the curse of adulteration is 
but hinted atin this report, yet every branch 
of our business 1s liable to it, and it needs 
Vigilance to guard against it. The aiders and 
abettors to its practice are the close buyers 
who count price before quulity, and gain be- 
fore honor; and these are to be condemned in 
no unmistabable language, whether it be the 
buyer for the wholesale drug house, or the 
buyerattheir hands. Honesty in merchandise 
is as necessary and honorable as honesty in 
finances, and buyers who will sacrifice integ- 
rity 1or protit are as little to be trusted as any 
other thief. 

To aid in the circulation of pure and honest 
drugs needs, then, an honest buyer, and one 
who has more knowledge than simply market 
prices for the commodity. The buyers for 
wholesale drug houses should be men who 
have had some practical knowledge in the 
shop or laboratory; have that common sense 
that leads to study the characteristics of the 
commodities they purchase, knowledge of 
chemical and physical tests, and no desire to 
shirk the application of them, to secure the de- 
sired result. 

It needs the co-operation of the retail drug- 
gist to insist on having pure goods, and to pay 
ufair price for them to a house that has the 
back-bone to stand out fur quality. | 

To detect the fraud of aduiteration is not 
within the scope of this committee to desig- 
pate, Itis being done by the careful pharma- 
cist who will compure the urticles he purchases 
with the tests given in the U.8. P.; by the ex- 
perimenter, Who apples general tests for the 
examination of classes of bodies, whether it be 
by the aid of chemicals, the microscope, or 
other appiiances, and should be more thor- 
oughly insisted on by every wholesale drug 
firm in making their purchases, for, if stopped 
by the latter class, it will speedily purity the 
eurrent of trade in adulteratedggoods, 

A large number of the States of our Union 
have laws that apply Sey to the suppres- 
sion of adulteration of foods and drugs, and 
these laws d.rect punishment when guilt is 
contirmed. ‘These laws haye established “state 
Boards of Health” touid in their enactment; 
but, unfortunately,in almost every instance 
these “boards” have not been sufliciently pro- 
vided with “ways and means” to attain etfec- 
tive work, To secure direct evidence of the 
fraud of adulteration, if made the work of a 
committee or a “state board,” they must have 
provision for the expenses incurred, 

The laws enacted in Massachusetts are about 
the rest, and fair results bave been accom- 
plished. There is no doubt that the money ex- 
pended for the maintenance of such boards of 
nealth have done a vast amouunt of good in 
the improvement of the quality of food pro- 
ducts, and incidentally the examination of 
drugs and medicines in that State by the same 
board has corrected many evils that heretotore 
existed. Simitar laws, but apparently less efli- 
cient, exist in several Other States, but we can- 
not allude to this branch of the subject at 
greater length. . Bae '

Inconcluding this report, your committee 
would suggest thut there be some united 


ulfur to abolish the sale of such good as are 
known to be openly adulterated or sophisti- 
cated. Asanexample of this class we might 
menuon common black antimony (which we 
all know contains not a particle ot sulphide 


of autimony). 

Youid in’ effecting this reform every such 
article should be omitted from all tne lists, 
and the buyeas of wholesale drug houses in- 
structed to refuse purchasing them, That 
there be a more rigid examination of pur- 
chases in order that all such articles may not 
be unwittingly placed in stock. And may the 
day speedily come when the entire fraternity 
wilt ossess (he back-bone to refuse to sell any 
article of drugs or food that they would hesi- 
tate to pin their own faith to oe 

The recommendations of the committe on 


adulterations are as follows: 

lst. That the sale of articles known to be 
adulterated or sophisticated are denounced by 
this association; and that the members anna 
to do ali in their power to prevent the sale an 
use of such articles. ‘anus 

2d. That the National Wholesa.e Druggists 
Association offer their co-operation with the 
state boards of healthin the several states 1D 
which such boards exist, and in calling to the 
respective legislatures the advantages of their 
liberal maintenance, and thus secure $0 #89 
public better protection against the frauds 0 
adulterated food and medicine. , 

3d. That the president of this association 
(or the committee on adulterations) appoint 
two members of the committee on adultera 
tions to attend the annual mecting of the Na- 
tional Pure Food convention to be keid in 
Washington, January 1888, 

4th. is committee recommend that on 
packages going out from wholesale dru 
establishments to the general ublic, an 
which contain articles that are liable to be 
used as coloring er addition to articles of f00 
and which are deleterious to health there bea 
label attached bearing the following caution: : 

The contents of this package are poisonous.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON CREDITS AND COL" 
LECTIONS. 

Mr. President and Gentlemen:—As chairman 
of the committee on creditgand collections, I 
addressed on July 7th,to every wholesale drug- 
gistin the United States, who was a member 
of our assvuciation, a circular letter, embodying 
the_following inquiries:— 

Ist. What are your usual terms on drugés 
chemicals, patent medicines, oils &c. 

2d, Haye you tried the plan recommended in 
the resolution passed by the association at 

Minneapolis last fall—“that from and after Jan- 
uary Ist, 1887, we will allow only one per cent, 
on goods sold on sixty days time, if paid in 
twenty days and one per cent, on goods sold on 
thirty days time, if paid in ten days,” and If go 
have the results been satisfactory ? 

3d. If general Co-operation could be secured, 
would you favor the adoption of thirty days 
time on drugs, medicines, oils, &c., with a cash 
discount of one per cent for payment in ten 
days? The replies received to the first ques- 
tion indicated that in New England the terms 
ofeale on drugs, patents, &c., are quite uni- 
formly thirty days with a cash discount of one 
per cent, though customers are not encouraged 
to avail themselves of this, Some jobbers 
allow it only when it is insisted upon, and 
make no mention of a cash discount in their 
published terms. In New York, Philadelphia 
and other Jobbing centers in the Middle States, 
g00d8 are sold on thirty and sixty days’ time, 
varying with circumstances. Thirty days 
seems to be the general rule, but where ghip- 
ments are made to the West and South, the 
g0ods are generally billed at sixty days, Bet- 
ter cash discounts than one per cent are rarely 
allowed. 

On the Pacific Slope the custom of giving 
long credits seems to be firmly fixed. Jobbers 
there believe any effort to shorten time would 
be impracticable, They write that the obsta- 
cles in the way of a change are “the excess of 
the capital employed, which is far beyond the 
requirements of the business; the inroads of 
Eastern drug houses, whose representatives 
regularly offer ninety days on all goods, and 
the slowness of their people to modernize busi- 
ness methods,”” Jobbers iu California and Ore- 
gon hope the time will come when a change to 
shorter credits will be feasible, for they are not 
satisfied with the present system; but it is yet 
too early to undertake to change it: 

In other portions of the West and through- 
out the South the prevailing custom is gener- 
ally to givosixty days, with a cash discount of 
one and one-half to two per cent., though two 
or three reported from these sections that they 
alowed orly one per cent. In reply to the scc- 
ond question, which referred to action taken 
by the convention In Minneapolis last fall, but 
two firms reported aa having tried the Plan 
recommended, and thoy stated that it had 
vvorked to their satisfaction. 

@ To the third inquiry the replies received in- 

scated a sentiment unanimouily ia favoe of 
tborter credite. All thought a chango in that 
direction desirablo, and a large majority cigni 
fied their willingness to adopt thirty days, it 
the movement conld bu made general. A few, 
while declaring themce!veg in favor of shorter 
time, expressed a donb‘ as to the feasibility of 
the plan, believing it woulr evaded by geome 
who might agrco to kcep i 

Im the South whero custo 03> aiways favor. 
ed jomg oredit#, and where efforis to shorten

them would meet with stronger resistance than 
in any other eection, every jobber who replied 
to the circular gave hig expression in favor of 
thirty days, and most of them believed a change 
practicable, and promised hearty co-operation 
in a reformatory movement. 


Throughout ‘the West, extending as far as 
Denver, the desire to place our credit system 
on & more healthy basis ia general and strong. 
Testimony from every section shows that mar- 
ging are being constantly reduced, and that the 
expense of conducting business is steadily in- 
creasing. Present methods seems loose and 
unbusinees like, The jobber nowa days is com- 
pelled to buy for each almost exclusively. The 
so-called cash discounts offered him, are really 
& part of the price, and he cannot afford to omit 
totakethem, Buying for cash and selling on 
sixty, ninety and one hundred and twenty 
days, at a profit of ten to twelve per cent, and 
at a cost of eight to ten per cent, is little less 
than ridiculows, The wholesale grocer, whose 
business is many times greater than ours, and 
comparatively free from detail, makes a better 
net profit than we. A shortening of time and 
more diligence in the collection of accounts 
would place the retail as well as the wholesale 
trade on a sounder basis. The retailer would 
soon adjust himself to the new conditions. He 
would be more careful himself in extending 
credits; would often be deterred from making 
purchases in outside lines, that in the end are 
unprofitable to him. In many instances he 
would be saved from ultimate insolvency. 
Much of the money which is now tied up in 
slow accounts, would be in the hands of the 
jobber to be used in discounting bills, and in 
anticipating his wants on a low market. But 
what is of greater importance, espec- 
fally in the west, the losses from 
bad debts would be materially lessened. 
To those who argue that a thirty days’ rule 
would not be respected by all, the answer is 
that it would probably be as closely lived up to 
as the sixty days rule is, 


It is known that the patent medicine con- 
tract agreements are sometimes broken by un- 
scrupulous dealers, but the fact remains that 
the plan is of inestimable value to the jobbing 
trade, nevertheless, A valuable point would 
be gained if we could unite in making our in- 
voices due in thirty daysand sut ject to interest 
after that time, After louking over the entire 
field your committee is of the opinion that a 
more auspicious time for taking a step toward 
&@ much needed reform will not present itself, 


Tt is hardly likely that the trade will be ever 
more unanimous than now. This credit ques- 
tion is before the association annually, and it is 
high time that some practical legislation was 
had, If unity of action cannot be secured, the 
fact might as well be known now as later, but 
it is hoped that something may be done to rem- 
edy the evils growing out of a loose credit 
system. Your committee would urge the as- 
sociation to take hold of the question, and de- 
vise some plan to make the adoption of a thirty 
days rule general and effective throughout the 
country. F. A. Faxon, Chairman,

Resolved, That it is the sense of this associa- 
tion that these terms should be immediately 
adopted where they are not already in force. 

Resolved, That we each and all hereby pledge 
our efforts and our honor to adopt and adhere 
to these terms. 

The resolutions were received with appiause. 

The President—Will the Committee on Cred- 
its and Collections accept these and file them as 
a part of their report? 

Mr. Faxon—There is no objection. 

The President—It will go with the others.

Committee on Paints, Oil and Glass, 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON PAINTS, OILS AND 
GLASS. 
Mr. President and Gentlemen: 

Your committee on paints, Oils and glass, beg 
to present a brief report on the conditions of 
trade in this line, and such suggestions and re- 
commendations as occur to them for our mu- 
tual benefit. We find the excellent advice 
given by our immediate predecessors—to form 
in each large city local organizations—has been 
very generally acted upon and successfully 
carried out. Local clubs or organizations have 
been formed during the past year in St. Louis, 
New Orleans, New York and Chicago, all taking 
as a pattern, the new well known and very suc- 
cessful Boston or N. E.Club. With the possible 
exception of the club in the latter named city, 
which we understand is not as yet fully organ- 
izcd. These local associations meet a long-felt 
need, and are productive of much good. It is 
& matter of surprise that persons and firma, all 
with the same common object in view, should 
drift so widely apart and become antagonized; 
and also bow casily this can be dissipated by a 
social, friendly conference face to face around 
a well-served dinzer. 

Your committee urge, thon, the formation of 
new ones, and the loyal support of such as are 
already organized, asking each member to sink 
all petty jealousies for tho common good, 
There is profit ae well as harmony, both in the 


better regulation of prices on leading staples 
and in the exchange of credit reports. 

The year closing, while not an eventful one, 
has been a fairly prosperous one in our partioc- 
ular branch of trade, An increased consump- 
tive demand has been felt, and large quantities 
of goods consumed. Strikes and other labor 
difficulties, except in restricted localities, have 
been conspicuous in their absence. 

Linseed Oil—The consumption of this article 
had steadily increased, the past year having 
shown the largest quantity consumed of any in 
the history of this country. Prices have ruled 
lower than ever known before inthe United 
States. At the principal points in the west, 
during December and January last, 36c was 
the ruling price in car lots, although a lesg 
price even than this was made at some com- 
petitive points. 

At the same time, thirty-six to thirty-seven 
cents was the prevailing price in prominent 
English markets, thus showing that no advant- 
age was taken by the manufacturers in this 
country of the protection afforded by the tariff. 

At this time, it is impossible to predict with 
any degree of certainty whether higher or 
lower prices may be looked for, but from the 
best information received it will be safe to say 
that prices will rule rather higher than lower, 
the increase in consumption rapidly overtak- 
ing what was at one time too large a flax crop 
for the wants of the country. 


At many points in the West, a scale of prices 
has been adopted between the manufacturers 
and jobbers, which gives a reasonable profit to 
the jobber, It has been sought in the agree- 
ment referred to, to identify the interests of 
the jobber with those of the manufacturer, 
Your committee believe this can be done suc- 
cessfully and to the satisfaction of all con- 
cerned wherever there is a local club organ- 
ized. 

When the dealers once learn that they can 
make no profit unless the manufacturer does 
also, and that when they aid in and add to the 
strifeamong manufacturers they are eontend- 
ing against their own interests, a more peace- 
ful and even profitable situation will be ob- 
tained by all parties. 

White Lead—During the last twexty years 
the white lead business has repeatedly seen a 
condition of affairs similar to those existing 
during the past six months, The common and 
generally anticipated consequence of an agree- 
ment among the manufacturers bas always 
been an active trade at low prices after the 
break. This is not peculiar to the white jead 
buainess. The natural tendency of all pools is 
to cause dealers to buy sparingly at the high 
prices that usually prevail during the existence 
of the pool. In consequence stocks become 
depleted, and when the pool or agreement 
among manufacturers is broken, every dealer 
tries to stock up while the low prices are pre- 
vailing,and a large business, such as has ex- 
isted during the past six months, is always the 
result, 

For years, the manufacturers of white lead 
have tried to harmonize their own interests 
and identify those of the jobbers with them; 
but it has usually been found that, when the 
manufacturers wanted to put the price up and 
makea profit; a considerable portion of the 
dealers wished to cut the price, in order to sell 
their other goods. It being, of course, impos- 
sible for the manufacturers to hold up the 
price, while they permitted the middlemen to 
cut it, and still have uniform prices prevail, 
the various agreements looking towards the 
accomplishment of the above named impoasi- 
bility have been more or lessghort lived. When 
the corroders have no agreement among them- 
selves, the dealers can make very littie, if any 
profit, 

The probability of any agreement among 
corroders at this time is exceedingly remote— 
some corroders, in an effort to abandon the 
plans which have caused so much annoyance 
and losg in the past, having now sought newer 
fields which may prove advantageous to the 
trade in the future. As these efforts, however, 
are largely experimental at this time, it is un- 
necessary to give them more than passing no- 
tice. While these plans are being tested, how- 
ever, it would be well for the Jobbing trade to 
remain strictly neutral. 

In this connection, your committee urge the 
discontinuance of the word “pure” in connec- 
tion with white lead unless it is placed on an 
article which will, by use or analysis, substan- 
tiateall the word means. This applies with 
equal force to all articles in our line, 

It is gratifying to note that the earnest efforts 
put forth on the part of the druggista and the 
good results accomplished by th endeavors 
to sell only pure drugs, has reacted on kindred 
branches, and that the demand for better 
goods, in paints and oils, has increased, the 
consumer no longer being satisfied with the 
outside of the can or package, but requiring 
something of value inside, 

Spirits Turpentine—The full discussion of the 
change contemplated in the manner of selling 
this commodity which has been carried on in 
the trade journals for the past year has pre- 
pared you for an action which seems desirable, 
substituting for the present custom of invoic- 
ing by gauge, the practice throughout the 
country of selling by weight, seven pounds to 
the gallon. 

There is no question about the justice of this 
mode of handling the article; and yet, when 
its volatile nature is considered, and tho evap- 
eration which is certain to take place when cx- 
posed on the railroad platforms and steamboat 
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decks in seemingly perfect packages, there are 
questions sure to arise which will entail much 
vexatious correspondence, taking time to edu- 
cate buyers to the new order of things. Yet it 
isthe judgment of your committee that the 
advantages far outweigh ‘the objections. We 
therefore offer asa part of this report the ac- 
companying resolutions : 7 


WHEREAS, the present system of buying and 
selling spirits turpentine has, on account of the 
irregularly made barrels or cusks, become un-

Resolved, That it ig the senge of this associa- 
tion that all transactions in this article should 
made by weight, seven pounds to constitute 

& standard gailon. 


Resolved, That we, as members of the N. W. 
D. A., hereby pledge ourselves to urge the dif- 
ferent naval store exchanges to adopt this 
method, and also agree to put it in practice in- 
dividually as soon as it is possible to do go. f 

Your committee would also urge the extreme 
desirability of selling rosin by pound or cental, 
instead of retaining the cumbersome and labo- 
rious unit of 280 to the barrel. 


Paris Green—Through the able and efficient 
labors of your committee, created at Minneap- 
olis for the purpose, an arrangement or a con- 
tinuance of an arrangement with the paris 
green manufacturers was made, resulting ina 
comparatively steady market and remunera- 
tive prices to the jobbers. Your committee 
believe that it is for the interest of the associa- 
tion that the present rebate system for the sale 
of paris green be continued, and trust steps 
will be taken to further this object. Should 
the extraordinary demand from the South pre- 
vailing at the present writing continue much 
longer, every manufacturer and dealer will be 
relieved of all his surplus stock at good, full 
prices, 

Window Glass and Glassware—These articles 
appear to be in better shape, both for manu- 
facturers and dealers, than for some yeara 
past. Greater harmony prevails between the 
manufacturers and their labor; and while, at 
present writing, the schedules of pay in any 
but green glassware are not agreed upon for 
the next fire,such understandings have been 
arrived at that preclude the idea that there ia 
any danger from strike, The question of re- 
adjusting cards and list prices so as to do 
away With the very large discounts, has been 
under consideration by your committee; but 
they can hardly agree upon any recommenda- 
tion which will improve present system, and 
must refer this to their successors, 


In conclusion, your committee would again 
urge the value of co-operation, and let each 
strive to “build up’ instead of breaking down 
or frustrating a)l attempts made in the inter- 
ests of harmony, each reeognizing the righte 
of others, governing his actions more in ac- 
cordance with the golden rule. Respectfully,

REPORT OF COMMITTEB ON THE DRUG MARKET. 


Mr. President and Gentlemen; In compiling my 
report, I have adhered to the fiscal year, from June 
30th, 1836, to July Ist, 1887, this being the time to 
which the Government makes upits annual state- 
ment of imports. ‘The Convention being held early 
this year, some statistics could not be obtained in 
time, the Burean of Statistics in Washington not 
having received full returns. These, however, I am 
promised later, and if received in time, they will be 
added to the report before it is printed in the pro- 
ceedings of the Convention. Be. 

in these days of trade journals and price lists, am 
annual market loses much ofits interest, but it 
may be convenient for reference, for those who wish 
to study the statistics of the drug trade, and enable 
them to form au opinion as to the future course of 
the market, based upon records of the past and 
available supply. To facilitate this I have drawn 
up a table of the annual fluctuations of the princi- 
pal articles in the trade for the past three years, 
copies of which can be had of the Secretary, au 
have embodied in my report the quantities annually 
imported of some of these articles for several years, 

n the money market in this country, during the 


ear, interest advanced from 3 to 6 and 7 per cent. 
aioe This shows that trade has been 
active, that more money has been in circulation, 
aud less held by the bauks. The volume in cir- 
culation of gold, silver and certificates of de- 
posit having increased from sixty-nine million 
to seventy-seven million dollars. In other words, 
while the amount in the Treasury, on July 
Ist, 1886, was three hundred eighty-five million 
dollars, and still remains at souething over that 


ure, the amount in the hands of the people has 
em by from $1,253,000,000 to $1,330,600,000, 
while the paper Currency issued upon credit of the 
Government and private banks has decreased, 
This indicates a greater activity in trade and greater 
confidence in values. Many new enterprises have 
been started, thousands of miles of railroads laid, 
and the building of stores and dwellings has been 
extraordinary, With an advance in real estate all 
over the country. In some sections this advance 
has been abnormal, and possibly greater, than the 
increase of population would warrant. There may 
be trouble in the future, in cases where buyers 


have paid too small a proportion of cash on their in- 
vestments, and have accepted loans on inestqness 
which they may not beable to meet, It will be well, 
in scrutinizing our credits, to inquire of our cus- 
tomers as to what investments of this character 
they have entered into. In the long run there is no 
investment in our growing country better than real 
estate, because, although it has its ups and cowee, 
its general course is an advance, Well locates

A subject of greatest interest is how our Govern- 
ment will regulate the revenue to the actual require-

UININE.—The movements of this article are so 
well known to everybody, perhaps to many to their 
cost, and so much has been written about it, that 
the reviewer has little hope of adding anything new. 
The reports show an increase of about 700,000 
ounces in the receipts of foreign Sulphate of Quin- 
ine at the port of New York for the year ending 
June 30th. This, conpled with an increase in the 
arrivals in Bark, will give a total increase of about 
700,000 ounces in Quinine and Bark over the previous 
fiscal year. But this is not all, for, as will be shown 
in the Bark report, richer Barks are now being im- 
ported than formerly,and the domestic output of Qui- 
nine proportionately increased. and probably 400,- 
000 ounces should be added to the above fignre. 
Now, has the consumption in the United States kept 
pace with this increased production and importa- 
tion’ That it has not it is only necessary to view 
the market at present, with more sellers than buy- 
ers, heavy stocks on all sides, and a tendency to- 
wards lower valnes. The prospect of any immprove- 
ment in the market must be uncertain, because this 
gain in stock here has taken place within the last six 
months, The cause of this unsatisfactory state of 
of things must be first removed, that is, stocks must 
be reduced before any permanent improvement can 
set in. Speculative spurts there may be from time 
to time, but, without the remedy, the reaction will 
come, and the position left worse than at first. Hav- 
ing regarded the article from a local standpoint, I 
will now take a glance at the general situation. 

In spite of a constant decline in the price of Cin- 
chona Barke, in London, the stock there had been 
constantly angmented up to the first of the year by 
shipments from Ceylon. When the statistics for 
January ist were published it was found that con- 
sumption of Bark had caught up with what might 
be called the prodnction. When this fact became 
known it induced a speculative movement in Qui- 
nine, and consequently an advancein the price paid 
for Bark. It was natural to suppose that better re- 
turns of the Ceylon shippers would induce them to 
make larger consignments, but that this was not the 
case is shown by acontinuance in the decline of 
shipments, for between October ist, 1886, and July 
Ist, 1887, these fell off 1,400,000 pounds, compar 
with the same period of last year, while the stock 
in London was reduced 3,000 bales. This condi- 
tion of affairs is not an argument in favor of 
lower prices, for Quinine, or an increase of its 
production, but the price has declined and the 
production increased. The only way to account 
for this is by sunposing that the Barks recently 
shipped from Ceylon are richer than they were a 
year ago and that the stock of low grades have 
been worked up. This country being the largest 
consumer, the eyes of foreign makers of Quinine 
constantly look here for anentlet, and the large re- 
ceipts from abroad, especially during the last six 
months, are the result. 

With the exception of the advance in January 
and February referred to above, the price has 
tended downwards during the period nnder review. 
In July, 1886, the price in large bulk was 50c., 
in August, 1887, it fell to 40 cts. It is thought by 
some that with the great changes the German 
Government are making in their policy, it is not im- 
probable a subsidy may be extended to Quinine 
makers, as well as other manufacturers. It has 
been rumored that the Italian Government ad- 
vanced the bounty to the Milan factory from four 
france to ten francs (about 5 cents oz.) per kilo. If 
this is true the secret has been carefully kept, for 
this is the first that anything has beer heard of any 
bounty. This may come, perhaps, explain why 
this make has of late been pushed for sale at lower 
prices that other well known brands. As an offset 
to this action on the part of foreign governments, 
an appeal to Congress might be in order from our 
domestic manufactnrers for the restoration of a 
small part of the old duty on Quinine.

Cixcnona Bark.—With the exception of what 
is offered at the auctions at Amsterdam and small 
direct imports to the United States, the producing 
countries ship all their bark to London, At the

List of some of the Widest Fluctuations during the 
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auctions held there during the year, a remarkable 
state of affairs is to be noticed. The unit price of 
bark was five pence in July, 1886, and gradually 
went down to three anda half pence in October; 
from that time up to January it rose to five pence 
again, but fell to two and a half pence in July. 
1587; that is, it fell to half the price it was a year 
ago. The statistical report of shipments from 
Ceylon shows a decline of 10144% as compared with 
the previous year ; but it would seem that the fall 
ing off ie more than counterbalanced by the richer 
bark, shipped from there, as well as from Java. 
This is an important point, and worth considera 
tion. Bark from the twigs, which used to figure 
largely in the sales, is not so much heard of lately; 
it probably doer not pay to ship at tne low figures 
it would bring in London. The future supply of 
bark appears to be assured for a number of 
years : for itis believed that if the return of sales 
is sufficient inducement, Ceylon and India can 
keep up liberal shipments without injury to the 
plantations. Of course, this drain, unless new 
plantings are made, will tel on them in the long 
run; but a per'od of scarcity is so remote that it 
ishardly worth consideration. Prices may offer 
little encouragement to the continuance or increase 
of the industry, but the condition of the planter is 
not the hopeless one he would lead ns to believe. 
Discouraging reports are in circulation that the 
Cinchona plantations are being replaced by tea: 
this is only true in part, It is expected that the rich 
Java bark will come forward in increasing quanti 
ties, as the shipments from there keep advancing 
Bark from Jamaica has not appeared in London 
auctions for some time. The plantations, being 
Government property, it may he that they are 
waiting forthe better times, which private indi 
viduals conld not afford todo. The produce of the 
South American forests is no longer of any im 
portance ; but at a future day the cultivated bark 
of Bolivia may take the place of some of the used- 
up Eastern plantations.

Oprum.—The great importance of this drug keeps 
it in a conspicuous position ; and it always attracts 
considerable attention from both dealers and specn- 
lators. There is no article handled by the drug 
trade (except, perhaps, quinine) which is so much 
written about, regarding which so many statistics 
are published, and circulars issned. _ These are fre- 
quently conflicting and often misleading. I, there- 
fore, have been especially careful to collect statistics 
that are considered reliable. 

The opium trade during 1885, and up to the end of 
1886, had been in a very unsatisfactory condition to 
all concerned ; for, with the large crops of those 
years, and heavy stocks, the result of overprodue- 
tion of former years, the London market fell during 
Augnet, 1886, to six shillings six pence for prime 
druggist’s quality, and in New York sales of large 
lots were made at $1.50 in bond. These were the 
lowest figures known in the history of the article. 
but at the time they did not attract much attention : 
for a large number of the trade, and even specula- 
tors, had lost faith in it. and consumers forbore to 
purchase in excess of the requirements of the 
moment. A _ change, however, was about to 
take place. In November, reports of damage 
to the coming crop began to arrive, bunt when 
an active and steadily advancing market was 
seen in Smyrna and London, where it is 
now believed large purchases were made for ac- 
count of Turkish speculators, an improvement set 
in here, which, although a long way behind the 
movement in Europe, kept prices going up gradn- 
ally till February ; then, it becoming definitely 
known that the Winter sowings of the poppy were 
greatly injured, a further rise took place in all 
markets ; the price here on the 15th of that month 
being $3.60, duty paid. Asia Minor undoubtedly 
passed throngh a period of severe drought during 
this Spring, which nearly destroyed the Winter 
plantings in some districts, damaged them in all. and 
rendered it impossible to repair the loss by Spring 
sowings, which, in theirturn, also suffered severely. 
News from the inland provinces of Asia Minor 
comes slowly to hand. and shou'd be taken with a 
grain of salt, coming to us through the medinm of 
shippers and dealers in Smyrna and Constantino- 
ple. There can be no doubt the crop of opium 
this year is a small one; at first estimated to pro- 
dnce 2,400 cases, it is now confidently asserted there 
will not be over 1.800 cases. From the statistics 
given below, it will be seen that there are about 
7,581 cases for consumption this year; taking 
5,600 cases as the average of the crops for 17 vears 
to represent the annual consumption, there will re- 
main only 2.000 cases left to carry into next season. 
The market will pass through a critical time next 
Spring, for, as sometimes happens, one bad crop 
follows anather ; and if this occurs, extreme prices 
will have to he paid next year. 

Persian Opinm is not of much interest to the 
druggist, except as it bears npon morphine. When 
this variety was first introduced, it sold below the 
Smyrna variety ; but its richness in morphine soon 
hronght it to the notice of manufacturers, since 
when it has generally ruled from two shillings to 
four shillings over the current Turkey quality. 
At present it is selling at abont the same figures. 
It 1s thought holders must have bonght at low 
prices, and are satisfied to realize at current rates. 
The usage now is to sell it based on test of mor- 
phine. Difficult as it is to get reliable information 
of the crop in Turkey, it is much more so to get at 
that of Persia.

ALoEs.—The supply of all varieties has been abun-! 
dant and prices, which ruled very low, show little’ 
variation during the year. In July, 1886, Cape were 
quoted 616 cts., but they can now be obtained at 6 
cts. The imports from Curacoa were expected to de- 
cline, owing to the low and, it was said, unremuner- 
Ative prices realized here and in London, Arrivals, 
however, show but little falling off. 3,000 boxes or 
about 120 tons came to hand from June Ist, 1886, to 
July Ist, 1887, and were marketed at from 4 cts. to5 
ets. according to quality. Lately a considerable de- 
mand from Germany has been experienced, and an 
advance to 514 cts. for ordinary quality establiehed. 
Selected smooth fracture livery colored Curacoa 
Aloes bring up to 24 cts. in the London market. 
Witbin the last year or two some small lots of these 
Aloes in gourds appeared on the market, and found 
a ready sale, although of a peculiar reddish color. 
Only small arrivals of genuine Barbadoes in gourds 
took place, the price ruling downwards from 28 cts. 
to 20 cts.; the demand for this variety appears to be 
dying ont. 

The stock in London of all kinds of Aloes on June 
30th, 1887, was 4,382 cases ayainst 3.736 in 1886. The 
deliveries from London warehouses average be- 
tween fourand five thousand cages a year. 


Batsam Coparpa.—For a long time this article 
had been declining, and during the early part of 
1886 it reached very low figures both here and in 
Europe. It is evident that a serious decline in the 
production took place, as will be seen by the statis- 
tics of importation to New York, for the past four 
years.

It will be noticed that the greatest falling off is in 
the Central American variety. Indeed, of late years 
the balsam from Maranham, which has long been 
the most esteemed in England, has been increasing 
in favor here, as will be seen by the following report 
of the exports from that place. From 1883 to 1884, 
63 tons went to England and 4 tons to the United 
States: from 1884 to 1885 the figures were respect- 
ively 50 against 22 tons, and from 1885 to 1886 17 
against 17. Maracaibo balsam, which is the 
favorite in Germany, i not esteemed in this 
country; it generally arrives in a very dirty con- 
dition, mixed with mud and water, and this prob- 
ably creates some prejudice against it. The market 
price of Central American was down to 90cente in 
July, 1886, but, owing to short supplies, tops ad- 
ually advancing till 42 cents was reached in June, 
1887, when free arrivals taking place, a reaction set 
in, which was hastened by 90 cases of Maracaibo 
coming to hand in June, althongh Hambnrg buyers 
relieved our market of some of this, Central Amer- 
ican is now quoted 37 cents. Para and Maranham 
are generally about 4 cents dearer. Stocke are not 
large, and as arrivals appear to have ceased, it is 
thought the decline is checked. Angostura kind 
has been getting very scarce, and very little is offer- 
ing in our market. 


Batsam Toiv.—The United States being the 
largest consumer of this balsam, New York has 
now hecome the recognized market for it, taking 
precedence over London avd Hamburg. Had an 
outlet not been found in the manufacture of chew- 
ing gum, itis more than probable the production 
would have ceased,as only a few years ago there 
was sufficient stock in existence to enpply the ordi 
nary consumptive demand for several years ahead. 
This stock has been greatly encroached upon. al- 
though some large, high cost parcels are still held in 
London in the hope of some dav seeing it return to 
old time prices. The importations are keeping up 
well, for from January to June, 1887, 217 cases came 
to hand against 201 same period 1886. The average 
annnal import is about 40,000 pounds, Prices fell 
in 1885 to 33’rents; in May, 1886, it reached Ite lowest 
point, viz., 30 cents, since when a gradual improve- 
ment set in, 388 cents being present market price. 
Stocks are light here at the moment; shipments as 
they arrive meet ready sale ; and should we have to 
buy in Europe, higher prices wonld probably ensue. 

BavsaM Perv.—This time last year the market 
ruled at $1.10, which was considered a low figure, 
and has not varied much since; the quotation now 
being $1.15. In May large quantities were bonght 
in Hamburg on speculation, it was said by the im- 
porters, who probably had information that shi 
ments from the sonrce of supply would fall off; 
either their information was incorrect, the consamp- 
tive demand declined, or stocks in the varions cen- 
ters were heavier than wae anticipated, for little im- 
provercent in the position resulted from the opera- 
tion. Recent advices report the market in Euro 
as weak. The imports for 1886 were 7,000 pounds, 
against 8,000 in 1885, and from June Ist, 1886, to 
same time in 1887, 7,500 pounds. 

Batsam CaANapDa.—Owing to the moderate crop 
of 1886, the surplus of the previous years went into 
consamption, and very little was left to carry over. 
The price, which was $2.10 in July, 1886, rose to 
$3.25 in April, 1887, and at one time it was fea 
there would not be enough to meet the demand, fl 
the arrival of the new crop. This fear has been dis- 
pelled. The new balsam began to arrivein July, and 
although the cropie vepestes to be smail, no scarcity 
is expected. The market closes at $2 75. 

AssarceTipa.—No direct arrivals reached New 
York this year, and shipments to London would also 
appear to have reached alow ebb, as only 3 cases 
were reported as received theie during the first 6 
months of the present year. The stock in London 
was 597 cases on June 30th, 1887, against 1,200 in 
1886. The overproduction of the last 4 years would 
appear to have had its usual effect, and prices may 
now be cuppaped to have reached such a low level 
as to entirely prohibit the collection of the drug. 
The speculative movement which developed here in 
this article in 1884-1885 led to large importations 
and, it is presumed, heavy losses to the speculators.

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The average of the first four years shows an annual 
consumption of about 400 cases, while the average 
imports of the 7 years are equal to 600 cases. If the 
consumption does not exceed 400 cases a year, there 
must be about three years’ supply on hand at the 
present moment, and although it is difficult to get 
definite information about stocks here, it is well 
known they are heavy, considerable quantities being 
held by the speculators referred to. During the 
year the price has not varied much, ruling from 
8 cents to 10 cents, according to the quality. A 
speculator who holds about 300 cases made an as- 
signment lately, and until his stock is disposed of a 
cloud of uncertainty hangs over the position.

The price varied from 16\cts, in January, 1885, to 
22% cts, in June, 1886, for refined in barrels, and 
stands at the latter figure at present. Owing to the 
large demand during May and June of this year, 
and the inability of manufacturers to keep pace 
with their orders, prices were forced up to 27 Cts., 
but this was only temporary. It is impossible to 
tell what stock of crude is being carried here, for 
the arrivals go direct to the refiners; but it Is 
thought the supply is ample. In London the stock 
has fallen to nearly half what it was afew years 
ago,

Most of the crude camphor imported to New York 
is the product of Japan, which is considered the 
best. It is stated on trustworthy authority that the 
destruction of the camphor laurel has, for some 
time at least, been proceeding at a much faster rate 
in Japan than the raising of new trees, Japan 
yields three or four times more than Formosa, 
the source of the China camphor. In Formosait 
appears no efforts are made to replace the forests ; 
and recently the Chinese Government has taken 
control of the production, as a monopoly, with the 
result of an increasing output. Without any pro- 
vision for the future, it is only a question of time 
until the product of this country disappears from 
the market. 

Cusers.—For the period under review the fluctu- 
ations of cubebs have been wilder than usual, for, 
starting in July, 1886, at 85 cts. for oer the 
price went up to $1.50 in February, 1887, and then 
fell away to 80 cts. in June. Now the price is 
again on the upward grade, for lately $1.10 has been 
established as the market price, and higher rates 
are talked of. The new crop is ready for shipment 
from Java, from June to September, but it is ex- 
tremely difficult to obtain reliable information con- 
cerning it, It is generally thought, however, that 
this year’s crop will not exceed that of 1886. The 
imports were to June 30th, each year:

The stock in London on June 30th, 1887, was 143 
bags, against 104 in 1886, and 81 in 1885.

The 
smallness of the crop has made the article a favor- 
ite for speculators to *‘ corner’; and indeed the 
wide difference in quotations, often with short in- 
tervals only elapsing, renders it an article which 
the outside trade are chary of touching. ‘The culti- 
vation of cubebs in Ceylon has not proved a suc- 
cess. They grow well and fruit, but do not bear 
the kind of fruit the books say they should, al- 
though the director of the Botanic Gardens declares 
them to be genuine cubebs. 


VANILLA BEANs.—The reports in circulation for 
the last year or two about a great falling off in the 
crop of Vanilla Beans in Mexico, are not borne out 
by the statistics of imports for the past three 
years.

The average import for the four years previous to 
1886 being about 90,000 lbs, per year. It would 
appear, therefore, that not to shortage of the crop, 
but to largely increased consumption and competi- 
tion among importers, vying with each other in cee. 

In 1886 
the total imports were valued at $422,831, or $4.25 
perlb. To June 30th, 1887, the value entered was 
$775,423, or $5.65 per lb. Within the last twelve 
months considerable arrivals of Bourbon beans 
were offered in the New York market. With the 
price about half that of Mexican, it is thought the 
may intime prove a serious competitor, even al- 
though it is generally admitted the flavor is not 
nearly so fine as Mexican. The price of Mexican 
in July, 1886, ran from $5.50 to $10, according 
to quality; in September, $7 to $15 was established, 
closing lower, viz., $6.50 to $12. Bourbon beans 
ranged from $4.50 to $5 during same period.

France being the only buyer, The cultivation of 
the Vanilla plant appears to be progressing very 
satisfactorily in Ceylon, one planter being re- 
ported to have fertilized no less than 3,000 flowers, 
and ten acres of ground are under cultivation at 
another plantation. Vanilla Beans would have been 
higher if it had not been for the introduction of the 
artificially prepared Vanilline, which takes its 
place to a considerable extent, as proved by its in- 
creasing importation. 

Tonca BEANS.-—The stock of Angostura being 
well under control, the price has not varied much 
during the past 12 months, In December last a 
reduction of 10 cents to 20 cents per lb, was made 
on large lots. The jobbing price at present is $1.25 
to $1.40, according to quality, against $1.35to $1.65 
same period in 1886. The beans grow wild in the 
forests of Venezuela, and it is said almost unlimited 
supplies can be collected, but since 1883 the collee- 
tion has become a monopoly, with an export duty 
of 10 cents per lb. levied by the Government. The 
crop of 1886 was the largest for a great number of 
years, being said to be over 350,000 lbs.

Orro or Roses.—The United States is a large con- 
sumer of Otto Roses, taking about half the annual 
production of Bulgaria,’‘presuming only pure Otto is 
imported. The consumption appears to vary very 
little, the average import being about 30,000 ozs. per 
annum. The crop in Turkey is liable to great varia- 
tion; thus in 1885 it reached 75,000 ozs. while in 1882 
it was only 25,000 ozs. ‘The total production of Bul- 
garia has begn estimated as follows:

Cop LIVER O1..—The fishing in Norway gener- 
ally begins in January, at Lofoden, and extends into 
April when the fish are to be found further north. 
This year, owing to continuous storms, the fishing 
was greatly delayed, and at one time it was thought 
the catch would be a failure. The Lofoden fishin 
up to February 12th had yielded only 4,730 barrels 0 
Oil, compared with 15,708 in 1886, and 19,360 in 
1885. High prices were demanded for the new Oil, 
but the fishing of three previous years having been 
very successful, there were large stocks of old Oil 
to be carried over in Hamburg and London, and 
the large buyers decided to delay their purchases 
until the result of the Finmarken season was known, 
The season there lasts into June, and generally 
yields a smaller quantity and poorer quality than 
that made at Lofoden; the catch turned out 
better than expected, viz., 4,000 barrels against

In July, 
1886, the market was 8 cents, but owing to the 
action of an importing house, who were advised by 
their Mexican correspondents that a scarcity of the 
article might be expected, an attempt was made to 
‘corner’ this and the Hamburg market, and the 
yrice in August went up to 10 cents; shortly after 
arge parcels arrived to outside parties and the 
market declined to 7% cents and 8 cents, at which 
it remains. New York has become the distributing 
point for this article, the great bulk of the arrivals 
being shipped to Europe.

HonDURAS SARSAPARILLA.—New York - still 
maintains its position as the principal market of 
the world for this article. There appears to have 
been considerable over-production in Central 
America, for arrivals os 1886, and up to the 
present, have been large, and prices, especially for 
common grades, tended downwards all along. The 
brands which sold at 30 cts. and 32 cts. in 1886, are 
offering to-day at 24 cts., but if true that these fig- 
ures leave no profit to the shippers, an improvement 
may be looked for when the stock gets somewhat 
reduced. The sales during 1886 were 2,240 bales, 
the great bulk being for export. The stock Janu- 
ary Ist, 1887, was 803 bales; but on June 30th this 
had been reduced to 630 bales. Lately an article 
has been imported from Tampico, rolled and baled 
to look like Honduras sarsaparilla, but it can be 
easily distinguished from the genuine article, being 
woody and not starchy inside, It can be sold for 
20 cts. per lb. 

TarTaric Acip.—No alteration has taken place 
in the combination price, which has ruled at 44 cts, 
for crystals, and 45 cts. for powder throughout the 
year, ‘The import duty of 10 cts. effectually shuts 
out foreign competition, but it may be worth noting 
that the European markets are declining. The price 
in London, July, 1886, was one shilling and eight 
pence (40 cts.); in June, 1887, it had declined to one 
shilling and seven pence (38 cts.). 

Citric Acip.—Although there is a protective 
tariff of 10 cts. per lb., the domestic manufacturer 
is unable to supply the demand, as will be seen by 
the following importations to June 30th, each year:

held in Messena; indeed, it was a scare amongst the 
holders there in February last which gave the mar- 
ket its downward tendency. The price in London 
in July, 1886, was two shillings and four and a 
half pence (54 cts.), and in July, 1887, one shilling 
and eight pence halfpenny (39 cts.). It is reported 
that a new factory is soon to be started in New York 
for making this article. 

CascARA SAGRADA BarK.—This drug has come 
greatly into use within the last few years, and its 
popularity appears to be spreading at home and 
abroad, large quantities being taken for export. The 
market is supplied from the Pacific Coast, via San 
Francisco. 

Borax.—The market for Borax was greatly de- 
pressed during the Fall of last year, and had fallen 
to 534 cents in December. In January a consider- 
able advance was brought about in the European 
markets and, without apparent reason, it communi- 
cated itself to ours. With higher rates of freight 
from California, the advance to 63¢ cents was easily 
maintained, Lately the market has been somewhat 
weaker, for 6 cents is quoted. 

CHAMOoMILES, BetGiaAN. — During the twelve 
months the price of the flowers ranged low, opening 
in July, 1886, at 12 cents, and closing in 1887 at 15 
cents. The reports of the new crop are conflicting 
It is later in arriving than usual, and it is stated that 
unfavorable weather has injured it. Some parcels, 
for which high figures were asked, were withdrawn 
from the Hamburg market, while here old crop 
flowers are quoted 30 cents, and new to arrive 35 
cents. 

GLYcERINE.—Owing to the large advance in the 
rice, this article attracted a great deal of attention 
ast Autumn. The price of refined, white 30°, in 
June, 1886, was 16 cents, but by January it had 
reached 26 cents in cans; for the last three months, 
24 cents has ruled. No satisfactory explanation of 
the rise being forthcoming, it was naturally attrib- 
uted to speculation at the other side, and some 
well informed houses here fought against the ad- 
vance, but without avail. As Winter approaches, 
the tendency of the market is to go up, and as the 
foreign markets for crude are hardening, prices are 
firm.

It 
has been repeatedly stated that such prices did not 
pay the sanhare, and certainly some of them have 
given up the business; but as owing to the compe- 
tition of Safrol the export trade in this Oil has 
greatly fallen off, there appears to_be enough sent 
from the South to meet the present demand.

leaves, that a year ago would not bring much more 
than half that price. The shortage is attributed to 
drought. A second, but smaller crop cau be gathered 
in September, and no doubt, stimulated by high 
prices, as much will be collected as possible. 


Gum Arasic.—Although it is reported commu- 
nications have been opened with the upper Nile, 
only very small quantities of this Gum arrives at 
Cairo ; lately the whole stock there was 15 cases of 
Turkey, held for absurdly high figures. The navi- 
gation of the river will admit of better communica- 
tion in October ; but supplies are expected to be 
small for a long time yet ; still prices are so high, 
that any arrivals would have a tendency to reduce 
present quotations, The scarcity of Arabic has 
caused larger quantities of Senegal and white Senari 
to be used. Opening at 80 cts. in July, No. 1 
picked Arabic advanced to 92 cts. in December.

Since the manufacture of Cocaine has assumed 
such large proportions, there has been considerable 
interest taken in this article. In 1884 prices ruled 
so high that a great stimulus was given tothe im- 
portation, and by June, 1886, our market was ylutted 
with supplies costing high figures. The Hambur; 
market at the same time was weighed down wit 
the large stock of 125,000 lbs., for which there ap- 
peared to be no outlet, as the large cocaine makers 
in Germany had taken to using the crude alkaloid 
imported from Peru. Fully half the total stock 
was composed of the light green Truxillo leaves, 
which, costing the highest in South America, were 
discarded by most of the manufacturers as not suit- 
able for cocaine making. As might be expected, 
the market here and in Hamburg broke in Septem- 
ber, very low prices were reached, goods costing im- 

rters and holders 50 cents and 60 cents, sold 

‘or 15 cents and 25 cents., and the great bulk of the 
stock changed hands, 70,000 Ibs. of the pick of the 
Hamburg stock finding its Le to New York. 

The market shortly afterwards ruled at about 30 cts.

Ercot.—When it became definitely known that 
the Russian crop of Ergot in 1886 was a failure, it 
was thought very high prices would result. But as 
the supply from Spain was ample for all require- 
ments, very little speculation was developed, and 
the market presented rather a tame appearance com- 
pared with former vears. There has been very little 
variation in price, 35 cents being about the average 
quotation of the yeur, the greatest fluctuations not 
being more than five cents either way. The market 
is at present firm.

CANTHARIDES.—The crop of Russian in 1886 was, 
at the time of collection, reported to be very short, 
and although this was by no means the case, the 
great bulk was rapidly bought up by dealers here 
and in Hamburg, at high prices. Owing to these 
reports, the market here rose to $2 in August for 
old stock; but with the arrival of the new flies, 
prices began to weaken in October, and kept slowly 
declining throughout the year, $1.60 being asked in 
July. The collection of this year’s crop com- 
menced in June, and recent Russian advices speak 
of a shortage; still no definite information has 
reached our market up to this; but it looks as if 
high rates will again prevail, for cables from Ham. 
burg report a speculative movement on foot there.

The course of the market for Native Orange Shel- 
lac has been steadily downward during the year.

TINNEVELLY SENNA.—The stock in London, the 
principal market of the world for Senna, fell from 
1,520 bales in July, 1885, to 440 in 1886; as most of 
what was left was so inferior as to be unsalable, 
high prices were easily maintained, and in August 
and September they also advanced here, selling at 
from 14 to 25 cts., according to quality, the latter 
price for ordinary fair. The markets being bare of 
stock, all parcels arriving were eagerly competed 
for, and only lately has any decline been seen, the 
price closing at 10 to 18 cts. The stock in London 
increased to 626 bales in July, 1887, but is still much 
below the average. 

JaLaP.—In July, 1886, the price for prime goods 
was 12 cts. The market declined during September 
to 11 cts.; but towards the end of the year the prin- 
cipal holder advanced his price to 12 cts., and then 
to 15 cts.; during the early part of this year it con- 
tinued high, but when arrivals of the new crop took 
place in May, prices fell to 11 cts. at which they re- 
main. Stock here is much smaller than last year, 
the imports showing a large falling off; and as no 
further arrivals are expected from Mexico before 
next Spring, it is probable the market will again 
rise when the season of demand sets in.

Castor O1w.—Owing to the combination of the 
manufacturers, the price of Castor Oil has been kept 
steady throughout the year. The price of East In- 
dian Oil is lower than ever before, but the protect- 
ive duty, equal to 175% on the present cost of Castor 
Oil in England, is only high enough to keep it out ; 
for even with this enormous duty, it could be laid 
down in New York at the manufacturers’ present 

rice. The meagre profit they allow tothe jobber for 
fandiing the goods, and the high protection afforded 
them, ought to enable the manufacturers to declare 
large dividends, 

SERPENTARIA.— The speculative dealers in Texas 
who controlled the production in 1885 and 1886, and 
tried to keep the price at about 40 cents, were left 
with heavy stocks on their hands, which they have 
notas yet been able to dispose of. In July, 1886, 
the market was40 cents, but some of the holders, 
foreseeing the inevitable break in prices, let go 
their stock, and 35 cents was the price in Decem- 
ber. The market kept tending downward, and 
with the arrival of new root in May, 25 cents was 
reached; in June the market was 23 cents, and 
now there is a tendency to slightly higher rates.

As nothing has been 
heard of supplies from Canada this year, It 1- 
thought they have been diverted to nearer markets 
to appear here afterwards as Minnesota root. 
Ipecac Root.—On account of a virulent out 
break of cholera on the River Plate, communica 
tion with the Brazilian Province of Matto Grosso 
where the bulk of this drug is collected, was cu 
off last Winter for several months, and no stock 
being available at Rio, consumers had to depend o1 
what was held here and in Europe. The stock it 
London had fallen to the small quantity of 50 0 
60 Ceroons in January, when prices began to ad 
vance rapidly. This was warranted by the statis 
tical position of the drug, the consumption of whic! 
is about 500 Ceroons yearly. Our market followe 
London, From 80 cents in December the price wen 
to $1.10, and $1.60 was reached in April. In Ma 
shipments of 36 bales were made from here to Lon- 
don, and the remaining stock here, being conce! - 
trated in one hand, the price was advanced to 32.2. 
In the meantime, the quarantine in Brazil wa 


raised; in June arrivals began to take place ip 
London, and the market to decline ; on August Is!, 
the stock there was 191 Ceroons, with more reportet 
onthe way. The market closes with $1.35 ask«d

Ou PEPPERMINT.—Before the new crop came on 
the market in 1886, it was reported by bear oper- 
ators that the crop would be the largest ever known, 
and it was predicted prices to the growers would be 
$2. Stocks being very small, and the crop being 
in reality only an ordinary one, their views were not 
realized; for, taking the average price paid to the 
farmers from August to December, when the bulk 
of the crop changed hands, they got from $2.75 to 
$3, according to quality, in Wayne Co., N. Y., and 
$2.50 to $2.75 in Michigan. The market for 
prime Wayne Co. Oil, n tins, ruling in New York, 
during the same time, from $2.85 to $3.10. Owing 
tothe extensive mixing and dementholizing car- 
ried on in Michigan (one dealer being arrested for 
the fraud), there exists a prejudice against Oil com- 
ing from the West. There is no reason why _ this 
should be, The plants are the same as in New York 
State, and if the same care and honesty in_ growing, 


distilling and dealing wer displayed, the result 
ought to be as pure Oil as Wayne Co. This inferior 
and mixed Oil, coming on the market in the 
early part of this year in considerable quan- 
tity, aided by the general dullness of the de- 
mand, started prices downward, at first grad- 


ually, but lately, the bear contingent being again 
at work, a rapid decline has been seen, viz., April 
$3, June $2.90, July $275; while so called prime 


Wayne Co. Oil is quotedless. This year it is also 
reported the crop will be immense; but such state- 
ments are not borne out by the facts. It is un- 
doubtedly true the crop in the West has suffered 
materially from the severe drought which pre- 


vailed there allthe Summer, while in Wayne Co., al- 
though the crop will be a fair one, it will not be 
more than last year. Reports are also at the pres- 
ent time being circulated that American Oil is 
likely to be driven out of consumption by the 
cheaper product of Japan. Any judge of the arti- 
cle, who has compared the two, must admit the 
great inferiority of the latter; its cheapness cannot 
get rid of its bitter and unpleasant taste, which 
quite unfits it for confectionery. It has been sta- 
ted also that our exports were falliug off; this is 
not so, as the following will show:

it being admitted, at same time, that never before 
have stocks in Europe been so light as at present. 
In 1880 there was a stock of 4.500 cases H. G. 
Hotchkiss Oil in London; to-day there are not 250. 
Such reports to the detriment of a product of our 
country are, to say the least, unpatriotic. 

Mencury.—This article ranged from 54 to 50 
cts. during the twelve months ending June 30th, 
closing at the lower figure, but with a prospect of 
higher rates.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON COMMERCIAL TRAY- 
ELERS. 

Mr. President and Gentlemen:—Your com- 
mittee have to report that they have done but 
littleorno work. Such interests as directly 
concern the commercial travelers, they ably 
take care of themselves; those that concern the 
employer, invite your serious cousiJeration. 

The former reports of yourcommittee on 
commercial travelerr, have well and thorough- 
ly covered the whole ground of what should be 
the character and qualifications Of your sales- 
men, the best system of compensation, what 
were their duties ir selling, collecting, and also 
as to their expenses. 

We call your attention to the opinion of the 
chairman of your lest committe, as expressed 
in the concluding paragraph of his report: 
“The number of commercial travelers must be 
reduced and the territory restricted to that 
which in the present state of business, will net 
a profit to the employer.” 

If there has been anything done by members 
of this association toward carrying out this ob- 
ject, your committee are not aware of it. If it 
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can be accomplished it would result in great 
pecuniary gains to all. Can it be?is the ques- 
tion. 

The jobber who is doing a one hundred 
thousand dollar busincss, being dissatisfied 
because his expenses are so near his 
profits, naturally thinks that if he could 
only do ten or twenty thousand dollars 
more his business would be very satisfactory, 
and so he must have another commercial trav- 
eler, or issue low ard unremunerative prices 
in order to get the additional amount of sales; 
and having gotten them, finds he is no better 
off than before; his extra expenses have ab- 
sorbed the additional profits, and leaves him in 
the same dilemma as before, 

The jobber, also, who is doing a five-hun- 
dred-thousand-dollar business, is in the same 
situation and tries to solve the problem in the 
same way, with like results. And so itis with 
the jobber with his more than two-million- 
dollars sale—not enough profit for expense. 
and he must do more, and the commercial 
traveler is called on—until one house is credited 
with saying they were going to have fifty sales- 
men for 1887; but we think they reconsidered it 
before they got quite that number. 


We cannot reduce our force of travelers un- 
less competitors do theirs; nor can one city 
reduce her force, to have the ground more 
thoroughly canvassed by competing cities; 
hence, the reduction must be, if at all, uni- 
versal. 

Now, cannot each firm represented in this 
association, which employs eight travelers, re- 
duce that Bumber to six for 1888, and larger 
firms, or those doing a larger business, reduce 
their number in like proportion? And to that 
end we earnestly recommend the following for 
your action: 


Resolved, That we believe it better for the 
welfare of the drug trade, that the number uf 
traveling salesmen be reduced twenty-five 
per cent., and that each firm be re- 
quested to report to the chairman of Com- 
mittee on Commercial Travelers tbe number of 
salesmen now employed, and state if they will 
consent to the twenty-five per cent reduction 
for ’88, provided it be done by members of the 
associxtion generally. The committee to be 
instructed to notify each member by Decem- 
ber ist of the resu t,and if a large majority ex- 
press a desire to aci, then the Chairman is em- 
powered to instruct each firm what number of 
travelers they are entitled to for ’88, under 
the resolution, and this not later than Decem- 
ber 15th, 87.

(Report read by Secretary as follows :) 
REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TRANSPORTATION. 


Mr. President and Gentlemen: 

In addition to securing reduced rates for 
members attending the convention of the as- 
sociation, your committee was asked to con- 
sider and report upon the following subjects: 

First—The Inter-State Commerce Law. 

Second—Tariff rates on drugs and heavy 
goods. 

Third~—The opening of goods in transit by 
railway inspectors, for the purpose of rectify- 
ing errors in classification. 


THE INTER STATE COMMERCE LAW. 

Your committee uddressed a circuiar letter to 
the members of the association, upon the sub- 
ject of the Inter-State Commerce Law, and re- 
ceived quite a general response thereto. With 
but few exceptions, the replies uniformly were 
in favor of the law. It is, of course, too early 
at this time to make a full report on the practi- 
cal working of such measure, or as to the re- 
sults attajned already, or likely to be attained 
in the future. It required many years of 
investigation, consideration and agitation 
throughout the country and .in Corgress, be- 
fore its passage was secured. 

The interests affected by it are far reaching 
and complicated. It will require, therefore, a 
onger time than has elapsed before we can 
ldraw our conclusion, or reach a definite de- 
termination as to its full merits and enforce- 
ment. Some things, however,seem to be now 
settled. The law having been passed, it is pre- 
sumed that a necessity for it xisted. Noar- 
gument need now be made initsfavor. The 
burden is now cast upon those who oppose its 
provisions to show that itis wrong and should 
be repealed. Many of the objections urged by 
the railroad companies and others against its 
Passage seem now to be abandoned or over- 
come. The power of Congress under the con- 
stitution to enact a law governing Inter-State 
commerce seems now to be conceded. The 
claim that it would introduce new and burden- 
some doctrines into the law governing com- 
mon carriers has lost its force when it is found 
that the essential features of the act are but a 
repetition of the principles of the common law 
and such as the courts have always maip- 
tained. “id 
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“Railroads are made for the people, and not 
the people for the railroads.’”” “The very defi- 
nition of a ‘common carrier’ excludes the right 
to grant monopolies or to give special or un 
equal preferences.” 

It was further contended that the bill, if 
passed, would work ruin to both railroads and 
shippers; would stop all further construction 
or extensions of railroads; would prcduce 
endless uncertainty, disputes and litigation; 
could not be enforced, and would become 
practically a “dead letter” on the statute book. 

Sufficienttime has already passed, to show 
that these predictione were groundless, or the 
evils to be expected, much exaggerate). No 
serious result to the mercantile community or 
to the railroads, have thus far been experienced. 
If equality in the matter of transportation, as 
in political rights. isthe true principle to be 
adopted and maintained, we may safely assert 
that great good hasalready come to individuals, 
industries and places, against which, hitherto, 
there were unjust discriminations. 

Your committee congratulate this associa- 
tion, that attwo or three successive conven- 
tions, it has placed itself on record as favoring 
honest and impartial treatment of shippers by 
the railroads, that it alded to some extent in 
arousing public sentimentto the injustice, in- 
equalities and extortions prevailing in the sys- 
tem of railroad transportation, and ther by in 
procuring the enactment of this law. 

It is with pleasure, therefore, that we can at 
this early date after its passage. put on record 
our approval of its provisions, our belief in 
its practical workings and our faith 
in the ultimate benefits to be gained 
by its honest and thorough enforcement. 

Tariff rates— Your committce were unable to 
effect any change in the tariff rates on drugs 
and heavy goods, at the present time. 

Opening of goodsin transit.—Your commit- 
tee find upon investigation, that this practice 
on the part of railroad inspectors is confined 
almost exclusively to packages that bear on 
their face evidence of having been shipped un- 
der a wrong classification, or for the purpose 
of getting a lower rate, than the contents are 
entitled to. 

Restricted to such examination, it is not seen 
how such practice can work any harm. or be 
any great burden or injury to the shipper. 
This association should favor in all ways the 
strictest honesty in shipments. It should in- 
vite, rather than oppose any reasonable sys- 
tem of inspection, adopted by the transporta- 
tion companies; until therefore your commit- 
tee is advised of some greater evil than it is 
informed now exists, relative to this matter we 
cannot censure if we do not in all things ap- 
prove a reasonable examination ty inspectors, 
of the goods consigned to the common carriers 
for shipment. Respectfully submitted,

The President—You have heard the [report, 
and it will take the regular course. Before call- 
ing upon the last of our regular standing com- 
mittees, the committee on fraternal relations, 
I willask if Mr. C, Richardson, or any other 
member of the committee to interview the 
castor oil manufacterers is prepared to report? 

Mr. Richardson—I was not aware any report 
was expected, andIdo not know as there is 
any full report of your cummittee. Your com- 
mittee took the matter in charge and after 
considerable correspondence in order to inter- 
view the manufacturers were unable to secure 
their co-operation. They could not arrive at 
a solution of the difficulty owing to there being 
several grades of oil on the market, and not 
knowing to what extent or how long they 
would be able to maintain the pool which ex- 
isted. 

Mr. John McKesson—I was requested by some 
members of that committee, Mr. President, to 
wait upon the New York manufacturers and 
ask them if a better margin of profit might 
not be allowed in jobbing out their goods. I 
saw & number, and I could get no answer from 
them then. They said they would take the 
matter under consideration, and shortly after 
coming to attend this meeting, I sent a written 
communication calling the same questions up 
before them again, and I received this letter in 
reply: 

NEw YORK, Aug. 18, 1887. 
Mr. John McKesson, Jr.: 

DEAR Sir—Referring to yours of 17th inst., 
to-day at hand, we would state that our idea 
always has been to protect the wholesale drug 
trade in handling our castor oil; and we have, 
therefore, always strictly adhered for a long 
time to the difference of one-half cent per 
pound between ten-case lots and smaller quan- 
tities. But we regret to say that the drug 
trade in very many cases do rot avail them- 
selves of this protection which we endeavor to 
give them, as we have heard of numerous 
cases where they sell castor oil in less than ten- 
case lots, and even in single-cage lots, at almost 
the price at which we sell it to them in ten-case 
lots. So that it occurs to us that if the differ- 
ence in price were made more than a halfa 
cent, it would result not in their getting the 
higher price, but in their selling their trade at 
just about the ten-case price, as they do now in 
many cases. If, however, the sentiment of the 
trade is that a larger difference should be made 
between smaller quantities and ten-case lote, 
we beg to say that, as far as we are concerned, 
we would not stand in the way of some such 
arrangement, provided the other manufactur- 
ers in this country would do the same, as our 
policy is always to endeavor to satisfy our cus- 
tomers, if possible, f 
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We take it that this is what you desire: 
namely, an expression on our part of how we 
would regard such a change, as, of cours, it 
would be impossiblo for us to do this unless all 
the other manufacturers of the United States 
did the same way.

Mr. W. D. Blanding—I have not had the op- 
bortunity of consulting with any of the mem- 
bers of that committee. Although we havea 
large committee, the report is short. 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE? ON FRATERNAL RELA- 
TIONS. 

The committee on fraternal relations was 
first appointed at Cleveland in 182, since which 
time we have had yearly reports that were val- 
uable. The committees in the past, by their 
attendance at the meetings of the retailers and 
the respective pharmaceutical associations of 
the United States, have done mush by their 
words fitly spoken, to disabuse our friends of 
the retail trade of the idea that the National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association is a monop- 
oly seeking their own interests only, but that 
we are working for one common good, striving 
to elevate the trade, creating a demand fora 
better class of goods and honest methods of 
doing business. While the cutter bas not 
ceaged in our land, the experience of one of the 
leading firms in our country in that line will 
not tend to their increase. It has not been the 
privilege of the chairman to attend any of the 
meetings of the retail trade, except that of the 
Rhode Island Pharmaceutical Association, 
where he was kindly received, and trusts we 
may see a representative from that body with 
us at our meetings. 

Ifthe wholesalers and retailers were thrown 
together socially more often, so that we might 
know more of each other, it would tend much 
to the mutual advantage of each, and well may 
we say “let brotherly love continue.” 

The President—This is the last reportof our 
standing committees and will take the usual 
course. We now enter upon another order of 
business and a very interesting one. We shall 
have the pleasure of listening to the re- 
port of our committee for the nomination of 
officers for the ensuing year, and of which Mr. 
Daniel Myers of Cleveland is the chairman. 


ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 

Mr. Daniel Myers— Mr. President, your com- 
mittee have been somewhat embarrassed in 
their labors. It has been the custom heretofore 
to select the chief officers from among the 
members residentin the city of our meeting. 
Gathered together, as we are upon this occa- 
sion, is the Athens of America, it is nota mat- 
ter of wonder that we were at a loss in making 
a@ choice, surrounded as we were by such a 
grand array of presidential! timber. (Applause.) 
Your committee, therefore, acting upon the 
suggestion of Mr. Carter as voicing the senti- 
ment of the trade in this city, would respect- 
fu.ly and unanimously report as follows:

The President—I will appoint ex-President 
Richardson of St. Louis, and ex-President 
Arthur Peter of Louisville, to conduct the 
president-elect to the chair.

President elect Cutler—Fellow members of 
the National Wholesale Druggista’ Ags ciation: 
I first have to remark that among so much 
good timber it is a surprise to me that our 
Nominating Committee should have selected 60 
poor a stick. { wish from the bottom of my 
heart, gentlemen, I cou!d say to you, **Yours 
with thanks.”

Mr. Shoemaker—This is really not a report to 
the association, but an address supplementary 
to the report that was read this morning. 
ADDRESS OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS OF THE 


DRUGGISTS’ MUTUAL FIRL INSURANCF 
COMPANY. 
Mr. President and Gentlemen:— 

The board cf directors of the Druggists’ 
Mutual Fire Insurance Company desire to add 
to the full and able report prepared by the 
chairman of the special eommittee on Insur- 
ance, the result of their experience, in the work 
assigned them. 

Immediately after the procurement of the 
charter, energetic steps were taken to commece 
ective business at the earl est possible day. 

Committees were appointed to select a proper 
otlice, procure a corporate seal, to look for and 
report a candicate for the responsible office of 
permanent secretary, and do such other things 
as would be proper for the best interests of the 
company. 

Notwithstanding the urgency with which de- 
finite action by your association was recom- 
mended; and the faithful, industrious per- 
formance of its duties by your committee; 
the Board of Directors of the insurance com- 
pany are forced to the conclusion that the 
need of its organization was felt only within a 
1 mited circle. This woulé appear conclusive 
from the comparatively few responses received 
by your committee t» the copies of the ad- 
dress mailed to all the wholesale drug gists of 
the United States, announcing the completion 
of its work, which also very fully explained 
the plan of organization. 


Accompanying this were blank forms for 
subscriptions to the Advance Premium fund, 
and application for insurance in the new com- 
pany. Of subscriptions to the Advance Pre- 
mium fund, there has, thus far, been twenty- 
three thousand five hundred dollars received: 
This amount has been made up from the fol- 
lowing cities, named in the order of their 
amounts and dates, commencing with the

Thus it will be seen that there exists no evi- 
dence of such enthusiasm in the trade as to lead 
the officers of the company to believe that the 
minimum amount necessary to commence 
business with ($50,000) will be subscribed at an 
early day, nor that the drigrists generally are 
80 anxious to avail themselves of the benefits 
of mutual insurance as to hasten with their 
applications to this company. 


This emphasizes the conviction that even the 
mutual fire insurance business, like all other 
kinds of business, must be canvassed for. That 
canvassing means additional expense. We can 
theorize as we will, and write circulars—which 
probably will not be read—about the folly of 
compelling an additional -~pense which helps 
to curtail the profit intended to be distributed 
among the insured, the naked facta remain, 
that if business is to be obtained, the expense 
of seeking it, by whateyer means or channels, 
must be incurred. 

The board of directom are confronted with 
two embarrassments, which would very ser- 
fously impede tle successtul Progress of the 
company,if not utterly discourage the man- 
agement at the start. The first inference from 
the resolution authorizing the special com- 
mittee on insurance is that this should b>a 
company for the insurance of wholesal» drug- 
giste alone. 

Not only is that field limited to contracted 
boundaries, but within it are, no doubt, many 
ricks that a prudent mutual fire insurance 
company would refus : to write, 

To benefit the mutually insured a boundless 
fleld of selec’ed risks should be at its command. 

The cultivation of that field is wisely pro- 
vided for in this company’s charter. 


It remains for you to indorse such manifestly 
proper extension of the company’s limits. 


So fully is this province of mutual insurance 
recognized that an insurance agent recently 
remarked: A prevailing sentiment was grow- 
ing among the stock companies that the rapid 
increase of their loss ratio was due to the ab- 
sorbtion of many of the first class risks by the 
mutual companies, thus leaving a large per- 
centage of the cullings for the stock companies 
to bear the burden of. 


The second embarrassment ‘gs the limit of ex- 
pense named in that resolution, 


As the report of the speciai committee on in- 
surance very justly recommends, that limita- 
tion should be removed. Such a consideration 
could very properly be left to the discretion of 
the management, whose interests is entirely in 
the direction of conducting the business of the 
company for the profit its mutual members or 
policy holders. 

The underteking which this board of directors 
is asked to assume is one of no ordinary char- 
acter. They are looked for by the trade for as- 
s stence in obtaining relief from what some 
find to be aserious burden. and yet the cir- 
cumstances which compel this load (or in other 
words the character of the risk and the public 
equipment for subduing fires) may be such as 
to deter this company—whose policy is to en- 
deavor to select good risks only—from incur- 
ring the h»zard that would tend toward the 
sought for relief. Another obstacle that this 
company will meet, in the endeavor to operate 
at small expense, is the adverse legislation ex- 
isting in some of the states against companies 
located outeide of their state lines. 


A notapie example of this is the insurance 
law of Tennessee, which not only denies to its 
citizen the power to collect his insurance, but 
also infil cts upon him fine and imprisonment 
for placing his insurance in companies which 
have not complied with the laws of that State, 
unless he has exhausted all of the resources at 
his command within the State. 

This company, orgavized with a view of 
reaching the drug trade throughout the United 
States, wi. therefore be likely to seriously feel 
the embarrassment of this adverse State legis- 
lation. 

The unexpected tardiness of the trade In sub- 
scribing to the “Advance Premium Fund” 
made it obvious to the Board, that it would be 
unwise to incur apy expense which could be 
avoided. Therefore no office has been rented 
and no salaried ufficers appointed, nor has any 
part of the subscriptions been accepted in caah, 
in order to avoid an interest indebtedness, 
The Board are conscious of having f \ithfully 
performed the duties assigned them, and it 
now remains largely with this association

WEDN _SDAY EVENING SESSION. 


The President called the meeting to order at 
8:30. Ladies were invited tu the meeting. 

The President—The special order of Lusi- 
ness for this evening ia the board of control's 
report and recommendations in regard to the 
proprietary committee’s report; Mr. Olcott, of 
New York, is chairman. 

Mr, Olcott—Before taking up this special 
business, which was the order for this even- 
ing, I think it is proper on behalf of the board 
of control to call your attention to one fact. 
Their first duty is to receive all reports after 
presentation; to receive the reports of all 
grievances, infractions of rules, or complaints, 
which shall be reported to them, addressed in 
the handwri<ing of the chairman. During the 
year now past uo complaint has been made, 
which I take to be very good proof that the 
first reason for the being of this association is 
to create permanent good feeling and to dis- 
courage and to discourage any feeling of j-al- 
ousy is largely accomplished. The first matter 
to be brought up is this yery able report of 
the committee on proprietary articles, and I 
am instructed by the board of control to re- 
port it back, with the recommendation that 
the resolutions be adopted. 

Mr. O:cott—These resolutions, perhaps, could 
be acted upon separately. The resolutions 
themselves were drawn up by the committee 
on proprietary articles, and are unanimously 
recommended by the board of control. 

Mr. A. Peter—Will the secretary kindly read 
the firat resolution? 

The secretary read the first resolution, 

Mr. A. Peter—I move for the adoption of that 
resolution, 

Motion seconded. 

Mr. Myers—I have a few remarks to make 
on that subject from the trade, and I have no 
doubt that the proprietors that are present 
would be gisd to hear our views on that sub- 
ject. I remember well, a number of years ago, 
when we first interviewed the proprietors to 
try and persuade them to adopt this new sys- 
tem of rebate or contract system, that about 
the only thing we had to offer them in return 
for adopting thy new system which revolution- 
ized their business completely, was the protec- 
tion we could give them by the diecouraging of 
the sale of simulated articles, and various pro- 
prietary articles that were then floating around 
the market. The proprietors throughout the 
country have generally responded to the wishes 
of this association, and the very least we can do 
in response is to protect them unitedly and 
heartily ia discouraging the gale of all articles 
infringing upon their trade mark rights, or any 
article that deprives them of the fullreturn fur 
the large amount of money they expend annu- 
ally in advertising the sale of their articles. 


We are all aware that the moment a pro- 
prietor is successful in creating a large demand 
for any article under any particular name, ina 
very short time the country is fluoded with a 
lot of articies that are very similar in name, 
and it requires but very little thought on the 
part of the tradeof the country to discover 
that an effort is being made “to reap where 
they have 1 ot sown,” and to deprive a legiti- 
mate preprietor of realizing the full benefit of 
his trade mark rights and the capital he has ex- 
pending in advertising. 

The motion was now called for, put and 
carried. 

Mr. A. Peter—I call for the reading of the 
second resolution. 

(The secretary here read the second resolu- 
tion.) 

Mr. A. Peters—I move the aioption of that 
resolution. 

Mr. Richardson—I wish to say a word in re- 
gard to that resolution with which I had 
something to do in framing. Aithough Mr. 


termine a counterfeit article, I have myself 
been more than once puzz +d and found myself 
to be in the wrong. The obj-ct of the resolu 

tion which has just been read is simply this: If 
there is any class of men who will be aware 
of an infricagement upon their own personal 
rights, it will be the proprietors of the article 
that is infringed upon, and to prevent mistakes 
or embarrassments—embarrassments that are 
large and threatening among the large dealers 
of the country in proprietary goods—I think 
this committce which is asked for, is the only 
sure and appropria’e remedy, Let the associa- 
tion of proprietors notify us the moment an 
articleis infringed upon-and I will instance 
one to illustrate: We have recently been pro- 
hibited by the manufacturers of Warner's Safe 
Cure from selling another liver and kidney 
cure, under the penalty of being deprived of 
those goods, which is equivalent to the shut- 
ting of our houses. In the meantime there is 
no authority to settle the question at all. Do 
I know that Spark’s Liver and Kidney cure is 
an infringement on Warner’s Safe Cure? I do 
not know it, Hence we shouid have a stand- 
ing cummittee-if it is special it should be 
continual—whose duty it should be to sit upon 
circumstances like this, and settle the question 
of right or wrong before anybody can be pro- 
hibited from selling them, When two, three or 
five gentlemen of the Proprietory Medicine 
Association say that that Mr. Spark’s Liver and 
Kidney cure i3 an infringement upon Warner’s 
Safe cure, I have something to settle the ques, 


tion—I understand where I am. Why should an 
innocent middle man be threatened with a vir- 
tual closing of a large share of his business,and 
thus be injared iu that way. It may be that it 
would take one, two or three years fora court 
to settle the question, or rather it may not be 
settled at all, whereas such a committee from 
such @ respectable body of men as this, can set- 
tle the questionio three weeks, and then we 
will know where we are, And thatis the ani- 
mus of this resolution. I hope this conven- 
tion will pass it unanimously. 


Dr. Humphrey of New York—I might say 
that I heartily agree and indorse not only the 
first, but the whole series of resolutions. I 
think they are eminenly fitting, and that they 
are specially due to the proprietors from this 
large and respected body of men with whom 
they are so closely connected in trade. But I 
realize that this resolution involves not merely 
a large amount Of patience, labor and care, but 
possibly it might involve als> some very ser- 
lous disputes. Neverthele:s, and seeing this 
all in the future, I think I can promise for the 
Proprietary association, standing in this place, 
that they will heartily meet the Wholesale 
Drug Association upon this platform, and al- 
though we have no committee at the present 
time which bas authority to make such inves- 
tig tion, it seems to be contemplated in this 
paper. And at our first opportunity such com- 
inittee will be organ!zad,and then we will be 
ready to do such work as may occurto us in 
the performance of that duty. Of course I 
cannot speak absolutely now. I think I know 
the sentiments the proprietary committee in 
the line of action that has been taken this even- 
ing, and this action will meet with a hearty 
response from them. 


Mr. Mason—I would like to inaorse the 
statements already made. For the past three 
years I have been in a_ atate of 
anxiety to know wheiher or not an ar- 
ticle I am selling has been infringed 
upon. When I went toconsult eminent coun- 
sel in New York I[ was to:d that the law of the 
United S:ates was the fairest law in the world. 
Ifa man, by infringing u on yourtrade mark 
| wants to steal your business, the court says 
that is quite sufficient. Butthe difficulty has 
been to prove whether the infringer has stolen 
any business. I apprehend that that is what 
Dr. Humphreys means when he culls attention 
to the difficulties that may occur here. Per- 
haps such a committee might be formed, and 
that committee might help us in this case to 
say whether an infringemect was really an in- 
fringement or not. Possibly there might be 
formed a committee on trade marks to help 
those members who need help in that direc- 
tion. 


Mr. Noyes—I rise only to callattention to one 
particular feature, and that is if that resolution 
ig carried out literally I see in ita vast advan- 
tage for the attorneys of some proprietor in 
the matter of damages from the direction of 
this committee to the members, which is equiv- 
alent to directing them not to handle the goods 
under the resolution. I would very much dis- 
like to be one of that committee who should 
say, on any such information as was available 
to any committee, that such articles were in- 
fringed upon. This question mast be finally 
settled by the courts, and the courts alone. No 
committee of prop-letors or ourown could act 
in this matter safely unless they acted with the 
greatest caution and merely in a recommenda- 
tory manner. We certainly cannot take any 
action which will infringe upon anyone’s rights 
until the courts have decided upon it, 

Dr. Humpbreys—In response to that I would 
say that the apprehension of our learned friend 
is entirely unnecessary. As faras I know my- 
self of those gentlemen who would act in that 
matter as to their information and their 
grounds for it, I think they would generally 
try to appreciate the legal responsibility of the 


case, e 
Mr. Eliel—There is just one other matter that 
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cecurs in this connection that it might be weil 
to think about before we go any further. A8 

I understand that resolution, it is in effect that 

whi n this committee of the Proprietors’ Aséo- 

ciation bave determined to their entire satis- 
faction that any proprietary medicine put upon 
the market by any person or number of persons 
whatsoever, isan infringement on some other 
proprietary article they are to notify us, and 
we, then, according to this resolution, pledge 
oureelves not to handle that article. WhileI 
am entirely in favor of the spirit of that reso- 

lution, and glad to see it acted upon, there is 
one point that seems to me very important in 
that connectior. And I think the resolution 
should be so amended that the information be 
not furnished to our association, but to the 
Committee on Proprietary Medicines, and any 
instructions to members of this organization 
come not from the Proprietors’ Aseociation, 
but through our very able Committee on Pro- 
prietary Goods, I offer that as an amendment. 

Mr. O cott—The Board of Control will accept 
Mr. Eliel’s amendment. 

The Prerident—Is the association ready for 
the resolution as amended ? 

Mr. Noyes—I do nct wish to insist upon my 
point at all, but I do sincerely trust that the 
Proprietary Comittee will in their action do 
as indicated, and that our committee will do 
the same, and whatever notice they send to our 
members, such notice will be merely recom- 
mendatory, until the question is settled by the 
courts, that we shal! refrain from handling the 
goods. 

Reso/ution was carried as amended. 

M-. Olcott—I call for the next resolution. 

The secretary tere read the third resolution. 

Mr. Richardson—I move its adoption, Mr. 
President. 

Mr. Kline—I am heartily in favor of the reso- 
Jution as read, but I think it stops short ofa 
very important portion of an amendment that 
I would suggest. I think that any member of 
this aseociation who acts contrary to the spirit 
of our proceedings, who violates his contract 
wilfully and openly, should be dealt with by 
this association in a very peremptory manner, 
and I believe that we should amend that reso- 
lution by adding that any such member should 
be expelled from the associatior. I cffer thut 
asap smendment. 

M:® Kelly—The amendment of that matter 
was in my mind at the time when the rerolu- 
tion was drawn up, but you all know that I am 
very careful about giving offense and natu- 
rally humble (laughter), and I am notsurprised 
that this amendment has been offered. I fully 
expected it, and I am heartily in sympathy 
with it,and I would have offered the amend- 
ment myself, but I expected Mr. Kline or some 
other member would offer it. 

The motion as amended was put and carried, 
The secretary then read the resolution as 
amended. 

The President—The secretary will read the 
fourth resolution. 

The secretary here read the fourth resolution. 

_Mr. Peter—I move for the adoption of that 
resolution. 

Put and carried, 

The secretary here read the fifth resolution. 

Mr. Peter—I move for the adoption of that 
resolution. 

Mr. D. Myers—I would like to say a word in 
regard to that resolution. The essence of that 
resolution covers the entire back-bone of the 
contract system. If the proprietors failed 
to withhold supplies from dealers found 
guilty of systematically and wilfully and 
openly violating their contracts, the whole sys- 
tem weuld fall to pieces. I am pleased to say 
that the proprietors haye nobly stood by this 
association and by the proprietary committee 
during the past year in withholding supplies 
from a firm that has been found guilty of sys- 
tematicaliy and wilfully violating their con- 
tractsand have withheld not only the first 
time, but a second time, Without this action 
on the part of proprietors, your proprietary 
committe would bave disbanded as their ser- 
vices would no longer have been needed. Iam 
heartily in favor of the resolution. 

Mr. Seabury—As Iam not a member of the 
committee on proprietary medicines I would 
like to have Mr. Kline also add to that resolu- 
tion a similiar amendment such as he added to 
the other—that such proprietor be expelled 
from the association. 

Mr. Richardson—There is a large and respect- 
able number of proprietors connected with 
our association who are members. There ig 
also a large number who are not. I presume it 
would be difficult to expe! a person from the 
association who is not a member, and I would 
like to ask Mr. Seabury what he is going to do 
with that class. 

Mr. Seabury—Let them alone. I think Mr* 
President if you are going to enact retaliatory 
measures on diliquent members I do not see 
why you should not punish proprietors on that 
plan. **What is sauce for the goose is sauce for 
the gander,” and I think the same stipulation 
ought to be made in that amendment to that 
resolution. I am speaking now of proprietors 
who are. members of this association. Of 
course I do not refer to those who are not, I 
will withdraw my motion to amend if you do 
not care to punish the proprietors. 

Mr Kelly—Allow me to say a word or two in 
xegard to that point. I appreciate Mr. Seabury’s 
hearty sympathy with the contract plan. We 
have always found him a firm and honest work- 
ing friend, but I would be sorry to see such an 


amendment tucked on to this resolution for ' 
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several reasons, In the last six weeks or two | 
months, as you all know, and as I endeavored 
to show the aszociation this morning, we have 
had an almost universal expression of opinion 
from the proprietors with reference to their 
sympathy and co-operation with the associa- 
tion in the enforcement of their termsof the 
contract. I do not fear very much from that 
side. I have the greatest confidence in the co- 
operation of the proprietors, and I think I have 
a right to have that confidence, having been in 
correspondence with nearly every one of them 
under the contract eystem. Now, as to a case 
that might occur where possibly there may be 
two or three in half a dozen, probably, who 
would decline to cut off or refuse supplies to a 
firm which is violating its contracts, I think 
that the proprietory committee would have 
full authority under those circumstances, in 
order to preserve the system, to remove that 
article or that number of articles from the con- 
tract system, and declare to the association, 
and to the wholesale trade throughout the 
United States, that limited prices upon that 
article or those articles are withdrawn, and sim- 
ply leave them out of the contract system. Of 
course some say that you cannot read a pro- 
prietor out of the contract system unless he 
choses to go, but I do not think any proprietor 
is 60 closely wedded to the contract system that 
he would desire to rermain in it when the feeling 
was against him. Of couree in such a case as 
this where a proprietor would refuse to cut off 
supplies from a firm, it would be absolutely 
necessary, in my opinion, and I believe, in the 
opinion of every member of the committee to 
remove that proprietor’s goods from the eon- 
tract system. 


Mr. Seabury—Mr. President, after that elo- 
quent refusal to punish the contractors, I 
withdraw my amendment. 


Mr. Richardson—I move now for theadoption 
of the report as a whole, 
(Carried.) 


The President—We will now listen to Mr. 
Olcott upon additional matt: r. 

Mr. Olcott—The next matter in order, as we 
were requested, was to bring up the special re- 
port of the committee on mutual fire insur- 
ance, At the close of their report, as you will 
remember, certain resolutions were suggested; 
those resolutions we report and recommend. 
They are: 

Resolved, Thatso much of the resoluti 
aduvted at the last convention of this essociae 
tion, authorizing the formation of a 
Mutual Fire Insurance company, as 
refers to the expenses of said company after 
organization to 15 per cent of the premiums be, 

and the same is, hereby rescinded. 

Resolved, That theplan of organization of 
the Uruggists’ Mutual Fire Insurance Com- 
pany as formulated and put into effect by the 
special commiitee from this association, is 
hereby approved and the company go organized 
is commended to the confidence and support 

of every member of this association. 

Resolved, Taat the committee on mutual 
fire insurance appointed under resolution 
passed at the last meeting of this association, 
having completed its work by the formation of 
the Druggists’ Mutual Fire Insurance Com- 
pany, is discharged from further consideration 
of the subject, and the recommendations of its 
report are hereby adopted, 

All of which are respectfully submitted, 
J. M. PEvERS, Chairman. 

We recommend the adoption of those resv- 
lutions. 

‘Mir. Richardson—I would like to hear an ex- 
planation of the first resolution there. It is to 
rescind a resolution passed on some former oc- 
casion, and when that restriction is removed we 
are atsea. What I want to know is how far at 
sea we are? 

Mr, Olcott—I will state in regard to that, that 


that question was really answered this after- | 


noon. The company is now organized, and 
the company must be left some elasticity of 
management. It does not appear to have suc- 
ceeded very well so far,and it cannot succeed 
as long as it is hampered by that limitation. It 
is out of the bands of that committee and they 
must have some rope toswing it with outside 
of the 15 per cent. 

Mr. Richardson—Is there anything con- 
templated in the way of agencies? 

Mr. Olcott— We had presented, as you know, 
a report from the company direct which forms 
a part of thisreport. I think that sul ject was 
treated upon, but I did not hear it. 

Mr. Peters—The committee desired tnat this 
subject be brought up when there was a pretty 
full attendance, so that any point on which 
the members are in doubt could be explained, 
I want to say the sooner they get through 
talking and take their pencils and books out 
the better the committee will be suited. I 
would like to explain, while this subject is up 
at any rate, whether discussed at an extra ses- 
sion or not, that the members of the executive 
committee, which 1s the controlling body of 
the association, as I presume you are all aware 
have et this evening for the purpose of or- 
ganization. Its organization consists in the 
election of a permanent chairman und aiso the 
appointment of three committees in which vir- 
tually the management of the business is 
vested, of course outside of the work properly 
belonging to the board of directors. The com- 
mittee instructed me tc report its action at 
least so far as those points went. The com- 
mittee do methe honor to elect me chairman, 
and appointed as insurance committee Robert 
Shoemaker, Philade!phia, chairman; G. D. 
Gilman, of Boston; C. F. G. Meyer. of St, 
Loois; H.C. McTivane, of Philadelphia; T. H, 
Hinchman, of Detroit. I would like to say 
right here what the duties of this committee 
are. I will read from a copy of the by-laws: 
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Article VI. Insurance Committee—The in- | these matters are #11 met by the mutual com- 


surance committee shall decide all matters and 
qnestions of insurance, shall advise with the 
officers of the company as to the best means 
of promoting the company’s business and shall 
in connection with the president and secretary 
of the company, have power to employ one or 
more inspectors, subject to the approval of 
the members’ executive committee at their 
first meeting thereafter. , 


I would like to state also, as committee of 
claims and losses, the committee appointed E, 


H. Hance, of Philadelphia; L. H. Harris, of 
Pittsburg; N. M. Kline, of Philadelphia; J. 
Clifford Richardson, of St. Louis, and D.R. 
Noyes, of St. Paul. The duties of that commit- 
tee, as stated in the by-laws are to ascertain, as 
far as practicable, the origin, nature and ex- 
tent of all claims for losses arising against the 
company. ‘That they shall have power to com- 
promise an‘ settle claims for loss or damage by 
fire, and shall report the same to the board of 
directors andthe members of the executive 
committee at their regular meetings. They 
may delegate to the officers of the company 
power to settle all claims for damage or 19s 
within the specified amount. This is a very 
important committee. The auditing comnit- 
tee are: H.N. Rittenhouse, of Philadelphia. V. H. 
Smith, of Philadelphia; M. C. Peter, of Louis- 
ville; W. B. Slosson, of Leavenworth, and B. E. 
Hopkins, Of Milwaukee. It is hardly necessary 
to state what the duties of that committee are. 
That ig the action taken by this committee. 
Tbat perfects the organization of an insurance 
company, excepting as to the election of a sec- 
retary. When the committee was organized 
and an election was held in Philadelphia in 
June, Mr. H.N, Rittenhouse Kindly consented 
to take the office of secretary tem- 
porarily to complete the organiza- 
tion, and until such time as the board of 
directors felt itself warranted in engaging the 
services of a permanent secretary, who of a ne- 
cessity should be somewhat expert in insurance 
matters. He will be the only salaried officer in 
the company, at least for the pres: nt. He shall 
receive no considerable salary, but will be paid 
asalary commensurate with his services and 
knowledge, which the committee hope will be 
considerable. The other salaried persons will 
be the bookkeeper and such other smaller office 
staff as may be necessary. The expenses of the 
company, therefore, will be very emal!, There 
is no disposition on the part of any member of 
the drug trade to have any officer of this com- 
pany render any considerable service without 
fair compensation. It is fair to presume that, 
as the company prospers, the treasurer 
and, possibly, the president will be salaried 
officere. I have had no consultation with 
those gentlemen. I do not know what their 
expectations are, but I think they are not large. 
The company proposes to start on as economi- 
cal a basis as possible. I am gure these matters 
have been gone over thoroughly before. If 
there be any necessity for having them ex- 
plained in detail to any member of this associa- 
tion, he will be fully satisfied that the matters 
are not only carefully considered, but that the 
expenses of the company will come within 
what we have reason tu expect will be a small 
portion of ourincome. Thatis a matter which 
will depend entirely upon those gentlemen. In 
regard to that 15 per cent, statement I presume 
the rest of you are aware what that means, for 
we discussed that subject in Minneapolis last 
year, There was considerable said about doing 
the business at 15 per cent of the premiums re- 
ceived, The committee was authorized to go 
ahead and form a company provided the ex- 
pense of the business should not exceed 15 per 
cent. of the premiums received. It is impossi- 
ble for any company to state what proportion 
itsexpense is going to bear to ita revenues, 
because we cannot tell in advance what they 
are going tobe. If, however, this company Is 
supported by the drug trade of the United 
States on such ascale asit has a right to ex- 
pect, it can conduct its business in the best 
possible manner at less than 15 per cent of the 
premiums received. That I am thoroughly 
confident of. But mind you that is based upon 
the bypothesis that we are going to have the 
liberal support which we are entitled to. If 
there are any questions that I can answer, or 
that any of the members of the commi'tee can 
answer, we shall be glad to do so. I am satis- 
fied it only needs an explanation of the situa- 
tion that this company occupies in order to 
commend it to every member of this 
association. I would say thet the compa- 
ny has never contemplated any expense for 
the solicitation of business. That is entirely 
out of the question. This business must come 
voluntarily. Of course inspectors of the com 
pany will be traveling ali around, but they will 
not be in the nature of solicitors, and their ex- 
pepnses would bein the nature of expenses for 
inspection, and right there comes in this ques- 
tion of doing business in other states. If the 
trouble which Mr. Shoemaker foresaw has 
been met by other conipanies it can be easily 
met by ours. Every State requires more or 
less of a deposit from an insurance company 
doing business in that State, that is to say, 
before you shall solicit any business in that 
State. Now as a matter of fact, we do not 
solicit business. If you want insurance in the 
city of Philadelpbia there is no law preventing 
you from writing Philadelphia and getting 
that insurance. You might pass a lawin the 
State of Tennessee or any other state that 
would prevent a citizen of that State insuring 
in a foreign company from collecting from 
that company in case of logs. Of course no 
company would take advantage of that. But 
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panies of New York. They do not make any 
state deposits, although they even go so far as 
to solicit business, I do not think that I nave 
overlooked that question by any means. / 
have discussed it very thoroughly with severui 
insurance men, and I do not think we would 
find it any bar to our progress. 3 

Dr. Mattison—I will ask Mr. Peters what he 
means by the term “ liberal support.” 

Mr. Peters — Well, we would like abont 
$10 000,000 of insurance the first thing. We 
would like to have one-fifth of the 
entire drug trade. There {fe one 
other point that the Committee bronghe 
up this afternoon, that I overlooked. The 
question bas arisen with us what class of risks 
are we permitted to or shall wetake. The com 
mittee therefore decided in this way on motica 
of Mr. Noyes: Resolved, That insurance may 
be written by this company at its discretion ce 
the property of wholesale druggiste or co} 
lateral branches of the trade whenever the rist 
is not rated higher than that of the wholessk 
drug stock, Now. if Dr. Mattison’s factory, for 
instance, is a higher risk than drug stock in az 
equally well equipped building the committee 
would not at present consider it proper to teke 
the risk uponthat factory. If Dr. Mattison bate 
a storehouse or a store in which he carries s 
line of his goods the committee would insure 
that. There is nothing in that store which 
not carried in a wholesale drug store. The 
committes can see no reason why they should 
not insure a retail drug store if they saw fit te 
do so. This opensa pretty wide field for bust 
ness, $20,000 is tho highest in:urance that we 
Propose to write on a separate risx. ‘These 
matters are not regulated by the by-laws or the 
constitution. They are left to the rules ané 
regulations of the board of directors. Ther 
are matters which must be left tu their disere- 
tion and experience. 


Mr. Peter—I move the amendment adding io 
the words 15 ,er cent. 


The amend ment was accepted and the resolu- 
tion as amended was put and carried. 

Mr. Slosson—I move a further consideration 
of this subject, that these reports be referred 
until to-morrow morning’s session. 

Mr. Kline—I do not understand, but probab'y 
Mr. Slosson has good reasou for desiring te 
postpone this. I think, as we are upon this 
subject now, and as the attendance ia larger 
than it will be to-morrow moruing, (for whea 
we open in the morving straggler; are nu- 
merous, and if tre weather is fair they will be 
still more numerous), we should go on wit 
this subject until it is completed. Before we 
consider any further report from the Boor of 
Control, some further business consideration 
should be given tothainsurance matter The 
members are all together here, au. ®:hey 
should be willing and ready to put themse! vee 
on record here and now ag to what they pro 
pose to do upon this question. S eaking for the 
Philad :ipbia members of the Board of Direc 
tors, they have failed after the machinery wat 
provided. The responses to ihe circular whist 
Mr, Peters cent out, and which was plain'y 
written, were rather slow in coming in. Before 
we came toa conciusion it was probably well 
that the conservative wholesale druggists of 
this country should wait until they came to 
Boston and until further light shoul!) be 
thrown upon the subject and a full discu:sion 
had, We hadevery reason to hope and have 
every reason to hope now, that the assembled 
wholesale druggists here present will either 
by their actions say it is rot necessary to or- 
ganize a wholesale druggists’ insurance com- 
pany, or that it is necessary, and the only way 
to do that isto put your name to some paper 
subscribing for the advaace of a fund ant 
agreeing to take out insurance. We might af 
well understand that this evening as to-mor- 
row morning, and if we are to understand that 
(they are ready, I think), itis the proper time 
to understand it, The question has been dis- 
cussed largely in former ycare, if you will re- 
fer to the proceedings you will find that a‘i of 
us said we have a growing need of some relief 
in thig direction. The reports by Mr. Peters 
thoroughly covered the ground. I think it 
would be a very opportune time here now te 
call out the expression of the members is 
regard to this subject. 

Mr, A. Peter—I move that Mr. Peters now 
and atthis time be instructed to invite sub 
scriptions to the fund and sus;end further 
order of business for that purpose. 

Mr.Richardson—All of you have heard me talk 
about insurance matters until I presume your 
minds have been cloyed. We are past that 
stage of our proveedings. We began chafling 
under the injastice which we were suffering 
under the hands of the insurance men. I will 
not go into particulars. We have been at it 
now for years, and the best talent this associa- 
tion commands has at last formulated a plan, 
a practical plan for our relief. The question 
comes up after ail this work,after all this 
labor aud expense, are we children and shali 
we drop this matter here? I scorn such an 
imputation, I scorn it for myslf and you. 
The time has come for action and not for 
words. I understand this organization, ready 
to go on with the work, has sent an invitation 
to every wholesaie drugsist in the country, 
and I hope we have not missed our proprietors, 
our oil men, or any class of men with whom 
we do business. And now, as! said some time 
ago, are we men or are we boys? Are we te 
trifle, or are we to do business like manly man? 
I think the business before ue is not talk, the 
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tion or money retunded.

Put down your worthy 
names for enough money to make this an in- 
stitution that the old insurance companies of 
the country may, instead of sneering and 
laughing at, tremble before it. (Applause.) 
My own little house is ready to take its share. 
1 did send the committee some money and 
they returned it. If this subscription 
is not large enough I will make 
it so, and I want all the insurance 
you can give me. (Applause, If we 
miss this opportunity now when will it come 
again? Right here and now before this associa- 
tion adjourns put down your names with the 
officers of this company for all you can reason- 
able control, and stretch it as faras you can. 
Let us build up a capital of which we shall be 
proud, and let us show that the Wholesale 
Druggists’ Mutual Insurance Company is an 
institution of the land, and an institution in 
which those outside of our particular calling 
will be glad to get into, wi'l be glad to patron- 
ize, and let us give {ta reputation such as this 
convention can give to anything that they 
chose to take hold of. 

Mr, Noyes—We are going to do that right 
here now, Mr. Richardson. I believe in this 
Mutual Insurance Company. I believe it isa 
good insurance, and { believe we have good 
reason for the existence of the guaranty fund. 
And I want to say forthe firm I represent, we 
will take $20,000 upon our stock and store, and 
$20,000 on our warehouse. At the same time 
we will take $2,000 of the guaranty fund. 

Mr, Stewart—I was the only man who voted 
against this insurancecompany. Now, it seems 
strange that I bave to come here and coax 
those men to accept their own work, The plan 
meets with my approbation. 

Mr. Strong—I want to say that I presume & 
great many of us feel just as I did when I came 
here. I felt rather lukewarm in regard to the 
matter. After talking with one of our dry- 
goods merchant in Cleveland, he told me about 
the success of their company. I trust now that 
all the gentlemen here will come and take some 
insurance and some of the stock also. 

Mr. Seabury—I am glad that the older aud 
wiser heads of this association have formed 
themselves into a methodist camp meeting. 
It is really pleasant to hear so many exhort- 
ers, and I am sure it gives me great pleasure to 
see 80 many sitting on the anxious seat who 
were in the past somewhat—well, they didn’t 
know whether such a scheme would turn out 
well or not—come right up like little men after 
hearing this explanation, and be now its 
strongest advocates. I congratulate Mr, Stew- 
artas one of them. I represent one of the 
younger elements, but don’t you ferget it our 
business is none the less progressive, like that 
famous verse that we quote out west about the 
butterfly that has no wings, but some of us 
“get there all the same,”’ I have had some 
experience in looking into this mutual insur- 
ance business. It went somewhat against my 
grain to go into it. In order to give the 
younger element a bracer we will take some of 
that stock too, We will take $40,000 worth of 
of insurance on two separate buildings, If you 
want more, why call on us and you can have it, 
(Mr. Peters here took up the cailing of the roll 
and the members responded to such amount of 
stock and insurance which they would take as 
their names were called.) 

Mr. Dalley—I move that we adjourn to make 
this the first order of our business to-morrow 
morning. 

Mr, Ciark--I have been somewhat surprised 
at the tardiness of this business. This thiog 
bas been going right along since I have been a 
member of this association, and I have looked 
upon it as one of the most desirable undertak- 
ings, not excepting even the rebate system. I 
have, unfortunately, been one of those who 
have been sat upon, who bave been at the dic- 
tation of three or four men, and who have had 
the rates advanced from three to four per 
cent. I look upon it that there is no class of 
people who have been so sat down upon as 
the wholesale druggists, and I feel for one, 
that it is time for this matter to go forward. 
If it was in your power to give I would be wil- 
ling to take & policy in your company for $50,- 
000 even, because I believe the gentlemen of 
this association can stand shoulder to shoulder 
and make this insurance company one of the 
grandest successes that has ever been made, 
I trust, gentlemen, you will take hold of thig 
matter promptly. 

Mr. Dalley’s motion to adjourn was here put 
and carried. Adjourned until 10 o’clock to- 
morrow morning. 





THURSDAY MORNING SESSION. 


The President—It is now 10 o’clock, gentle- 
men, andtime for us to open our business 
meeting. 

Mr. Carter stated that he had a communica- 
tion to read as follows: 

The question of selling spirits turpentine by 
weight instead of by the gallon is now receiv- 
ing the consideration of many dealers. The 
Paint and Oil Club of New England has ap- 
pointed a special committee on this matter and, 
as many wholesale druggists handle this article 
to a greater or less extent, this committee re- 
spectfully requests the National Wholesale 
Druggists’ Associationto appoint, from its 
members, a committe to confer with the Paint 
and Oil men and to assist in having the subject 
brought properly before the entire trade of the 
couptry. 


Mr. Olcott—I move the communication be 
received and acknowledged and the matter re- 


ferred to our committee on oils, paints and 
glass. 
Motion carried. 


Mr. Olcott—Prior to commencing our regu- 
lar business I would call the secretary’s notice 
to an omission in Mr. Myers’ report as chairman 
ofthe nominating committee regarding the 
name of Mr. Robinson. 


The Secretary—I will see that the matter is 
attended to. 

Mr. Olcott—The next matter to report is on 
the secretary’s report which the board of con- 
trol recommend the acceptance of, and in the 
report there is a suggestion that it might be 
well to go to the expense of reprinting some 
copies of our report. He does not put it in the 
form of a resolution. And I am merely di- 
rected to call the attention of the convention 
to the matter. I present the report with that 
suggestion. 

Mr. Kline—I would like to ask the secretary 
whether he could give us an idea of the ex- 
pense. 

The Seeretary—The cost is $275 for repro- 
ducing all the missing numbers. 

Mr. Noyes—Does that cover the expense of 
reproducing this beautiful jl'ustration. (Laugh- 
ter) 

Mr. Kline—Each handsome gentleman fur- 
nishes his own picture. In regard to that esti- 
mate is that the cost of reproducing 100 or 
1,000, or what? 

The Secretary—One hundred copies of each 
missing year. They were from 1876 to 1881. 
That was the lowest estimate. I had one that 
was from $300 to $350. The firm who made the 
lowest estimate told me they would make 
nothing on it, that they figured on securing 
our future work. I would suggest as the 
American Pharmaceutical Association do when 
furnishing extra copies that we charge about 
fifty cents a piece, in that way we would re- 
ceive reimbursements. I am continually re- 
ceiving applications from members. Two years 
ago I sent a slip to membersto seeif they could 
send me any extra numbers. 

Mr. Dalley—I move that the secretary be in- 
structed to reproduce for the cost named in his 
report the missing numbers to his reports. 

Mr. Richardson—I would second that provid- 
ed the picture of your humble servant does not 
appear in it, 

Mr. Noyes—I wish to amend, that the officers 
be authorized and empowered to secure the 
the publication of such number as they may 
think wise. 

Mr. Olcott—I would suggest that the several 
years be bound to together, furnished to such 
members as wish it, at a cost of say fifty centsa 
volume. 

The Secretary—I would call attention to this 
complete set from 1876 to last year. This in- 
cludes last year’s report. There is no need of 
going to any expense in binding. 

Mr. Noyes—I move the matter be left to the 
discretion of the officers. 

Mr. Richardson—What is the object of all 
this ; is it to hand down to posterity the hand- 
some men of this association ? 

The President— Mr. Noyes’ motion that it be 
referred to the to the board of officers with 
power to act is before you. 

The motion was carried. 

Mr. Kline—I would like to suggest that last 
year, when I read the back numbers, in order 
to obtain some information in connection with 
my address, I founda good many errors, firm 
names, typographical and otherwise, and trust 
they will be very carefully revised, 

Mr. Olcott—In view of the fact that a large 
percentage of our Secretary’s salary is con- 
sumed by traveling expenses, the board of 
control recommend that the salary be in- 
creased to $750 per annum from thistime. We 
offer a resolution to that effect. 

Mr. Richardson—Now, gentlemen, we are 
talking sense. I move the adoption of that 
resolution. 

The motion was put and carried. 

The Secretory—I am obliged to the conven- 
tion. 

Mr, Olcott—The next matter is the report of 
the committee on legislation. This able report 
has been read and there is attached to it a 
recommendation of a resolution which the 
board of control no offer. Sea

Mr. McKesson—It is just possible Mr. Kline 
may know what he is asking about, but 
while the Bureau of Statistics at Washing- 
ton issues certain tables,I do not believe it 
comes within its province to get such returns 
as you require. Each member should make a 
report to this association as to the amount of 
alcohol used during the year, and I think we 
can then get at the information. I find it has 
been very difficult to get anything from the 
Board of Statistics out of their regular 
"ae teste reply io the remarks of Mr. 
McKesson, I desire to explain that I felt at the 
outset of my term as chairman of: this com- 
mittee the need for specific and well authenti- 
cated information. When, in recent corre- 
spondence, Mr. Webb stated that the statistics 
were altogether out of the way, we were not 
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in possession of any facts to show that he was 
wrong, or that other parties were right. I 
corresponded with the parties very early in 
my career on the very point Mr. McKesson has 
named. If they would take the trouble to go 
over their books for the year, they could fur- 
nish us with enough information to base reli- 
able data upon. But it was immediately urged 
that it would be objectionable to Mr. McKes- 
son, for instance, to send me or any other 
member of the committee a statement of the 
amount of alcohol purchased by them, and that 
manufacturers might have still greater objec- 
tion to giving away their business, and would 
hesitate to give such information to a fellow 
manufacturer or jobber. I thought, there- 
fore, that the proper way would be to send for 
such information to the proper authorities at 
Washington. I consuited on that point with 
various members and they informed me that 
circulars had been sent to most of the promi- 
nent manufacturers and dealers, asking the 
question. I am not at all certain as to whether 
the Bureau of Statistics would heed our re- 
questor not. 1 doubt very much whether any 
committee of this association would be fur- 
nished with the information by fellow-membors 
for the reasons named. I penned the regolu- 
tion in this form in order to bring out a dis- 
cussion, because it is very important we 
should get at this information. 

Mr, McKesson—I move the adoption of the 
resolution, 

Mr. Frisbie—I believe it would be a good idea 
to adopt the views of both Mr, Kline and Mr. 
McKesson. I would recommend that the ideas 
of Mr. McKesson be incorporated in that reso- 
lution. 

Mr. c. F. G. Meyer—I would suggest that 
this resolution be so amended that the secre- 
tary obtain this information from the trade as 
well. Noone I dare say will hesitate to give 
the information to our secretary, whereas they 
might to a committee who are competitors in 
trade. I thiak though that all will be glad to 
say how much alcohol they sold and so on. 
Hence I suggest the resolution. 

Mr. Richardson—I entirely agree with the 
suggestion of my neigobor Mr, Meyer. I have 
no hesitation in imparting that information 
so far as my own house is concerned, and fur- 
ther, information given from that source will 
be the most conclusive argument that can be 
obtained. From recent observation made in 
my own house it would occur to me that about 
all the alcohol made in this country goes to the 
arts, whether the art of making whiskey or 
drugs is more than I know. (Laughter.) I 
would not hesitate to say it takes well on to a 
thousand dollars a day to supply my trade. 

Mr. Mason—It has occurred to me that the 
difficulties Mr. Kline points out might be ob- 
viated if thesource of the spirits—for instance, 
if Mr. Webb, could say how much alcohol he 
sold to wholesale druggists or other manufac- 
turers, and that was strengthened by the 
knowledge that the members were quite wil- 
ling the information should be given, which 
would remove the objections suggested. 

Mr. Kline—The difficulty from this source is 
this, the manufacturers of alcohol as well as its 
dealers are directly interested ir the continu- 
ance of thissystem. They are directly opposed 
to us in what we are striving for,and therefore 
I doubt that they will help usany. We will have 
to seek the information from our own ranks. 
I am convinced that what is known as the 
whisky ring, in which, of course, are included 
the manufacturers of alcohol, is the very 
strongest and most influenticl party, and would 
not furnish information to beat out their own 
brains. 

Mr. Henry—It occurs to me it would be very 
proper to give a littie information. They are 
now substituting everything in the place of 
alcohol in manufacture. Before I left New 
York I was called down town to investigate a 
substitute for alcohol that is a very good sub- 
stitute. All liniments can be made with it as 
well as with the real alcohol, Thé manufac- 
turers claim that it can be used internally as 
well as externally, and is no more hurtful than 
alcohol, but as to that, of course, I cannot my- 
self say. But if we could give information 
that the manufacturing of spirits is largely con- 
trolled by these whisky rings we should have 
such an excitement that Congress would have to 
move in this matter. The abolition of the tax 
on alcohol for the druggist is the most im- 
portant thing that could come before this 
meeting.In the manufacture of quinine and in 
other articles they are substituting everything 
conceivable in the place of alcohol. It would 
be very much better for the country at large 
to use the real alcohol instead of the substitutes. 

Mr. McKesson—All such matters appertain- 
ing to your trade should be presented before 
Congress. The parties using an article of this 
kind are much better fitted to judge regarding 
this matter than the lawyers occupying our 
legislative chairs, and I think, therefore, we 
ought to pass the solution as it came up, and 
then if deemed fit call upon the manufacturers 
and others and we could present that before 
Congress. I am doubtful whether it would 
come up though. 

Mr. Seabury—I would like to adda few points 
here which I hope Mr. Meyer will accept, that 
in addressing any branch other than those al- 
ready mentioned, such as Mr. Webb for gen- 
eral statistics, that we include in the resolution 
that the committee address the manufacturers 
of patent medicines; I mean proprietary medi- 
cines, they are very large consumers. Address 
wholesale druggists; you can give them the 





option of stating that they sell $1,000 a year say. 
I think if you take those four or five arteries 
together with the bureau of statistics you can 
get all the information you want. : 

Mr. Plaut—I think the bureau of iaternal 
revenue should be included, \ 

The President—All those in favor of the reso- 
tions as read will say aye. 

Motion carried. 

The President~Now, Mr. Meyer will you 
please state your second motion? 


Mr. Meyer—Resolved that the Secretary of 
this association be also requested to ascertain 
the consumption of spirits used for medicine 
and in the arts from any other source obtain- 
able. 


Mr. McKesson—I move that we attach to that 
resoiution that when the Secretary receives 
these statistics from the trade that such infor- 
mation be handed over to the committee on 
legislation that it may be embodied in their 
repert; the Secretary keeping secret all matters 
of a personal nature. 


Mr. Meyer—I accept the amendment. 

Mr. Harris—Are we not piling too many du- 
ties upon the secretary? 

Mr. Kline—In reply to Mr. Harris—for the 
reason that he touched upon something I think 
weare at sea about or wrong about (and Dr. 
Harris is not often mistaken, but 1 think he is 
in this), we should have and I believe do have 
an efficient secretary. The position should be 
paid for at the price it is worth to this associa- 
tion, whether $750 or $1,000 or $2,000. Work 
of this character and a great deal of other 
work which the Secretary has not been called 
upon to do should be undertaken by that offi- 
cer. The secretary receives a salary and the 
chairman of the committee on legislation does 
not, and I think that all work of this character 
should go to the secretary, and if necessary the 
association should give him power to appoint 
such assistant as will be necessary in order that 
this may be done, Our secretary should per- 
form these services. I think also it is perfectly 
proper that all similar work should be done by 
the secretary and not by the chairmen of com- 
mittees where it can be avoided. 

The President—You understand the resvlu- 
tion as amended, gentiemen. What action 
will you take? 

The motion was carried. 

Mr. Olcott—The next matter in order is the 
report of the committee on credits and collec- 
tions, the adoption of which we recommend, 
and also the passage suggested by that com- 
mittee. 


Resolved, That we believe the time has come 
when the terms on all general goods should be 
made uniform and be 30 days, with a cash dis- 
count, not larger than one (1) per cent for cash 

D ays. 

Reso.ved. That it is the sense of this associa- 
tion that these terms should be immediately 
adopted where they are not already in force. 

Resolved, That we each and all hereby pledge 
our efforts and our hcnor to adopt and adhere 
to these terms. 


The President—W hat action will you take in 
regard to this matter? 

Mr. Eliel—I desire to say that I consider 
this one of the most important matters that 
will or can come up in our association. 
This is not unlike the subject of insurance— 
has been talked to death and nothing has been 
accomplished. I make no apology for the fact 
that a year agO, when this same matter came 
up in Minneapolis, I was upon the other side, 
I felt the time had not come when we of the 
extreme west and northwest could stand upon 
the same ground with our friends from the 
enst.¢ We felt money was worth so much 
there that some difference should be made in 
our favor, but the more I looked into the mat- 
ter the more I became satisfied that all that 
was necessary was to harmonize action on our 
part to accomplish this much desired reform. 
It is not necessary to argue any of the many 
statements or arguments that can be advanced 
initsfavor. Weall know, and we particularly 
on the borders suffer from this great evil. The 
time is too long. Sixty daysis alongtime. A 
great mapy of our customers are men of small 
means. They are entitled at best to but limit- 
ed credit. You decide a house is entitled to 
have a credit of $100; well, he orders $30 or $60 
worth of goods. Ina week he sends another 
order in, in two weeks another, and he hag al- 
ready exceeded your line. When the third 
order comes what can you do'« He has not 
had a chance to show his hand, su chat the line 
of credit has been more than doubled and there 
is nothing to do. Again, he that gets long 
credits will give long credits. Now, while it 
may often be necessary to extend the time toa 
customer, I do not understand this preventea 
house at its discretion from doing it. We want 
the privilege to charge interest if necessary. 
This means a great deal to everyoneof us; a 
great deal to the small houses, a great deal 
more to the large houses. It means practically 
l per centin our business. In our section of 
the country we had trouble on box and 
cartage; we could not afford to sell goods 
f.o.b. and give the boxes. We stood to- 
gether and notified that we would charge case 
and cartage, and we have not had a single com- 
plaint from any customer. I deem it i3 just as 
easy for us to do the same if we are only united 
and stand together inthe matter of time. I 
hope that such action will be taken at this 
meeting as will inaugurate this much-needed 
reform, and not simply be passed and die upon 
our books, aw 

Mr. Noyes—I am thoroughly and heartily in 
favor of the resolution and movement; at the 
same time it is useless to pass it unless it isto be 
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general, unless it is to be something more than 
aresolution. It ought tobe a binding, iron- 
clad agreement, from which no man dare vary. 
About a month ago the chairman of the com- 
mittee on credits and collections sent & resolu- 
tion to us of the Northwest from the Mississippi 
Valley Aesociation, stating they had passed 
resolutions in favor of the reduction of time 
and rate of interest, but making it conditional 
on the coming into the arrangement of St. Paul 
and Minneapolis. They did not say Chicago. 
but it is understood. Now, we are in favor of 
this in the Northwest; perfectly ready and 
willing loyally to adopt and adhere to this reso- 
lution. It isa radical change with us, #8 our 
rate of interest is 10 per ceut. The time has 
been sixty days. A day or two before I left 
St. Paul an order for $900 worth of goods lay 
on my desk, and also an offer fron & Milwau- 
kee firm to give sixty days’ time on it. I had 
to hang over the man a long time before I 
could get the order and still not give the time, 
but I gotit. Gentlemen, I will vote for the 
resolution. Whenever I am satisfied with any 
reasonable amount of certainty that our neigh- 
bors and friends willin good faith sign it and 
live up to it, I will vote for it and act up to it, 
whether we lose or gain by it. 


Mr. Stewart of Indianapolis—It is very re- 
freshing to hear this, I did propose a remedy 
for this last year at Minneapolis, but I will not 
repeat it now because the work seems to have 
been done. When we go into this, we must 
not gointo it mistrusting our nearest neigh- 
bors. Thirty days is all right. We will bave 
no trouble agreeing on this because the very 
portion of the country we have been forced to 
protect is coming into it. 

Mr. Noyes—I would like to hear from Mr. 
Demiville of the South. 


Mr. Demiville—There is no one more in ac- 
cord with the movement than we of the South. 
The drug business, as many of you know, is 
every year localizing. St. Paul does not sell as 
many goods, on account of Minneapolis, per- 
haps. (A great many more.) Down our way, 
our crops do not give people money as often 
as they do in the middle states, North and West, 
and it is almost impossible for them to payin 
thirty days. We have customers on our books 
who have been buying goods at longer time 
than that, and it will be very hard for us, 
therefore, on the thirty days basis. 

Mr. Keifer--I agree with the gentleman. We 
have two or three very lively houses who are 
not members of this association and who 
would give us trouble. I do not believe it 
would be policy to try this just now, because I 
do not know what we can accomplish. Our 
friend Strong knows about those houses to 
which I allude as being apt to give us trouble. 

Mr. Matthews—I am sure this matter of thirty 
days can bedone. I favor the resolution. We 
have a party in our neighborhood who is not a 
member of the association, but I think he will 
be very glad to cut the time down to thirty 
days. 

Mr. McKesson—I think it would be proper to 
add to that resolution that our Secretary be in- 
structed to communicate the adoption of this 
resolution to all the drug trade in the United 
States whether members of this agsociation or 
not. I think if this is done it wouli show the 
temper of the majority and lead perhaps to- 
wards these outside parties coming into the 
fold, and may induce them in some measure to 
adopt what this association has adopted. 

Mr. A. Peter—If he will add to it in the form 
of a circular and request for an answer wheth- 
er they will confirm the matter it will make it 


(Laughter.)

admit to defeat the whole thing, there is no 
denying that fact, they are men of influence. 
Tam very glad indeed to discover that they 
have come around at last to the facts of the 
case. I apprehend, Mr. Chairman and gentle- 
men, that it will be the most difficult thing to 
establish that you can undertake, it will be 
very difficult. In the first place, as has been 
said by Mr. Meyer, there must be a careful 
scheduling of those articles that can be sold 
on longer time, But all great things have to 
be begun and there is a place to begin them. 
Now, I recommend—I do not offer any mo- 
tion—that those two great booming, enter- 
prising cities, Minneapolis and St. Paul, who 
were able for at least three years back to de- 
feat this thing, backed up by almost everybody 
else as it was, that they having turned around 
should start it up there and let it spread. 











































































Mr. Oleott—A word from me perhaps in an- 
swer to the criticism of Meyer, in regard to the 
phraseolygy of the resolution, while perhaps 
it might be improved upon, and certainly I 
could not claim I could doctor upanything that 
could not be improved upon, still I must say I 
did not draw thisup. I believe if Mr. Meyer 
will study it he will find it goes as far as any 
resolution. As to that phrase excepting 
goods sold on special terms I do not see how 
it could be bettered. That refers to a great 
many goods that are sold on shorter as well as 
longer time. Wesella great many goods for 
prompt cash on 10 daysand other times. It 
refers to that class of goods. This resolution 
makes a general system of terms on general 
sales. It does fix a time when, as Mr. Eliel ex- 
presses it, the money shall be due. It does not 
prevent Mr. Demoville from selling some of 
his wealthy customers onas Jong a time as 
he wishes. It reminds me very much of the 
old story of the sea captain, how when he 
came back from his voyage and brought in 
his account there was an item of a dress for 
h's wife, but it would not be allowed. But on 
his next voyage he bought a dress not only 
for his wife bnt for his daughter, but they 
did not appear in that form, nowever, after 
the bill was paid and settled he told him they 
were in there all the same. Now this is the 
way with this matter of interest. If Mr. 
Myer wil read this thing more carefully he 


Mr. Eliel—As the writer of that resolution it 
might be better to say a wordin explanation. 
I regret Mr. Faxon is not present at this meet- 
ing, It was necessary to begin this work in 
some way that would not be too sweeping and 
general. IfI was anywhere except in this 
classic city of Boston 1 would say we must 
not bite off more than we can chew, but as it 
is I willsay, we must not separate more with 
our incisors than we can masticate with our 
molars. (Great applause.) Now the point 
made by Mr. Myer is a very good one, but in 
the resolution I did what Mr. Olcott says, I 
tried to cover the short time goods as well as 
thelong time goods. [In order to cover the 
whole ground in drawing that resolution I 
should have to make it longer than the de- 
scriptions of the ships in England. Now we 
Sell alcoho! and the terms are 10 days; we sell 
white lead, the terms are two anda half off 
cash for 15 days and so I can go on for half an 
hour giving you the classes of goods we sell on 
varying terms. Now I take it the principle 


Mr. Noyes—My only substantial objection— 
I appreciate Mr. Eliel’s idea—I think what Mr. 
Meyer says is very true, that in bringing it 
down to practice we must formulate it more 


stronger. I believe most of our business in 
Louisville is done on thirty days. I am not 
certain, but I know we charge interest after 
sixty days. We findcompetition in the south 
met by offers of even longer time from eastern 


houses. I am not sure that Iam correct in that, 


though. We cannot accomplish this thirty 


days business immediately, of course, 
Mr. Meyer—This is avery important resolu- 
tion, and we should be very cautious about it. 


As has already been stated by several gentle- 


men if wesimply pass the resolution and then 
pass it as a dead letter it will do very little 
good. This resolution should be even differ- 
ently formulated, simply to say such goods are 
not subject to special terms is too general alto- 
gether. The question will arise—many a party 
will offer an excuse—many a one will say these 
aresubject to special terms or discounts, If a 
person sends an order to us and 3 is sundries 
and 4 drugs the question is, will we make two 
invoices, That matter requires more thought 
and reflection than it has received. What are 
we going to do with these other goods that are 
subject to special terms? I think that it 
should go back to the committee as it is 
and be carefully formulated so that when we 
do pass it and agree to it, we will know what 
we have agreed to and no evasion can be made, 
We cannot pass this resolution and make it 
an agreement binding upon us just now, as 
many who are members are not present. Fure 
thermore, some men may say, “ that gives me 
an advantage by not beinga member.” It ig 
& very important resolution and requires care- 
ful study and management. I am in favor of 
it, but I do think that when we do it let us do 
itso that we can depend upon others to do the 
same. 

Mr. Richardson—I do not want to say much 
on the subject, Those gentlemen who are so 
cordial in its support at this time in Minne- 
apolis and St. Paul opposed it tooth and toe 
nail,and they were powerful enough I must 


precisely. But that can be done. What I ob- 
ject to is this that the resolution binds us all as 
individuals. Now I am perfectly willing to 
enter upon this at once, and pledge my honor 
to do my best to sustain it provided it can be 
made general. I am willing to go into it thor- 
oughly and unreservedly. We have a great 
deal of human nature about us, gentlemen, 
and while a general pledge is a very excellent 
thing I would a great deal rather have your 
names, especialiy on a note of hand. There 
will have to be agreements in our own classes 
of trade, in our own sections, which recognize 
the general principles and which are elastic 
enough to cover the local difficulties, there- 


fore, with the exception of the last resolution, 
which I think ought to be changed, I shall be 
willing to vote for it, 

Mr. Faxon—I was just apprised of the dis- 
cussion. If it could be postponed it would be 
very gratifying to me, as I would like to be 
here when the question is discussed. I am at 
present,as you know, engaged on a ecom- 
mittee. 

Mr. Meyer—I move that this series of three 
resolutions be referred back to the same board 
for further consideration and be made the first 
ordor of business on our assembling this after- 
noon. 

The motion was carried. 

Mr. Olcott—The next report is that of the 
Committee on Adulterations. We recommend 
the acceptance and adoption of the report and 
also ofthe resolutions, four in number. 

Mr. Kline—I move their adoption, the report 
with the resolutions annexed. 

Motion carried. 

Mr. Olcott—The next matter in order is the 
report of the committee on fire insurance. 
There are no resolutions attached to this re- 
port, and all the recommendations in it as far 
as the board of control have been able to see, 


have been already acted upon under the head 










of the committee on insurance. I move the 


adoption of the report. 

The motion was carried. 

Mr. Olcott—For the board of control, I move 
the adoption of the report of the committee 
on paints, oils and glass in which there is rec- 
ommended, and we join with them'lin recom- 
mending these resolutions: 

WHEREAS, The present system of buying 
and selling spirits turpentine has, on account 
of the irregularly made barrels or casks, be- 
come unjust and unfair, therefore be it 

Resolved, That itis the sense of this associa- 
tion that all transactions in this article should 
be made by weight, seven pounds to constitute 
a atandard gallon; 

Resolwed, That we, as members of the N. W, 
D. Association, hereby pledge ourselves to 
urge the different naval stores exchanges to 
adopt this method, and also agree to put it in 
— individually as soon as it is possible to 

0 80. 

Mr. Meyer—This matter is quite a new thing 
and yet I have never been able to make up my 
mind what to recommend, and I would like to 
have a free expression from the members of 
this association whether the recommendation 
is desired. I do not wish to say it is not. It 
seems to mea good one, but I think it would 
be as wellif the members will participate in 
the discussion. 

Mr. A. Peter—I suggest that the words “of 
all transactions in original packages” be in- 
serted. 

Mr. Meyer—I object to that amendment, | 
am much more in favor that when a man sends 
us an orderthat we weigh him out seventy 
pounds. But the original packages is what 
bothers me. Ifa barrel is rolled on to a scale 
we do not know how much the tareis. When 
that barrel is sent to a customer and ten pounds 
have evaporated On the route and he weighs it 
we havetrouble. I would much sooner adopt 
the system if it was only in cans, but here the 
tarrels is where the trouble is in store for us, 

Mr. Kline—Some months ago I was invited 
to a dinner in New York tendered by the Paint 
and Oil Club, and learned a good' deal at that 


ing the discussions which had been going on in 
the papers. I think that most of us are pre- 


pared to act upon those suggestions. The Bos- 
ton oil and paint organization is the pioneer. 
They have given thissubject a‘ great deal of 


attention and we should pay a great deal of re- 
gard to their suggestion. Rut common sense 
suggests that the move is in the right direction. 
I think we can safely adupt the recommenda- 
tion. 

Mr. Whitelaw—There is one point in the 
handling of turpentine that has escaped your 
notice, and that is tke variations of tempera- 
ture make a great deal of difference. We have 
acase jnstnow. We haveshipped cars to Cal- 
ifornia. The filling happened to be done dur- 
ing a very hightemperature. On its reaching 
the coast we had word that it fell short in meas- 
ure, The man on the Pacific coast receives the 
same number of pounds, but contraction of 
the atmosphere makes the seeming loss. This 
turpentine was sold by measure, and the tele- 
gram says: * we want full measure.”’ Now we 
know tnere was full measure. Turpentine 
leaks badly of course, and we. now have trouble 
with the gauges. A man says he does not get 
as much turpentine as he is paying for. As 
the committe say we believe the advantages for 
outweigh the objections. 

The motion was put and carried. 

Mr. Olcott—I have here also a resolution in 
regard to paris green, which is a part of the re- 
port and which the board of control also re- 
commend the adoption of, 


WHEREAS, The present system of prices and 
rebates now in force between the manufac- 
turers of paris green and dealers has been pro- 
ductive of such good results; be it 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this associa- 
tion that this matter be again referred to a 
committee who shall confer with the com- 
mittee of manufacturers for the purpose of 
agreeing upon and atopsing a similar schedule 
of prices and rebates which shall be considered 
as binding by this association. 


In this connection I will also present and ask 
the adoption of the report of the special com- 
mittee on paris green, in which the resolution 
is precisely like that which I have just now 
offered. 

Mr. Frisbie—I would like to inquire of that 
committee if they find any loopholes in the 
schedule prices so that parties could buy 
and yet undersell their competitors. 

Mr. Kline—In reply to the inquiry as I acted 
as the committee, I would say there was no 
loophole, excepting that of dishonesty. A dealer 
who would sign his name to a request anda 
statement to the treasurer of the paris green 
association, saying that during this term he ad- 
hered strictly to the rebate prices and upon 
that statement claim his rebate, if such a dealer 
was dishonest he would get his rebate and at the 
same time violate his terms, but not otherwise. 
The system is, I think, as perfect as it can be 
made, There are two facts J would like to call 
your attention to—one that foreign paris green 
is sent in here, the importers of which are no 
governed by the rules; the other is that paris 
green is being made outside of the pool manu- 
facturers, This green was offered below sched- 
ule prices, and I was very much chagrined to 
find a few of our members who, in order to un- 
dersell their competitors, purchased that green. 

Mr. Frisbie-We have a competitor who 
claimed to have bought under the clause per- 
mitting paris green to be paid for. He then 
placed his own labels On packages. He discov- 
ered what he claimed was this loophole, so that 
he could buy paris green in bulk and put his 
own labe! upon it and undersell. We got to- 

gether, end he agreed he wouldn’t do it. If 


meeting about the subject and also from read- 


there is a loophole I think it would be well for 
us to get together and wake this schedule so 
strong that nobody can get ahead of us. 

The question was here called for and on being 
put was carried, 

Dr. Humphrey—Will you allow me to an- 
nounce that the proprietors will hold a meeting 
immediatety after you adjourn to consider the 
resolution adopted by this meeting last even- 
ing. 

Mr. Kline—I desire to offer a resolution in 
connection with my report. It ig that the 
thanks of this association are due and are here- 
by tendered the Manufacturers’ Paris Green 
Association for the courtesy with which they 
met your committee and the trouble they took 
to adopt the schedule which you presented to 
them to adopt for our profit. 

The resolution was carried. 


Mr. Olcott—The board of control, with re- 
gard to this valuable report of the committee 
on the drug market, merely recommend its 
adoption and printing. It contains tables of 
great value and a'so a recommendation of cer- 
tain changes of tariff. Those changes the board 
of control do not wish to be understood as 
recommending, as they have had no time to 
give the subject proper consideration. We 
would suggest the proper way would be, if the 
meeting desire to take action, to appoint a 
committee on tariff. 

Mr. Noyes—I move the adoption of the ree 
port, and that that portion of it which relates 
to changes in the tariff be referred to our com- 
mittee on Jegislation. You remember at Cleve- 
land or the year before, we appointed a special 
committee on the tariff. I think by referring 
it to the committee on legislation, they can 
make a special committee of their own. 

The motion was carried, 

Mr. Olcott—The next in order is the report of 
the committee on commercial travelers, and 
which we recommend the adoption of. There 
j8. however, in this a resolution which I will 
read. 

Resolved, That we believe it better for the 
welfare of the drug trade, that the number of 
traveling salesmen be reduced twenty-five 
per cent., and that each firm be re- 
quested to report to the chairman of Com- 
mittee on Commercial Travelers the number of 
salesmen now employed, and state if they will 
consent to the twenty-five per cent reduction 
for ’88, provided it be done by members of the 
association generally. The committee to be 
instructed to notify each member by Decem- 
ber Ist of the resuit,and if a large majority ex- 
press a desire to act, then the Chairman is em- 
powered to instruct each firm what number of 
travelers they are entitled to for " under 
the resolution, and this not later than m- 
ber 15th, ’87. 

I refer to the resolution, but do not recom- 
mend it, as it seems to the board of control to 
be impracticable to accomplish the purpose in 
that way. 

Mr. Noyes—I move the adoption of the re- 
port with the proviso of the chairman of the 
committee that any fixed amount of reduction 
is obviously impracticable. 

Mr. Richardson—I want to trouble this asso- 
ciation witha very brief series of remarks on 
commercial travelers. Men of my age, their 
history is behind them. I have gaid a great 
deal upon this subject. The system of com- 
mercial travelers, Mr. Chairman, is the death 
and burial of our business. We pay men sala- 
ries for brains, not legs. We pay their ex- 
penses, and we send them into the country to 
work in the interest of the house that employs 
them. Now it is not the fault of the traveler 
but the fault of the system, and carry it far 
enough, and there will not be a jobber in this 
country in due time that will have a dol- 
lar left. This is true; these are facts, 
and [ will illustrate this vicious system or 
rather this vicious principle which goes with 
the system; it is inseparable from it. I wilil 
illustrate it by selecting two honest gentlemen; 
the one in Chicago and the one in 8t. Louis, 
who shal! meet the principals of the two houses 
in these two places, and who shall meet one 
another in the border town of Jacksonville 
midway between them, engaged in gelling 
goods for their houses. Now, I ought not to 
gay, here in Boston, but I will; I will bet my 
bottom dollar that Brother Meyer and Brother 
Lord, if you please, meeting in the town of 
Jacksonville, and a good custo ner there witha 
long list of articles which he wants to buy, and 
to get either from the one or the other, I say, I 
assert it, that those two men, as anxious as they 
are to make money, and as honest as they ad- 
mitedly are, will put down somewhere in that 
list of goods the price at which they are gener- 
ally sold to secure the order. It is inseparable 
from the system, and it is the most vicious— 
vicious is not strong enough name for it—it is 
criminal and wicked and destructive, and the 
sooner you can cut down the number of your 
travelers the less there will be to ruin your 
trade. It has been going on for years, and 
whether it can be cured or not is beyond my 
comprehension. But cured it must be, or it 
will cure in the end all of us. I am of the opin- 
ion that we have got near the bottom, but the 
system will carry you further. As long as this 
system is practived, prices will go down; itis 
impossible that it should be otherwise, Time 
was when we were doing business at a profit 
that such concessions could be made and stilla 
margin of profit left us, but that time is past. 
Along with this sweeping system which per- 
vades all our trade, the cutting is going on and 
willgo on. Its only cure is to take this system 
py the neck and cut itoff. Perhaps 26 per cent. 
ig applicable in many cases, and I propose to go 
to that extent whether you do it yourself or 
not. I will not, neither will my house, bea 
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party to go'ne any further in that system of 
elf suicide which has been going on so long 
The time nas come, gentlemen, when there 
must be some honor among business men. | 
reflect on no individual, I have often told you. 
often asserted, tbat there is no class of men 
who atand higher in these attributes than those 
engaged in the wholesale drug trade, and yet. 
as sone gentleman said before to-day, we are 
but men. But I ask you, I beg of you, be what 
you are; there igs room for it. And after 6ay- 
ing what I iave—I hope I do not disturb you, 
Mr. Noyes? (Mr. Noyes—Not at all; T sup- 
posed you were speaking from experience), I 
shall be glad to see my fellow dealers through- 
out the whole country do the same. 

Mr. Hinchman—I think Mr. Richardson 8 
very hold man to make the remarks of that 
kind which he hag done in the p evence of this 
meeting. The commercial travelers are a very 
numerous and a very irfluential tody, and 
three years ago, for saying not half as much as 
Mr. Richardson has bere stated this morning 
thev undertook to boycott our boure | Laugh- 
ter),to injure us all they could,and nothing 
that I could say wov!1 amount to half as much 
as Mr. Richardson has here stated this morn- 
ing. It ig a fact that I published then, and 
state now, it costa fully ten per cent. to sell 
every article or partiile of goods that is sold 
through them, an4 houses that get an average 
profit of only ten per cent., where are they? 
They wake nothing. The éxperience of every 
merchant in the East who employs travelers, or 
in the Middle States. I presume corresponds 
exactly with these statements. But merchants 
in the far West are able to do better—their 
profi's are larger. It has been stated to me, 
and I presume it is true, they calculate 
upon 20 per cent. instead of 10. My 
object in rising this morning was to say 
that it is uttery useless to pass any 
resolution or to make any recommendation 
A great many resolutions bave been passed 
and a great many recommendations have been 
made, but without a particle of effect, Sup- 
pose we pass these; I go home and honestly 
discharge one or two of my travelers; my 
competitors take them up and say, “It isa 
good time to increase our number of trav- 
elers.””’ The matter of col'ectiona and credita 
is in a very considerable doubt with respect to 
the action of this body. but with respect to 
com mercial travelers there is no question. 

Mr. Richardson—I see I have been mieunder- 
stood. I said not a word against commercial 
travelers, and to show you that I did not say 
snything against commercial travelers, I put 
in the field two exceptional men whose stand- 
ing is known in this house, and I blamed it all 
on the system. It is the system, no matter who 
ig on the road, that is responsible for the 
iniquity which comes to cur businesr, not 
the travelers themselver. Dd not I in con- 
tradiction to the staid City of Boston, put up 
my bottom dollar, that brother Noyes and 
brother Lord would cut on the price of goods 
at Jacksonville ? 

Mr.” Noyes—The system has come to stay; 
I do not know as we have anything before us 
We can mitigate the evils of this system, but 
we cannot do away with it. There is no use in 
discussing it at all. Still Ido not believe itis 
the great evil stated here, as we have excellent 
men in our employ, but I bave no desire to 
Prolong the discussion, I call for the question 
on the adoption of the reprt. 

Mr. Mason—Since I have been here, coming 
from an outlandish district, I have been asked 
some particulais respecting our business 
and on two occasions have been asked 
“how many travelers do you employ ?”’ I gave 
my response and the answer ws in each case: 
** We had no idea your business was so large.” 
I take it therefore that one of the gauges onthe 
extent of business in America is the number of 
travelers employed. Anotber feature. If we 
reduce the numbers which we employ 25 per 
cent. I take it we will not reduce our expendi- 
tures, for the commercial travelers will im- 
mediately apply for 25 per cent. more salary. I 
thought these Jittle matters might not be with- 
out interest. 

‘Tho motion was here put and carried. 

Mr. Noyes—The appointment of a committee 
on resolutions would be well to be appointed 
now, as they will require some time, 

Mr. Olcott—I present the report of the com- 
mittee on transportation, the report isa very 
able one. 

Mr. Richardson—I move its adoption. 
ried. 

Mr, Olcott—And in like manner! move the 
adoption of the report of the committce on 
fraternal relations. Carried. 

Mr. Ulcott—If you will allow me to say for 
the board of control we desire to express our 
thanks to the chairman of the different com- 
mittees who sent their reports in in advance 
and I desire to remind the convention that this 
isthe rule. If they will send in their reports 
in advance and also send in copies and at the 
foot of their reports offer the resolutions neo- 
essary to put into effect the recommvundations 
madein tre body of the report it will very 
much facilitate matters, 

Mr. Peters—Gentiemen the tickets for the 
banquet are now made out and can be obtained 
in this room. 

Mr, Noyes—I would like to submit a resolu- 
tion which can be acted upon later. 


Resolved, That hereafter when names for 
pew membership are reported by our member- 
ship committee they be posted for examiration

Rexo'ved, that it is the senae of this asenciation 
that theee terms ehould take effect on Novem- 
ber Ist of this year and the secretary ia hereby 
instructed to give notice to the wholesale 
druggiatea of this asanciation of the adoption of 
these resolutions. ans all other wholesale drug 
gists not members of the association. 

Mr. Olcott—I do not understand that this 
matter now is in any way in charge of the 
board of contrcl. I see nothing in the chang- 
ing of it that leaves us any room to object to it 
at all. 

Mr. Ketfer—I desire to offer the amendment 
to the resolution that the secretary also inform 
druggists who are not members of the associa- 
tion, as well as those who are members of the 
association, in regard to this resolution as now 
amended. 


Mr. Faxon accepted the amendment. 

The secretary waa here requested to read the 
resolution as smended, which he did. 

Mr. Kelley—I thiuk it would be better to in- 
sert the words “proprietary artic’es” instead of 
“proprietary medic:nres,”” 

Mr Faxon acrepted the amendment. 

Mr. Frisbie—If the committee have no ob- 
jection, I desire to see the date fixed for the lat 
of January instead of the Ist of November. 

Mr. Noyes-—-I am heartily in favor of Mr. 
Frisbie's suggestion. 

Mr. Elie!—-What Mr. Noyes bas said brings to 
my mind the necessity of local action. We de- 
sire to have this resoluti »n passed by this asso- 
clation, because we think it wil! go to the trade 
generally and lead up to what we desire to do. 
I think the only way that this reform can take 
place is through local operation. My idea is 
that when we go away from this gathering 
bere and go back to our desks the firat thing we 
ehould do shoul be to form a local association, 
to get together with those with whom we com- 
pete, and put this matter in proper effect. Let 
us go home and meet with Our competitors and 
those who send their agents and go: da into our 
fields, and adopt this resolution in good faith 
and put It into « ffect, and then we will fiad that 
the difficulties in our way are very largely 
imaginary. 


Mr. Matthews—I would suggest that in addi- 
tion to this that we get together and formulate 
a circular in regard to this matter and send it 
throughout the trade. 

The President— Do I understand that Mr.

Mr. President and Gentlemen: 

Alter all the dispiay ot erudition and elo 
yuence which you have heard here to-night, it 
vou did not know you were in the * Hub” be 
fore. you know it now. My home has been ir 
he West for 42 years, but I speak as a son o! 
New England, and standing withir her border 
and in this dignified presence I could not for- 
zet, if I would, and I would not if I could, tha 
‘ur association is asrembied in a great city 
where science and culture and el quence lony 
3 nce established their homes, * * * 

But regardless alike of any changes tha' 
pay have happened, or whatever is the stat 
of affairs now, New England, my hearers, bas + 
nistory she may justly ve proud to recal:. 
(Great applause.) Let us glance back then or 

nis history and review her giorious work i: 
be past, and then we will turn our tnourhts tc 
liscover what she and her sons and daughters. 
scattered ali over this broad country,are des 
ined yet to achieve. 

When we look back upon the history of the 
-arly settlers of New Eogiand and find that ou: 
of their stern characters, hardy lives and irre 
oressibie endeavors great prinvivles have beep 
volved, and great ends attained in the interes: 
of universal mankind, we catch the noble senti- 
ment that inspired them, and are incited to 
+ppreciate their ways. (Applause.) 

Who cat fail to be srufoundiy impressed by 
rhe great moral and political events that hao 
‘heir origin in early New Eogland and, reach- 
‘og down to our times, bave shaped and are 
still shaping the Civilizauon that prevails iv 
this land. 

But what a colony this was which the pilgrim 
fathers founded! In the cabin of the May 
flower, before landing, they entered into + 
outuai agreement for their government which 
‘mrodied all those great principles of buman 
iberty, regulated by law, which prevai! in thir 
and to this day, and when they establishec 
their colony on shore they planted it upon the 
indestructibl-- foundations of liberty and law— 
righteousness and justice combined (applause ). 

In selecting the site ot their location they 
were influenced by no sordid motives of greed. 
No aliurements of bright sunny skies, fertile 
soil or golden sands for a moment distracted 
their minds. 

Fieeing from oppression at home, they only 
sought a retreat where they could work out 
their own manhood; where they could erj>y 
the fruits of their own toil in peace, and where 
they could worship and serve their Maker ip 
accordance with their own understanding of 
the obligations that reated upon them. * “ * 

New England, my hearers, is no longer con- 
fined to this rocky and storm-beaten coast.

All over the South the free school, in ite 
true New England significance, is lifting itself 
into view, and free men and free labor are 
slowly but surely asserting their sway. And 
this progress of «ff urs will go on, increasing in 
force as it goes ***It will go on until thie great 
ration, so long returded and divided by contend- 
‘ng Civilizations, wilt have become a homogene- 
ous people, for it never wil! pause in its course, 
until like institutions and ideas prevail all over 
this land and the North and the South are blep- 
ded into one indistinguishable whole. * * * 


“THE CLERGY.” 


Address by Rev. EK. A. Horton of Boston. 
Mr. President and Gentlemen: 

Itisa very dangerous thing to let a parson 
loose in a public assembly of this kind, to such 
a toast as this, because, while it may be just as 
the toast master says, the clergy are very much 
mixed at the present time and I shull have to 
reply ina mixed sort of a way. This banquet 
with all its toothsome, and 1 may say. even 
palatial flavors, takes away all the bitter taste 
—and they have been very numerous—which 
{ have undergone by taking your drugs ; 
for I am ditrerent from His Honor the Mayor 
{ have stowed away a great deal. It cost a 
sreat deal of your 8tock to bring me up, and I 
nardly know whether I paid for that expendi- 
ure of money. It is supposed you bave come 
nere to read papers, elucidate problems, throw 
ight upon knotty questions; but I am told it 
8 all something else: that it was understood 
that in Boston (the place of all places for clear- 
1e88 and accuracy) the mind cure and christian 
sclence had got a great foothold and that medi- 
‘ines were not going to be sold much more. 
3o it was understood that you shoulé come 
aere in order to return the good people to their 
senses and to use the natural order of remedial 

gents that have always helped, from castor 
ilup. I belong tothe material clergy; Iam 
a materialized parson, (great laughter) I mean 
ry that, gentlemen, that I feei honored to be

OUR WEST, RICH IN ITS MATERIAL WEALTH, 
RICHER IN ITS PEOPLE. 

Response by Mr. F. A. Faxon, of Kansas City, 

Mr. President and Gentlemen: 


You have already had sucha feast of wit 
that I tear it will cloy on your appetite, and I 
shall therefore not give you any. You have 
an abundance of wisdom, and | shall give you 
none of that. The subject which the commit- 
tee has appointed to me isa very large one, 
and I assure gou, gentlemen, that though I 
have lived in the West tor thirty years I never 
before so fully realized the vastness of the sub- 
ject as Ido at this moment. I recognize at 
this late day and hour that in assuming to 
speak for so large a section I undertake too 
much. I should first have practiced a little 
on counties on townships. The West isa big 

lace. The line that unites the East from the 
Vest is a varying one, constantly changing. I 
suppose there are gentlemen in this hall who 
can remember when Buffalo was thought to be 
away out West. Later the States were set on 
the banks of the Detroit River. Fifty years 
agothe star of empire traveled mostly on 
wagon wheels and made long stops, and pro- 
gress was slow; to-day, if one would view the 
West where it properly belongs, he must go 
beyond the Mississippi. He must cross that 
mighty river, whose waters flow unvexed, if 
not always unvexing, to the sea. That noble 
plain makes a grand dividing line between the 
two great divisions of our country—between 
the older East, with so much accomplished, 
and the new West, 80 full of promise for th¢ 
future, 
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Beyond this great waterway lies a marvel- 
lous Tegion, which may well enlist the interest, 
wonder and admiration of mankind. Here are 


twenty-one of the territorial divisions of our 


country, and the smallest of them nearly a8 
large as New England. And you know, gen- 
tlemen, that New England is not small in any 
sense. [Applause.] Single States that would 
hold the greater empires of the Old World. 
From the banks of the Mississippi to the 
Golden Gate, “ where the West dies away to 
meet the rising East," what an alluring do- 
main! Out under God's fairest skies are the 
waiting homesteads for people of every clime. 
Here the emigrant from the dark by-ways of 
Europe can make a home which will be what 
the name implies. Here with his family about 
him he can be peaceful, prosperous and 
happy in the enjoyment of a freedom that in 
his native land was ever denied him. Here be- 
tween the great river and the western sea is 
the future abiding place of half a thousand 
million of happy people. [Applause.] Noble 
water courses form a grand system of natural 
canals. Steamboats may stem the current of 
the Missouri for nearly 3,000 miles above its 
mouth. Through what beautiful valleys does 
it flow, rich with a varied verdure. What no- 
ble mountains lift their snow-crowned heads 
to the clouds above them! And beyond this 
eternal frost line lies California, that golden 
State, ** which bounds at once the empire and 
the continent.” The gorgcously-apparcies 
Queen of the Pacific, with her rich mines; her 
unparalleled orchards and vineyards, her de- 
licious climate—a bourne from whence few 
travelers return to oar. The natural wealth 
of the great trans-Mississippi country is in- 
deed wonderful. Everything may be pr duced 
from the soil that is needed for the material 
good of man. Food products in infinite vari- 
ety and unlimited quantity ; clothing suited to 
the heat of summer and the winter's cold, and 
underneath the soil, what marvels of richness! 
Our West yields half the world's store of gold 
and silver. Iron ore enough ina single State 
to feed all the forges on the globe. Coal in 
veins inexhaustible eee almost every 
foot of this vast area. Lead, zinc and copper 
in deep abundance. Surely no land richer in 
everything that conduces to man’s well-being 
ever came from the Creator’s hand The re- 
marks that the Rev. Pierrepont applies toa 
portion of it may well be extended to cover 
the whole—** God might have made a lovelier 
country, but he never did.”” [Applause.] * 


“OUR NORTHWEST, MARVELLOUS IN ITS VIGOR- 
OUS GROWTH. 


Mr. J. C. Eliel of Minneapolis: 
Mr. Pres dent and Gentlemen: — 

We read “what shal! he do who cometh after 
the king,” and soI might say, what shall he 
say who follows Mr. Foxon. There are two 
little lines which have been ringing their 
warning in my ears all evening: 

“Ye solid men of Bostondrink no strong po- 
tations; 

Ye solid men of Boston make no long ora- 
tions” ; 

I have avoided the first and will endeavor to 
evade the second evil. It bas been well said 
that nothing is great or small but by compari- 
son. Itis to emphasize this fact that I, so 
small a representative, am called upon to stand 
sponsor to so vastatheme. The Northwest is 
no longera ‘terra incognito.” The story of 
its rise progress and development, though a 
thrice told tale, will never grow old, It will 
stand through all the ages a monument to the 
restless aoe of our times, Bishop Berkley 
was wrong. he trend of wealth, civilization 
and power is not West. but Northwest, Statis- 
tics show that the center of population has in 
our century gone 108 miles northward and has 
traveled /0? miles toward the setting sun. It 
bas crossed the Mississippi and to-day rests IN, 
but cannot be wrested FROM, the Northwest, 
and closely following in a mighty procession 
we see the march of commerce and culture, of 
science andthe arts ‘The ultimate supremacy 
of this gggat empire of the North is no longer 
questioned. It is so plainly written on a hun- 
dred mile stones which mark its path that he 
who runs not only CAN but MUST READ. [Ap- 
plause.] Here, in this boundless domain, 
stretching farther than the imagination of 
man can reach, are homes for countless 
millions yet unborn, Minnesota alone is 18 
times larger than the commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts; Minnesota and Dakota together 
nearly as large of the original 13 states. Now 
add Montana, Wyoming, Idaho, Washington 
and Oregon, and you have 4 of the total area 
of these United States Nor is it of our extent 
alone that we boast. In agriculture, in manu- 
Yacture, in the product of the fact ry and 
mine we challenge comparison; in loyalty and 
patroitism we are peer to any section of our 
common country, * * 

To you who seek fresh flelds and pastures 
new, a home where peace and plenty do abide, 
where every man, without regard to creed, 
color or condition, shall be content and 
prosper, I would say a parting word. As the 
earth swings in its eternal course around its 
central sun, obedient to the will of 
Almighty God, there is one star in its path to 
which the mariner has ever turned for guid- 
ance, the star of the North, then weigh your 
anchor, fix well your gauge upon the polar star;

THE “ RETIRING OFFICERS.” 

In response to this toast Mr. D. R Noyes, 
the retiring president, said : ;

I sym, athise with our friend Kelly in his 
trials in this matter of rebate, but laugh as 
well when I see his troubles. A boarding-house 
keeper bad a strike of his help ; calling to his 
aid a boarder he commenced to fill the milk 
peoter for the table. He stopped, and looking 
nto the can exclaimed, “ Hell! another of 
those kittens has drowned hisself in this here 
can of milk and it has all got to be strained 
over again before it is fit to put on the table.” 
[Applause. } 

So wita our rebate plan. Whenever all is 
going wellagaip another foolish kitten goes 
and drowns himself in the can, and it ali has 
to be strained over again. 

We have mutual insurance, a good thing— 
will insure any member of our association 
against making a poor after-dinner speech at 
a minimum cost, but will not insure him of a 
good night's rest afterward. 

And lastly, we have good fellowship and 
plenty of it—like this banquet here to-night, 
worth all it cost to most of us. 

But I am not at this late hour going to make 
along speech. Iam reminded by some after- 
dinner speaker—not bright, O no!—a long 
while ago and somewhere else, of an incident 
recorded in the papers. A little girl swallowed 
a quarter of a dollar. The doctor was skillful, 
but only succeeded in recovering ten cents; a 
quarter of an hour consumed and ten cents 
worth, more or less, as returns. 

(The speaker was interrupted throughout by 


hearty laughter and applause. } 
“THE PAINT, OLL AND GLASS TRADE.” 


Mr. J. Seaver Pege arose amidst tumultuous 
avplause to reply to the above toast, ana said: 
Mr President and Gentlemen:— 

I have often had aiflicuit tasks put before me, 
but to-night it seems to me you bave assigned 
one that is beyond my ability to grasp. Iam 
reminded of my situation by a picture I saw in 
one of the recent publications of Puck, where 
an Irishman says to his wife. ‘‘Bid.y, I havea 
chinder in me eye.” “Well, Paddy, take your 
nose wid your lift hand, raise your eyelid wid 
your right hand, and snaize like the divi).” 
“Oh. niver moind, Biddy, I'll kape the chin- 
der.”” So I feel myself as if I have got to go 
through the taek assigned to me at this hour of 
the nigbt to entertain gentlemen who are al- 












































ready poured full to completion, and who only 
make us the compliment to sit here, and saying 
inwardly to themselver, “Make it short; we 
can’t stand much.” Like the Irishman, I bad 
= ““kape the chinder” and give up the ef- 
ort. 
I do not know what I have done, and I could 
not conceive, as I sat here collecting my 
thoughts. why [should be go ¢ filicted by tha drug 
trade. Do you know that they actually c: bled 
me in Europe to shorten my stay, in order to 
come over here and make a speech at this late 
hour—12:30. And sol have been making that 
speech all the way over; seven dayson the 
rteamer and 6 hours coming this way have I 
been puzzling my brain about it, and yet, after 
all, here, there is no opportunity to give it to 
you,as you bave already had too much, I have 
frequently been to dinner partiee, frequently 
heard after dinner utterences but never in my 
life have I been so moved with brilliant 
thoughts, burning eloquence of the previous 
apeaker.and the climax came when the Rev. 8, 
F. Smith arose to speak the immortal bymn 
composed by hbimself—‘* My country ‘tis of 
thee, swect land of liberty, of thee I sing.” I 
certainly shall leave this room with a grander, 
bigher thought of that hymn now that I bave 
seen the composer and heard him sprak with 
tenderness and yet with patriotism those beau- 
tiful lines. Ina short visit to Europe I have 
had a chance to notice that on the other side 
the great worlds are busy and indifferent to us 
though we consider ourselves so grand with 
our 65 millions of people. Still in tome re- 
spects a comparisun of the other countries with 
our own, kindled anew the fire of patriotism and 
led us often involuntarily to remark: America, 
sweet land of liberty. On the l4th day of July, 
I watched the great review of the French 
army near Perir, 40,000 men in line, and taking 
six hour’s for the line to pass—I stood upon a 
chair beside two or three Americans, and 
while we were watching those brilliant uni- 
forms pass by, all kinds and classes of arms, 
the thought came to me, bere is this little re- 
public smaller than the state of Texas, pute 
40,000 armed men in _ =Iline and _ this 
is not all, and I am told she equips 
a million people to protect her from 
the danger of menacing neighbors, and I 
thought at that moment while standing upon 
the chair,ah, there is a country beyond the sea, 
with 65,000,000 of people and 20 times the terri- 
tory of France that require not 40,000 men in 
line. Oh no, but 24,000 in all to guard their 
reat extent of territory. And I wondered as 
stood there why it was, And the thought 
came quickly to my lips, it was because in my 
country every man is a sovereign, and the call 
to war makes soldiers of citizens, who are 
ready to die for the country they love so 
dearly. [Great applause.) But, gentiemen I 
am reminded perhaps that there is a great deal 
of latitude to an after dinner speaker, and yet 
like Josh Billings when he started to lecture 
upon milk, he finds that toward the end of the 
evening that the work milk has not been used 
and he winds up by saying; “This isa lecture 
upon milk.” So you might remind me that 
my speech is upon the pain, oil and glass 
trade, your sister association. The name 
Sister Association strikes me very peculiarly. 
It 1s unique in its idea because we are told in 
biblical history that woman was created out of 
man. Theribof man developed the woman. 
And so I suppose by logical deduction you 
would maintain that out of therib of the drug 
trade came the paint, oil and glass trade 
amghtes.t And who knows perbaps that it 
may be like some ot our own domestic circles 
thatthe woman will be the boss. [Applause 
and laughter.) Idon’t know how it is with 
you fellows at home, but occasionally we have 
a little argument as to who is to be thespeaker 
of the house, but there is only one settlement 
to that question. I know one little woman 
who always has the last word. [Laughter.] 
And 1 donor know gentlemen but what you 
will admit that the little sister may be able to 
hold her own with the brothers of this great 
and mighty association. When you think that 
the little sister has statistics of about 75,000 
tons of white lead and about 20,0.0,00 galions 
of linseed oil, and about 30,000 tons of color 
you begin to realize that maybe the little sis- 
ter has a little will power and assured positiun 
of her own. And, gentlemen, perbaps in the 
line of your immediate vocation, namely, how 
best to poison the people, mayhap the paint. 
oil and glass trade will challenge you, when I 
t ll you that here this year 1887, not yet com- 
pleted, the paint, oil and glass trade has had 
the pleasure of furnishing for you, in order to 
stop the ravages of the lively potato bug, one 
thousand tons of Paris gr.en. Perhaps the 
students of history or the students of the drug 
trade may furnish for use of future conven- 
tions the calculation of just how many bugs 
that might have slain when you reflect that to 
every pound of green some thirty pounds of 
plaster or flour may yet be added and the 
color, depending a great deal on who manu- 
factures it [laughter] will do its gentle work. 
But,gentlemen, at this late hour it is very easy 
to talk upon any subject, for you are in the 
happy condition when you will appreciate 
mostanything. I find you are like the school- 
master who was trying to explain the mean- 
ing of the word synonomous. He said: * Syn- 
onomous is this—Now drunk and intoxication 
are synonymus ; you all understand it, don't 
you 7” “Oh, yes,” said a rather stout boy, 
“my father is synonymous every night.” 
[Laught r.) And oy convention, every 
druggist cenvention come to, at least

when it comes my turn to make a 
speech, I find these druggists in the most syn- 
onymous condition. [Tremendous applause.] 
So thet sou may paint the picture any color so 
long asitisred. It became my province to 
apeak some ten years ago at Philadelphia for 
the New South, and I rose to speak at 2 o’clovk 
inthe morning. Ags itis now onlyto half past 
twelve, [ begin to think the paint trade will 
wet a fair show in the drug convention, say in 
the year 189. Still we intend to stick to you, 
and in the future you must make up your 
mind to give us just. a little more show. Don’t 
you know after al!,that everything in life is ex- 
pressed by “color.’”” Thackeray said that if a 
man could only make the speech that was in 
bis mind while he was talkingt his neighbor, 
and comfortably seated at the table—what a 
epeech it would be, and I thought putting it in 
the line of our trade, how happy indeed would 
the speech be. Oh, yes, how rose colored, when 
sitting at the table, but when you rise upon 
your feet and your countenance meets the 
brilliant eyes of these druggists, why bless your 
soul every idea vanishes, every thought is dis- 
missed with the vermilion of confusion. But, 
gentlemen, color is expressed in every way. 
Why. if a man looks ill, badly, why bless my 
soul don’t you say he is off color; if he bas at- 
tended too many drug conventions, he is a lit- 
tle green every way. [Laughter]. 

And our trade although you poke usat the 
end, somehow or other we must come on top; 
but gentiemen I muet rot delay you any 
longer [cries of ‘go on"’]. I am reminded gen- 
tlemen, in speaking of this sister business that 
after all, women, as I confessed to you, in 
household life know a great dea!,and I am 
more impressed with the fact because on my 
way here in thecars I picked np a little senti- 
ment out of the paper which ran about like 
thie: It was addressed to Dr. Mary Walker. 
She received the following note. “Dear 
Dr —Can you oblige me by seying which isthe 
cooler, Jjoose pantaloons or a Mother Hubbardj 
[Prolonged laughter.] They say you haye triea 
wee, |Laughter.] 1] havea bet on the ques- 

op.” 

i was told a’ very good th'ng apropos to the 
apparent inability of an Englishman to uader- 
stand a joke. 

Mr, Christmas was attending a very good din- 
ner given by an acquaintance, Mr. ee:

and during the dinner he rose and said: “* 
name is Christmas and yours Holiday, so 

see we must be cousins, a Christmas Holiday. 
The Jaugh went round, in which the English- 
man joined heartily. and the one who enjoyed 
the joke most happenes to be sitting near my 
friend afterwards at another party when he 
said: “But, I say, that was a jolly joke you 
told about Christmas and Holiday. But. I say, 
were they really any relations after ali?” 

Coming home on the steamer I had about 
me a field giass, anxious to get the firet glimpse 
of my native shore. We sighted the eastern 
end of Long Island and son after the Fire 
Island light house was plainly visible; we were 
all gazing upon that, when we discovered just 
beyond it a clump of trees. My neighbor said, 
“Give mea look,”’and as he took the glass I 
said to him, “Say, Johnny, ‘get on’ to the 
trees.” An Englishwan standing near spoke 
up and said: “the steamer wil! hardly stop 
long enough for you ‘to get on to the trees.’ ” 

So, my friends, it is not at all a misnomer but 
a real truth thet somebow or other these Eng- 
lishmen do not “get on” to our jokes. (Laugh- 
ter.) But I tell you what tney do see very 
plainly. They see a country of 65,000,000 of 
people that is steadily growing in material 
wealth and asserting itself quietiy in the great 
nations of the world by the rapidity of its 
growth, and they are naturally jealous to find 
what principle it is that is impeliing us6o 
steadily forward and to the heau of the great 
nations of the world. I am not prepared to as- 
sert, but I believe it wiil not be many years 
before England will reverse her trade policy 
and adopt something modeled upon the pian of 
the great principles of the American Republic, 
— geome to threaten her onall sides. (Ap- 
pl suse. 

The future is very bright for us, for shortly 
upon my return I read inthe Herald that Mr. 
Henry W. Grady, of Atlanta, spike in these 
glowing termsof the new South: 

“There are 230,00 artisans at work in the 
South to-day that were not here in 1880, and 
this does not include the thceusands that are 
building new enterprises. We manufactured 
last year $213,000,000 worth of articles that six 

ears ago we bought from the North or West. 

n six years following the Cotton Exposition 
of 1873 new cotton mills have veen built in the 
South starting 1,000,000 new srindies. 
South to-day is witnessing an industrial revo- 
lution for which history has po precedent. 
Figures do not measure it and amezement is 
simply limited by comprebension.” 

That is a bright picture for the North as well 
as the South to look upon. For Soutbern 
prosperity is national prosperity. 

What American does not glow with pride 
when he hears such statements of the growth 
of the new South, and although Eastern and 
Western men may lose a portion of their trade 
through the manufacturers of the South, still 
not a particle of jealousy is aroused, but a 
feeling of intense satisfaction is kindled, that 
the South deserves her prosperity. {|Tremen- 
dous applause) 

It gives us the assurance that we have indeed 
the union of hearta and the union of bands 
and the flag of our Union forever. [Prolonged 
cheering}.

Who are not in the secret, are, as we have reason 


to know, not a little perplexed over a riddle which ap- | 


pears in these columns, as a standing enigma, week 


after week. Some of the largest manufacturers and 
a few of the smaller ones, who have been in their pre- 
sent line of bnsiness fifteen to twenty years, or long 
enough to solve any of its intricate problems at sight, 
do not share in the perplexity; for the sufficient rea- 
son that the riddle referred to is one of the secrets of 
their extraordinary success.

TuRsDAY BvENING, Aug. 30, 1887. 

During the first part of the week with many 
of the jobpers and importers in Boston attend- 
ing the vonvention of the National Wholesale 
Druggiste’ Association, our market presented 
a quiet appearance, but for the past two or 
three days the old order of things has been re- 
sumed and trading has gone right along with 
satisfactory results to sellers, while it is pre- 
sumabie that buyers were equally well satisfied 
though finding that in some instances they 
have been compelled to pay more money for 
goods than was asked for a week ago by their 
holders. However they have been compen- 
sated in some measure for this by getting 
stocks of other drugs at lower figures. There 
is a notable absence of orders for large quanti 
ties, but this has been the case for some time 
past, and the numerous jobbing orders more 
than make up for the change in the method of 
buyiog. The following named articles have 
been changed in price during the week:

The constant hammering of the bears has 
forced the market for opium down to 
$4 40@4 50 according to seller and quaatity, 
but a large buyer would find it difficult if not 
impossible to get his order filled at the in- 
side figure. Ino fact, while there are a number 
of sellers of single cuses at the prices named, 
no holder is disposed to part with a con- 
siderable portion of his stock unless more 
money is offered. On the other side there are 
no buyers except tor actual requirements, at 
present. The foreign markets are unsettled 
and somewhat lower in consequence of the 
continued dulness, sti'l a hopeful tone per- 
vades most of the letters received from there. 
A letter dated August 12ih, says, that the ar- 
rivals of new crop to that date was 203 cases, 
against 1530 cases for the corresponding period 
last year, and taking this as a basis «stimates 
that the entire crop will not exceed 1790 cases. 
The writer addg, ** Some old goods have been 
sold at a little lower prices owing to the dul- 
ness and the great need holders have of the 
money. Powdered opium is lower in sympathy 
with crude, the goneral quotation now being 
$575. There isa good demand for consuming 
requirements. 

Morphine is in good demand but there are 
no lurge buyers. Outside holders are accept- 
ing 5c less than the manufacturers prices, 
which remain as when we last wrote, 


Quinine. 

The principal feature of the quinine market 
is the downward tendency of prices in the face 
of a good consuming demand. The recent re- 
duction in manufacturers’ prices seems to 
have discouraged some holders, and though not 
actual forcing their stock upon the market they 
are prepared to accept and have taken less 
money than they could be induced to part wiih 
any of their holdings for a few weeks ago. 
While the jobbing demand covtinues very good 
there are no buyers who appear to be willing 
to burden themselves with additional stock 
(there seem to be no new speculators about) 
even though they can get it at prices that 
were not dreared of a few months ago. There 
have been several sales of 1,000 and 2,000 ozs, 
lots of leading brands at 37c, and we 
heard of one transaction of 38,000 ozs of a 
favorite make at the same figure, For smaller 
quantities buyers pay 388@40c, according to 
quantity and holder. The manufacturers’ 
agent quote according to brand 389@40c for 
large bulk and proportionate figures for small 
quantities. The domestic manufacturers find 
a good outlet through the distributing trade 
and make no further change in their quota- 
tions. To-day’s sale of dark in London did 
not attract much attention. There were 3,900 
bales offered comprised of 2,600 bales East Indian 
and 1,300 bales South American, The sales con- 
sisted Of 2,300 bales of the former and 100 bales 
of the latter. No reference was made to the 
prices realized and it is believed that the sale 
went off ata decline. The imports of quinine 
this week were the smallest of the year, but 
the unsold stock here is still very large in 
spite cf the active consuming demand,

Ipecac is offered 
now at $1.25@1.35 as to quantity and quality 
for either whole or powdered on the spot, 
Cables from London report the further arrival 
of 100 bales there. Rhubarb hassoldin a job- 
bing way to the extent of 1000 lbs within the 
range of 20@65c as to quality, the market being 
lower. Mexican sarsaparilia remains quiet and 
easy but without further change. 


Seeds. 

There is only a moderate jobbing demand for 
most of the seeds but holders maintain steady 
Prices, and we flad no change to record. Car- 
away particularly is firm, being in light supply 
and good demand. 


Shellac. 


The improvement noticed in the tone of the 
shellac market at the date of our last has de- 
veloped into an upward movement in prices 
and the prospects are brighter than they have 
been for many months, The cause of this 
change in the market is the  con- 
firmation of the report of a _ shortage 
in the sticlac crop, which stimulate dthe 
London and Calcutta markets to ac- 
tivity, resulting in the buying up of the pro- 
duction of several of the leading marks. The 
excitement, extending to this market, has re- 
sulted in a lurge movement at advancing 
prices. Sales have been made here of about 
2,700 cs spot and to arrive. These transactions 
include about 1,300 cs DC, 200 os V 8 O, 300 cs 
88 and 500 cs of other marks, mostly natives, 
the prices paid not being made public but un- 
derstood to be at and above last week’s quota- 
tions. The stock of DC, second orange and 
native marks is said to be very light here, and 
closely concentrated. It is stated that within 
the week all the cheap lots offering in this 
market and London have been absorbed by 


strong holders. Although stocks are large 
both here and in London, the weneral impres- 
sion is that the improvement ia prices has 
come to stay, the bulk of the supp'y being 
strongly controlled. An important factor in 
the situation, it is reported, is that con- 
sumers are found to have been running on un- 
usually small stocks for some time past and 
now find themselves about bare of supplies, In 
addition to the sales above reported we hear 
that 200 cs No 1 button lac have been sold to 
arrive on private terms. The closing quota- 
tions were 174@18e for D C, 14ée for vVso,l4 
@l4%c for Octegon B and Diamond I, 13}44@l4ce 
for Circle 8 D., 13@134e for S 8, 12c for T N 
quality, 11@11\%e for Garnet, M@4%eo for 
button and 19@20c for bleached, the last named 
having avanced in symptby with fine orange 
grades. Cable advices from London to-night 
are strong in tone. The Loudon Commercial 
Record of the 19th inst. says of that market: 
*'The market remains in a quiet condition, but 
the feeling is less depressed than of late; hold- 
ers are not so pressing and show no disposition 
to realize unless at some improvement on the 
low range of values Jately current. Prices fin- 
ish up nominally 6d to 1s per cwt dearer on the 
week, but buyers remain scarce, and the busi- 
ness traneacted is small.” 


Spices. 

In the general market trade has been good 
and prices are well supported. Pepper is in 
active request and with a short supply and 
strong reports from the other side prices are 
tending upward. Clovesare not so firm, the 
feeling being rather unsettled. Nutmegs are 
firmly held and pimento isa shade higher. 
|

While there is little actual increase in the 
volume of business, there is a much better 
feeling in the chemical market, which it is gen- 
erally believed will ultimately result in an 
active trade. There isa good deal of inquiry 
from the different classes of consumers, but 
though some are beginning to place their 
orders for supplies to cover their full require- 
ments the majority are looking around to see 
where they can buy cheapest before closing 
with any offers from importers and dealers. 
The tone of the market reflects this improve- 
ment in trade prospects, and though there 
have been few changes in prices, the feeling 
generally is firm. 


Heavy Chemicals. 


Liverpool carbonated soda ash, 48 per cent. 
occupies about the same position as when we 
last wrote. There is considerable inquiry for 
forward delivery but buyers seem in no burry 
to place their orders and the actual volume of 
businese, consequently, is not large. We get 
sales of 200 tons at 122}4@135c according to 
brand and quantity these being the general 
quotations for goods either on the spot ortoar- 
rive. High test is still neglected and wi'hout 
change. The nominal quotations according to 
seller and quantity are 1 1744@1 22k¢c spot or 
to arrive. 

Caustic soda ash 48 per cent is without change 
the tone of the market being steady. There 
is a good deal of inquiry but not 
much new business is reported in large lots, 
The jobbing demand is fair «nd we hear of sales 
of 150 tons in lots at 1 22}4@1 35c as to quantity 
and brand. For lots to arrive dealers are still 
quoting 12001 25c according to brand. High 
test is dull, unchanged and nominal in price. 
Messrs. J. P. Brunner & Co. write us from Liv- 
erpool on the 20th inst that soda ash was in 
good request for carbonated, prices of which 
had slightly advanced. Buyers found difficulty 
in filling orders for prompt delivery as the 
mnakers are well sold up for the next few 
weeks. Sales of 48 per cent were made at from 
31-32d up to 13-16d, the latter for a special 
brand. The closing quotations were 15-164@ 
1 1-82d for 48 per cent, and 15 16d@ld for high 
test. Caustic ash was quoted at 31-32@1 3-16d 
for either 48 per cent or high test. 


Newcastle soda ash, 48 per cent, is steady and 
is inquired for to some extent, though we find 
no sales of large lots, either on thespot or to 
arrive, to report. The trouble between the 
glass manufacturers and their workmen over 
the question of wages for the next fire hasa 
tendency to keep the former out of the market 
for the time being. Quotations remain as 
when we last wrote, namely, 1 3-16@1 2c, ac- 
cording to quantity and seller. High test ree 
mains dull at nominal quotations, 


Caustic soda seems to be doing better, as 
dealers report more inquiry from consumers. 
While this does notamount to actual business 
in most cases, it increases the feeling of 
firmness, induced primarily by the strong 
advices from the other side. We quote 
60 per cent at 2 5234@2 60c spot or to arrive, 70 
per cent at 2 32}44@2 40c, and 74 per cent at 23234 
@2 35c according to seller and quantity wanted. 
Since we last wrote there have been reported 
sales of 300 drums, mostly 70 per cent, in small 
lots, within the range of our quotations. 
Messrs. Brunner & Co. write from Liverpool on 
the 20th inst.: “A large business has been done 
in caustic soda at £6 103 to £6 12s 6d for 60 per 
cent, £7 78 6d to £7 103 for 70 per cent, and there 
is no 70 per cent now to be had under the higher 
figure. For 74 per cent sales bave been made 
for America at £8, which is the lowest price 
sellers will accept. At the close nearest values 
are: 60 per cent, £6 10s to £6 128 64; 70 per cent, 
£7 10a to £7 123 6d; 74 per cent, £8; 76 per cent, 
£8 2a 6d to £10. 

English sal soda has be2an in moderate de- 
mand during the week just closed, and in all 
essential particulars the market isthe same as 
when we last went to press. The feeling is firm, 
and prices are maintained at $105@1 12}¢c for 
lots on the dock, and 144 @1 87}¢c tor store par- 
cela. The inquiry is ulmost wholly of a 
jobbing character,and we find no important 
transactions to record. In Liverpool on the 
20th inst. the market was a shade easier owing 
to the advent of cooler weather. Nearest 
values were £2 1és 3d@2 17s 6d. 

American sal soda continues to sell freely in 
a jobbing way, and the firm tone of the mar- 
ket is maintained. The manufacturers quote 
9740 in casks and $1 in barrels, sixty days less 
144 per cent for cash. 

Bleaching powder is in improved demand 
owing doubtiess to the concessions made by 
dealers and reported by us last week. There 
has been an active inquiry, and a consider- 
able quantity of goods has changed hands 
but we have no special transactions to re- 
port. The quotations are 1 9744@2 1-160 on the 

spot and 1 95@1 97}¥0 to arrive according to sel- 
ler and quantity. “Messrs, J. P. Brunner & Co. 
writing from Liverpool on the 20th inst. say: 
Bk aching powder declined to £7 158 which fig- 
ures bave brought in buyers, and t¢vers] bun 
dred tons have been placed for Ancrica bot 


for prompt and September delivery. There 
are inquiries for forward delivery, for which 
sellers quote £7 15s, but we do not hear that 
business has resulted. It is now difficult to 
find any sellers for this month. but £7 168 3d to 
£7 17s 6d are nearest quotations.” 


Acids. 

Acetic acid remains firm under a good de- 
mand from consumers for both prompt and 
future delivery. Available supplies are light 
and the different manufacturers are well sold 
ahead. Sales of 70,000 lbs are reported within 
the range of 24422%c acourding to quantity. 

Muriatic acid is without change. There is a 
fair Jobbing demand which is supplied at pre- 
vious quotations. Nitric acid is also selling 
fairly for current wants at our quutations. 

Oxalic acid is firm and unchanged, at the 
combination prices of 8¢ for lots of 10 tons or 
over for future delivery, and 8c for sma’'l 
quantities on the spot. The demand ‘is mode- 
rately active, but jobbing lots receive the most 
attention. 

Sulphuric acid remains as at this time last 
week. Manufacturers report a good demand, 
but the sales are mostly of smal] lots to supply 
passing requirements. The quotations for 66 
deg are still 90@95c per hundred in a Jarge way, 
and from 1@1 20c per lb in small quantities, ac- 
cording to seller and size of order. For 
chamber acid the demand has been up to the 
average of previous weeks, but we find no new 
features to report. Quotations range from 
$7 50@9 per ton, according to quantity, seller 
and place of delivery. 


Miscellaneous. 

Acetate of lime is unchanged. There isa 
good demand for gray which fully absorbs the 
current production, and there is nc surplus 
stock in the hands of manufacturers or dealers. 
Prices are firm and unchanged at 2 45@2i<¢c, 
according to quantity. Brown is also selling 
well, though chiefly in small lots, and com- 
mands full prices. We continue to quote 1 80@ 
1 85¢, according to quantity. 

Arsenic is not selling to any extent, as this is 
the quiet season. The market, however, is 
firm, and we have to repeat our quotations of 
256@234¢ to arrive and 234@2%c for smali lots 
on the spot. 

Alum continues in brisk demand and is 
firmly held at previous quotations. The re- 
ported sales aggregate 1.000 bbls at the current 
quotations, which are 14@1%c for lump, 14@22 
for ground, and 244@25%c for pearl or porous. 

Brimstone is getting into a better position 
owing to firm reports from the primary mar- 
kets. The price for shipments has advanced 
about 50c within the week in consequence of 
decreased output and higher rates of ocean 
freights from Sicily and the spot market is also 
firmer in sympathy. The inquiry has improved 
but tke sales are not important. We hear of 
the sale of about 809 tons best seconds at $19 
the spot quotation for this description being 
now $19@19 25 xs to quantity and seller. For 
shipment the lowest :juotation now named for 
seconds is $18 75. Thirds for shipment are 
quoted at $18 and on the spot at $1850 nomi- 
nally. The outlook encourages the belief thet 
higher prices will prevail particularly as the 
business bas been unprofitable fora long time 
past. 

Blue vitriol is offered sparingly for prompt 
or early delivery and with a good demand 
prices are firmly maintained. We continue to 
quote 444@5c as to quantity and seller. 

Cream tartar is vithoutchange. Buyers are 
making contracts for forward delivery and the 
movement on current orders is very fair. The 
manufacturers’ prices remain 3454@35c for 
crystals and 36@36c for powdered, according to 
quantity and styleof packing. 

Nitrate of soda has stiffened up considerably 
during the past week and current quotations 
are somewhat higher than when we last wrote. 
The improvement is based upon the fact 
that the outside lots which having been 
presssing upon the market have been 
withdrawn, together with the prospect of 
no further arrivals for several weeks. The 
condition of the primary market also is such 
as to encourage holders of spot goods to main- 
tain their position. Cables received here Sat- 
urday state that the price there is equivalent 
to $1 86 at least for cargo lots, but even at that 
no vessels are available for America. Europe, 
it it stated, is buying in the primary market at 
$186. Orders for American account at $1 85, 
we learn from another source, cannot be filled 
there. Tbe demand since our last has been 
quite active, and sales have been made of 
about 3,5(0 bags at 1 80@1 850, the market clos- 
ing with 182}44@1 90c, according to quantity 
the quoted range for spot goods. 


Ammonias, Potashes and Fertiliz- 
ing Chemicals. 

There bas been no improvement in the tone 
of the fertilizer chemical market since the 
date of last writing. Speaking generally, 
the tendency is still downward, but one 
or two articles appear to have touched 
bottom and holders are now trying to get bet- 
ter prices. This is true of fish scrap, the price 
of which has been depressed owing to the 
offerings of some manufacturere who were ino 
need of money. These lots having been dis- 
posed of at $2350 the market closes steadier 
with $24 generally asked. There have been a 
few small sales of tankage at $22@22 50, which 
are still the quoted prices. Dried biood is now 
procurable at $2 for the better grades and $1 90 
for lower qualities. Azotine is also easier and 
obtainable now at 2.06c but does not sell well,
